A dangerous chill 


NEW COLD War is taking shape. 

And unless the leaders of Russia, 

China, Western Europe, and the 
United States summon up the imagination 
to exercise what will surely be an extremely 
taxing mixture of resolve and sensitivity, the 
world could be plunged into a period of big- 
power tension and anxiety like the one that 
existed for 44 years from the end of World 
War II to the fall of the Berlin Wall. 

Since the fall of the Wall, a 
sort of myopic truce has 
emerged between the West 
and Russia and China. Al- 
though the rhetoric grew 
heated, the US and Europe 
adopted what were essentially 
passive responses to Russia’s 
brutal war in Chechnya. Dur- 
ing that action the Russians 
ferociously smothered a seces- 
sionist movement and killed between 50,000 
and 100,000 people in the process, a num- 
ber of casualties far greater than what 
NATO has inflicted on Serbia. And when 
Communist authorities in China crushed the 
spirit of a grass-roots democracy movement 
with Stalinist dispatch, the West — hoping 
for improved relations with that nation — 
spoke strongly but waved barely a stick. 

For their part, Moscow’s semi-democrat- 
ic autocrats and Beijing’s totalitarian capi- 
talists stood on the sidelines when the US 
and its allies drove megalomaniac Saddam 
Hussein out of Kuwait and re-secured the 
flow of Middle East oil, the ultimate lubri- 
cant — even in this digital age — of West- 
ern prosperity. 

Now the West has chosen to face down 
another megalomaniac, Slobodan Milosevic. 
Unlike Hussein’s, this butcher’s ambitions

are not, for the moment, extra-territorial. He 
merely wants to consolidate and maximize 
the influence and position of ethnic Serbs in 
the polyglot states that were once Yu- 
goslavia. His tools: murder, rape, and forced 
expatriation. It is estimated that his forces 
have so far killed as many as 5000 — but 
100,000 Kosovar men are missing, so the 
number could be far higher. The number of 
ethnic Albanians who have been driven out 
exceeds 900,000 — plus the 
600,000 who remain in Koso- 
vo but have been displaced 
from their homes. (This 
means that more than 90 per- 
cent of the entire Kosovar 
population has been affected.) 

As preparations begin for 
assembling a 50,000-member 
force (including 7000 to 
8000 American troops) to se- 
cure the peace that NATO hopes to win 
with continuous air and missile strikes, it 
seems time to recognize that NATO’s strat- 
egy is not working. 

The Serbs and the West clearly misread 
each other at the outset of the war and contin- 
ue to do so today. The goal of stopping the 
killing and returning the displaced people to 
their homeland must stand. But it is a task that 
will take months, if not years, to accomplish. 

It is unlikely that we will be able to accom- 
plish it without, at best, the active coopera- 
tion of Russia — or, at minimum, its neu- 
trality. This is a tall order. The Economist 
recently reported that support for the Serbs 
is extraordinarily high in Russia and in 
Balkan states such as Bulgaria. Revulsion at 
genocide clearly does not run as strong or as 
deep in the East as it does in the West. 

This cultural divide is deep, but we 


It never made sense to me that there isn’t 
extended weekend service.

should try to bridge it. NATO should test 
Russia’s collaborative resolve by seriously 
considering its offer to send a sizable peace- 
keeping force into Kosovo, though the plan 
needs to be modified. Russia is wary of 
NATO involvement because it has little in- 
fluence in that quarter. And NATO is wary 
of UN involvement because Russia and Chi- 
na hold veto power on the Security Council. 
Compromise won’t be easy. If Russia’s offer 
turns out to be a hollow one, NATO can 
walk away. But at the moment, Russia pro- 
vides a glimmer of hope. 

China is another matter. Its outrage at the 
bombing of the Chinese embassy is under- 
standable, but its response was — and is — 
exaggerated. China has clearly decided that 
the best defense is a strong offense. Its lead- 
ers know that their already uneasy relations 
with the US are going to sour as scrutiny of 
Democratic campaign-finance scandals in- 
volving Chinese cash continues, and as the 
espionage that spanned the presidencies of 
Carter, Reagan, Bush, and Clinton — per- 
haps the greatest breach of national security 
since the beginning of the Cold War — is 
further revealed. 

That’s why it’s doubly important for us at 
least to try to engage the Russians in a 
Kosovo solution. NATO needs to restore 
the integrity of Kosovo. If it can’t remove 
Milosevic, it needs to isolate him. 

We can expect no help from China. But 
trying to work with Russia — a country 
over which the West holds tremendous eco- 
nomic leverage — may be the only way we 
can avoid having the current diplomatic chill 
turn into the Second Cold War. @

Jeff Jacoby’s 
historical rewrite 


Maybe Boston Globe columnist Jeff 
Jacoby’s attempt to rewrite media history on 
Monday could have passed unremarked upon 
After all, his purpose was to praise a sick 
friend, two-time US Senate candidate Ray 
Shamie, and anyway, 1984 was such a long 
time ago. But it’s important not to allow the 
sharp political cleavages of the past to 
become fuzzed over with nostalgia and 
sentimentality.

After losing a

He shocked the 
Brahmin establishment by defeating former 
US attorney general Elliot Richardson in the 
Republican primary, and appeared poised to 
pull an upset in the general election against 
John Kerry, then making his first Senate run. 
But Shamie lost — “in part,” wrote Jacoby, 
who worked on Shamie’s campaign that year, 
“because of a sulfurous assault on his 
character and integrity by the Boston Globe.” 

In fact, the Globe hammered away that fall 
at Shamie's dalliance with the far-right, anti- 
Semitic John Birch Society. And when Shamie 
attempted to wiggle away by claiming he’d 
dabbled briefly and was repelled by the 
Birchers’ extremist views, the Globe 
righteously whacked him out. In a front-page 
story by Eileen McNamara (now a Globe 
metro columnist), it was revealed that 
Shamie’s campaign advisers had written a 
memo urging him to play down his Birch ties 
and to remove right-wing literature from his 
company’s library. In the best tradition of 
political skullduggery, the memo referred to 
the Birch Society only as . . . Fred. (Fred?) 

It got worse. A week later, the Phoenix 
reported that “Shamie’s flirtation with the 
radical right is actually a romance of some 
significance, a passion that continues to 
shape the ideological center of his campaign 
today.” Among other things, the Phoenix 
revealed that for more than 10 years, Shamie 
had distributed to his employees the Spotlight, 
published by the Liberty Lobby — “the best- 
financed anti-Semitic organization in the 
United States,” according to the Anti- 
Defamation League at that time. (The Phoenix 
piece was co-written by Michael Segal and 
Renée Loth, now the G/obe’s deputy editorial- 
page editor and one of Jacoby’s supervisors.) 

Those who know Jacoby can't imagine his 
hanging out with an anti-Semite, which leads 
a reasonable person to conclude that 
Shamie's views were rooted in naivete and 
ignorance rather than in animus. But those 
views were also important information that 
voters had a right — a need — to know. 

“Such ai attack would be unthinkable 
today; the Globe's current editors would never 
allow it,” Jacoby wrote on Monday. And it’s true 
that the Globe's political coverage is less 
knee-jerk liberal than it used to be. But that 
shouldn't preclude the paper from exposing 
repugnant ideologies held by candidates for 
public office

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PROTEST 
Keeping kids at home 


Each Memorial Day weekend, an estimated 600,000 cars 
pass over the Sagamore Bridge en route to Cape Cod for fun 
and sun. 

This Memorial Day, however, vacationers will be met by 
more than 100 protesters demonstrating against what they 
call abuses by the state Department of Social Services (DSS). 

The Parents Support Group, led by Nev and Thomas 
Moore of Barnstable, acts as a resource for parents who feel 
that DSS has taken their children into custody without 
justification. Group members hope that the protest at the 
bridge will raise awareness of their complaints among the 
state politicians and DSS officials who will travel to the Cape 
for the long weekend. 

Although DSS says it removes children for their own 
protection, Nev Moore charges that the agency’s interventions 
often hurt more than they help. “According to federal 
statistics, children are 25 percent more likely to be abused by 
foster parents than their own parents,” she says, citing the 
numerous neglect cases that DSS itself has filed against foster 
homes. 

“One of the primary reasons people enlist in the foster-care 
program is for the money,” Moore claims. Currently, 
Massachusetts foster parents receive $420 a month per child. 
They also receive clothing allowances, health insurance, food 
stamps, and holiday pay. 

Moore and her husband, Thomas, suffered their own DSS 
nightmare in May 1997, when the department removed their 


two children from their schools and took them into custody, citing Thomas’s alcoholism. The agency refused to 
release the children, even when Thomas offered to move away. It was more than a year before the Moore children 


returned home. 


“There are 20 to 25 children a day in this state who are removed from their homes by DSS,” says Nev Moore. 
“Many of these cases are frivolous and sometimes even manufactured. This state has the highest [DSS] budget in the 
country because so many kids are removed, sometimes frivolously, from their homes and placed in foster homes.” 

Lorraine Carli, spokesperson for DSS, confirms the figure of 20 to 25 kids per day but says that some of them are 


not being taken from their birth parents but moved from one foster home to another.

TRAGEDY! 
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Liquid television 
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by Jason Gay 


The recipe for Lolly Mason’s TV success is one part public 
access, one part personality — and 12 parts vodka 


ELEVISION, WE ALL 
know, is the root of all evil. 
It’s too violent. It’s too 


sexy. It’s too shameless. It’s too 

. everything. 

But the real problem with 
television is that there’s not 
enough hard liquor. 

Think about it. These days, you 
can see everything from the 
disemboweled bodies of bombing 
victims to Dennis Franz’s NYPD 
tuchus flashed on the tube, but, 
for the most part, television 
remains a liquor-free zone. For 
more than 50 years, distillers have 
largely obeyed a voluntary ban on 
television ads selling liquor. 
Network programming executives, 
too, have kept their prime-time 
shows nearly liquorless. (On 
Cheers, did you ever see Norm 
drink anything besides beer?) 

So, when you discover gallons 
of booze being shaken and stirred on TV, it feels like 
a gloriously guilty pleasure — the smashing of the 
medium’s final taboo. And that explains much of the 
appeal of Lolly’s Remedies, a long-running 
bartending/club-culture show on public-access cable 
television hosted by Boston mixologist Lolly Mason. 

Your basic Remedies episode takes place in the 
kitchen of Mason’s Brighton home, where she 
shows her audience how to craft impressively exotic 
elixirs, from the sherbet-laden Stepford Wife (a 
frozen Cosmopolitan-like drink that Mason calls 
perfect “after a hard day of shopping and 
aerobics”) to the ominously titled Death in the 
Afternoon to “a big frozen rum extravaganza” 
called a Skullduggery. Mason builds these brews 
from a prodigious in-house bar that includes the 
usual whiskeys, vodkas, and rums, but also an 
astounding assemblage of unusual spirits, including 
concoctions such as macadamia-nut liqueur, 
butterscotch schnapps, and something pinkish 
called After Shock. (If you have ever stood in a 
liquor store, grabbed a strangely colored bottle, and 
asked yourself, “Who the fuck would ever buy 
this?” — “Lolly Mason” is your answer.) 

Indeed, we’re not talking about gin and tonics here. 
Lolly’s Remedies shows you how to make the kind of 
drinks that, if you served them up at Thanksgiving, 
would probably knock Mom, Dad, Sis, Grandma, and 
Uncle Lou flat on their asses till Christmas. One of 
Mason’s signature drinks, Cool Azul, for instance, 
contains tequila, schnapps, blue curagao, melon 
liqueur, Frangelico, amaretto, something called 
Liquor 43, peach brandy, and, oh yeah, one banana, 
some grapefruit, lemonade, and ice. (Mason suggests 
garnishing the Cool Azul with red sugar crystals and 
kiwi and orange slices. I suggest wearing a flame- 
retardant jumpsuit.) 

What makes the show, however, is Mason herself. 
A veteran of local nightspots ranging from the now- 
defunct Fatted Calf and Venus de Milo to 29 
Newbury to her current gig at Machine (downstairs 
at the Ramrod, on Boylston Street), Mason is 
something of an icon in Boston bartending circles. 
She looks the part. When we show up in Brighton for 
a recent taping, Mason, who is razor-thin and 
possesses fire-hydrant-red hair, is decked in denim 
short pants, black sandals with red socks, a frilly 
Hawaiian shirt that looks like something out of the 
Elvis Presley movie Clambake, and enough beads, 
skulls, and other costume jewelry to qualify her as a 
float in a Mardi Gras parade. 

With the kitschy Mason at the helm, an episode of 
Lolly’s Remedies can feel like Martha Stewart Living 
meets Charles Bukowski’s Barfly meets a John Waters 
film. Drinks are poured into ceramic goblets with 
pirate faces on them, garnished with blue-and-white

gummi sharks, and topped with whipped cream and 
colorful chocolate candies. Mason tells war stories 
from the club scene and dispenses drinking tips with 
the dispassionate mien of a family doctor. (Her main 
piece of advice: “Do not drink this on an empty 
stomach.”) 

In an era of overwrought “Just Say No” 
prohibitionism, Mason (who, it should be pointed 
out, doesn’t imbibe on-air) is pleasingly non- 
judgmental about self-medication. She’s not telling 
anyone to go out and get wasted, but she’s not averse 
to kicking back with a cocktail, either. In one 
Remedies episode, Mason even showed viewers the 
proper drinks to consume while lost in a “K-hole” — 
that is, the euphoric state achieved after injecting or 
sniffing Special K, or ketamine, the potent animal 
tranquilizer that is a popular drug among some 
nightclub habitués. 

It’s not your standard TV fare, to say the least. But 
that’s why Lolly’s Remedies is one of the most original 
programs on television, and a public-access hit in 
Boston and Cambridge, as well as in Manhattan 
(where it airs in a robust 10:30 a.m. slot). The show 
— which is produced by Lolly’s husband, Mason 
Vincent, and includes dispatches from nightclub 
shows and Lolly’s own music reviews — has popped 
up on the West Coast, as well as in Germany, where it 
aired with subtitles (Ein teil Absolut, ein teil Bacardi 

. ). The show’s accompanying Web site, 
www.lollyland.com, lists drink recipes and solicits 
audience suggestions and commentary. Several fan 
e-mails recently griped that her fridge was too empty, 
Mason says; one told her that her kitchen floor 
needed to be mopped. 

The night we show up for taping, Mason’s 
engaged in a bit of a turf war. Turns out that at a 
recent bartending awards show, someone from a 
downtown club took credit for creating a citrusy 
rum-and-vodka potion called a Mongolian 
Motherfucker. Trouble is, the Mongolian M.F. has 
been one of Mason’s signature drinks for eons, and 
the usually laid-back Lolly was ticked. (Feel free to 
insert your own “That motherfucker stole my 
Motherfucker!” joke here.) 

Tonight, Mason sets the record straight. “Let’s 
make the real deal,” she says, priming her blender 
with ice. She pours a little vodka, a little curagao, 
Grand Marnier, peach schnapps, Bacardi, a bit of 
Midori melon liqueur, a splash of coconut rum, a 
banana, some peach nectar, pifia colada mix, and so 
on. Justice has never tasted so sweet. Neither, for that 
matter, has TV. ®

His approval rating is 
62 percent, and the legislative session that just ended 
gave the biggest tax cut ever. 






















Q: Does he walk on water? 
A: I went to the “other side.” I sought out 
opponents. You know what they say? Things like, 
“The legislature didn’t give back all the surplus.” 
Imagine that! In Massachusetts, they don’t give back 
anything. And he was criticized for going on a 
national book tour and using state-funded security. 
Well, don’t Weld and Cellucci have guards, or state 
cops, with them when they travel? The things we 
accept here are all they have to knock him with. 
















Q: But can he really accomplish anything? 
A: He already has. He’s shown that someone 
different, not a state rep, not beholden to special 
interests, can win and can govern. At a time when 
half the eligible voters don’t register, and half of 

those registered don’t vote, he 

got people excited. Now I 
believe there’s a chance 
that it doesn’t always 
have to be the same. 
That there’s room for 

a real person. This is 

a guy who’s smoking 

his cigar outside the 
State House and 

when I tell him that 
we've got a Senate 
president with a similar 
smoking problem, he 
starts telling me about 
his electronic smoke 
remover and how it 
works. A real person! 
He’s a guy who’s been 
many of the places 
you’ve been, places you 
would be just as happy to 
have removed from your 
memory card. 




































































































Q: How much of it is posturing for 
just that effect? 

A: Sure, he understands packaging, marketing. 
That’s what wrestling’s all about. And he had a talk 
show. He understands media. And doesn’t 
necessarily like them. He’s told reporters things 
like, “Someday I'll give you a head start and then 
come after you with a shotgun.” He’s very 
physically intimidating, and thin-skinned. And he 
can put on his all-business front. Sometimes, like 
on his book tour, you catch an expression on his 
face that looks like a wrestler eyeing the audience 
and thinking, “Suckers.” But he delivers. For 
everybody who says politics is always the same old 
shit: no.

years ago: 
May 27, 1994 
Harvey Silverglate extolled the 
virtues of Judge Stephen Breyer soon 
after Breyer was nominated for the 
Supreme Court.

“Breyer is a technocrat, a brilliant, 
facile thinker who loves legal minuti- 
ae. Every court, including the US 
Supreme Court, needs technocrats, 
and Breyer is without doubt the best 
and brightest of his kind. . . . What 
emerges from Breyer’s elegant and 
clear writing is a judge who avoids 
knee-jerk reactions, closely examines 
the facts, draws fine distinctions, and 
does not engage in verbal pyrotech- 
nics and obfuscations.” 


Creating monsters 
1 years ago: 
May 26, 1989 

Peter Keough examined the life and 
psyche of Roman Polanski. 

“In his films and in his life, Roman 
Polanski’s imagination has bred mon- 
sters. Few artists have been as blessed 
as he in shaping personal tragedy into 
vexing masterworks, and fewer have 
been as ill-fated in seeing those night- 
marish visions engender real terrors. 
A childhood spent in fear and hiding 
as a Jew in Nazi-occupied Poland has 
spawned a repertoire of films unsur- 
passed in their depiction of anomie, 
alienation, and the savage conse- 
quences of repression. Similarly, such 
gleeful explorations of the diabolical 
as Repulsion (1965), Rosemary’s 
Baby (1968), and The Tenant (1976) 
seem mysteriously, if unfairly, con- 
nected with such outrageous misfor- 
tunes as the 1969 slaughter of Polan- 
ski’s pregnant wife, Sharon Tate, by 
minions of Charles Manson, or his 
own arrest in 1977 on charges of 
drugging and raping a 13-year-old 
girl.” 


Normandy revisited 
1 years ago: 
May 29, 1984 

Before Saving Private Ryan was 
even a twinkle in Steven Spielberg’s 
eye, Alan Lupo and local veterans 
took a look back at D-Day. 

“It will be tough slogging this year, 
this 40th anniversary of D-Day, the 
Allied invasion of Normandy on June 6, 
1944. What with presidents and prime 
ministers, secret-service men and mil- 


itary adjutants, thousands of returning , 


veterans will not hit Utah or Omaha 
Beach until the day is almost over, if 
at all. But they may have been pre- 
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pared for that a long time 
ago, when they were 
younger and the slogging 
was tougher, more frighten- 
ing. 

“Then’s when a 17- or 
18-year-old kid became a 
man, if he lived long enough 
to set his feet on the sand. 

“ —__ John Eaton Sr., of 
Amesbury, who assaulted 
Omaha Beach at the age of 
18.” 


Vetting Vietnam 
2 years ago: 
May 28, 1979 
Former Marine Jon Cremins criti- 
cized the scapegoating of Vietnam vet- 
erans. 
“They survived Vietnam and came 
home to face countrymen who found 


the taste of war sour in their mouths. 


Americans needed someone to pin 
the blame on, and veterans became 
the guilty ones. It was not the gener- 
als and bureaucrats who were held 
accountable, but the grunts. The 
guilt of America was laid on their 
shoulders; they were made to suffer 
for the suffering that had been 
forced on the Vietnamese peo- 
ple... . It is not yet clear what we 
should learn from the horrors of 
Vietnam. It is clear that we will learn 
nothing at all if we persist in blaming 
them on their victims.” 


Badfilm 
2 years ago: 
May 28, 1974 

Janet Maslin panned Terrence Mal- 
ick’s film Badlands for its affectless 
violence. 

“If there is anything good to be said 
about Terrence Malick’s treatment of 
Badlands, \et’s just say his attitude is an 
original; it hasn’t been widely imitated, 
nor is it likely to be. Malick’s killers are 
conscienceless zombies, a situation 
which he neither deplores nor seems 
particularly interested in. They’re just

there, cruising across the Midwestern 
landscape, occasionally laying out a new 
victim but mostly just killing time. Mar- 
tin Sheen plays Kit, a Charlie Stark- 
weather type, with an impenetrable 
numbness, while Sissy Spacek, as the 
Carol Fugate of the piece, is treated as a 
desensitized dupe. When he starts off 
their spree by murdering her father, she 
just slaps him in the face and blinks. 
That, as far as I could tell, was the film’s 
most emotionally charged moment.” 


Hard Contract, easy target 
3 years ago: 
May 28, 1969 
Pre-Affliction, Dan Pasley sneered 
at future Oscar winner James 
Coburn’s Hard Contract.

“It is spiced with perverse sexual 
nuances regarding Coburn, who does 
not kiss his women, does not like 
“tricks” (he’s American), suffers mo- 
mentary impotence, and who ap- 
proaches love-making as if it were 
97 percent control and three percent 
emotion. Needless to say, Lee Remick 
rids him of these puerile hang-ups. . . . 
The only thing which is unclear is why 
the movie was ever made.”

Vegetables for the 
metropolitan farmer 


HE ONSET OF summer brings 

out the Grandma Walton in even 

confirmed urbanites. Maybe it’s a 
subconscious urge to put down roots; 
maybe it’s just a rebellion against pale- 
pink supermarket tomatoes. Either way, 
if you're hell-bent on transforming your 
scrap of balcony, roof, or fire escape 
into God's Little Acre, now’s the time. 

And don't think that a limited space 
restricts you to little pots of basil. 
“Containers let you bend the rules,” 
says Nancy Lawson, a greenhouse 
manager at Mahoney’s Garden Center 
in Cambridge. “In a garden, you plant 
things about 18 inches apart. In a con- 
tainer, stuff in two or three and by the 
time you harvest they'll be exuberant 
and fabulous.” Reassuringly, she adds 
that most vegetables, being annuals 
that survive only one season, really 
want to live: “They’ve only got a few 
months, so they make the most of it.” 

A few plants recommended for city 
gardening, available at Mahoney’s: 

Tomatoes. Created specially for use on 
balconies and patios, the patio tomato 
stops short at two feet. For an instant 
garden, buy a mature specimen ($15) in 
a 12-inch-tall pot; in a few weeks it will 
provide small to medium-sized fruit with- 
out transplanting. You can also grow the 
adorable and addictive “Sweet 100” cher- 
ry tomatoes ($2.98), which form grapelike 
bunches and will need the support of a 
metal climbing frame ($2.99). 

Beans. Knee-high bush beans 
($1.89 per six-pack) put out edible 
pods similar to snap beans and don’t 
require staking. Like all the plants 
mentioned here, they will be more 
than happy with a two-by-two-foot con-

tainer (about $20 in plastic; $70 to $80 
in terra cotta). 

Strawberries. Lawson likes to pop 
Alpine strawberries ($2.98) into cham- 
pagne. The tiny, sweet fruits grow on 
non-spreading plants, five of which fit 
into a 10-inch strawberry jar ($9.98). 

Lettuce. While all of the above need 
full sun to thrive, lettuces tolerate partial 
shade. Good container varieties include 
old standbys iceberg (98 cents) and 
romaine ($1.89), and the pretty ruby-red 
($1.89). For variety, try arugula ($1.89 
per six-pack). 

Starting out, novices especially might 
like to have a good how-to reference 
handy. Ortho’s info-packed series of 
gardening books, available from Barnes 
& Noble and Home Depot, is reason- 
ably priced ($11 or less per volume) 
and includes titles on container garden- 
ing, vegetables, and herbs. 

Now, if only one could complete 
the picture with livestock .. . does 
anybody know where to find patio 


chickens?

By 
93, I’d lost both my parents to 
cancer, and by ’94, I’d quit drink- 
ing, which translated into a fair 
amount of ruminating about the 
twin horrors of grief and addiction. 
Not the prettiest subject matter, but 
it felt a good deal more pressing 
than anything Coco Chanel had to 
offer. 

I’ve often been asked over the years what it’s felt like 
to be so self-revealing in these pages, whether it ever 
gives me the creeps. Doesn’t it make me feel vulnerable 
and exposed? Isn’t it weird to feel that total strangers 
know so much about me? In truth, it can be a bit 
unsettling to be so public about such private matters. 
I’ve been accosted at dinner parties. (Once, just as I 
was poised over a plate of lamb chops at some black-tie 
function, a not-terribly-tactful stranger shouted out 
from across the table: “You’re Caroline Knapp? Aren’t 
you the one who wrote about being anorexic?” Stares 
all around.) I’ve been on the receiving end of a lot of 
assumed intimacy, thrust into the role of armchair psy- 
chologist by people who figure that since I write so 
freely about my own stuff, there’s a pretty good chance 

| I want to hear about theirs. (This can be touching, but 

| also embarrassing and difficult, particularly when 
you’re just trying to get through the check-out line at 
the Star Market.) I’ve also gotten my share of hate mail 
over the years (shut up, who cares, quit whining, etc.)

But the awkward moments and frustrations have 
been relatively few and far between, and I long ago 
accepted them as a natural part of the territory, the 
occasional thorny bush on the landscape of reflective 
writing. Mostly, that landscape has been dotted with 
unexpected blessings. I’ve gotten lots of great mail: let- 
ters from people who’ve been truly moved by some- 
thing I had to say, or whose understanding of a com- 
plicated relationship has been deepened, or who’ve 
laughed out loud at my jokes — and who’ve been gen- 
erous enough to let me know I’ve touched them. I’ve 
also had a great deal of fun, which is not something a 
lot of us get to say about our work. Who else but a 
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meant to stop; I told my father I loved him on this 
page, something I’d never done in person, and I 
wrote my way through the burial of my parents’ ashes 
and the sale of my childhood home. Mercifully, I’ve | 
also recorded some happier moments here: I wrote 
about buying a home, and falling in love with my dog, | 
and celebrating my first anniversary of sobriety. A 
privilege indeed. Thanks to my editors and publishers, 
I’ve had the freedom to wonder aloud, to explore 
some of the darkest corridors of my own heart, to 
take some critical steps in that elusive process known 
as growing up. Thanks to my colleagues, and to the 
enormous number of readers who’ve found my 
columns resonant or moving, I’ve had the blessed 
experience of human connection, of knowing that my 
personal explorations have been both widely shared 
and valuable to others. What more could a writer 
want? 

Well, time. In the last few years, I seem to have wan- 
dered into the larger and considerably more consum- 
ing landscape of book writing, which is another place 
altogether: more like a jungle, a place that swallows 
you up for years at a time and leaves you hard-pressed 
to think about anything but the patch of land directly 
in front of you. So although I may return from time to 
time as an occasional contributor, I’m leaving this par- 
ticular territory for now, with some 400 columns 
behind me and a lot of mixed feelings: regret that I 
don’t have a column-producing clone to keep up the 
work; sorrow at leaving a forum I’ve found so forma- 
tive and comforting; and deep gratitude for the experi- 
ence. To those of you who’ve turned to this page all 
these years, thanks for listening. ]

As a patriotic American, I am quite familiar with the “new- 
car smell” all new cars seem to have. What causes that smell, 
and are there any recorded incidents of dealers or manufac- 
turers spritzing a car with an extra touch of that smell to 
entice buyers?

Had some trouble with this one. I knew, in a general way, 
that new-car smell was caused by exudates from the plastics 
and perhaps the adhesives used in a car’s interior. These 
same exudates, it seemed safe to assume, were also the cause 
of the film that collected on the inside of a car’s windshield. 
The problem was determining what these exudates were, 
exactly, and whether they were bad for you (these days you 
have to ask). 

The car companies weren’t much help. My assistant Jane 
sends the following report of her conversation with a woman at 
General Motors: 

“*Hello, I do research for a syndicated question-and-answer 
column called ‘The Straight Dope’ by Cecil Adams. Someone 
has written to ask what, specifically, ‘new-car smell’ is. Could 
you direct me to someone who can help me with this?’ 

“Long pause. ‘What?’ 

“I repeated my introduction, speaking even more slowly than 
the first time. 

“Just a minute.’ 

“After a few seconds she returned with this technical insight: 
“*Ma’am, that smell comes from the materials inside the car.’ 
“*T realize that. I’m wondering if anyone can tell us what, 

specifically, that smell is.’ 

“Another pause. ‘You mean what the scent is?’ 

“yea: 

“Just a minute.’ After putting me on hold again, she 
returned with the earth-shattering revelation, ‘Ma’am, that isn’t 
a scent. It’s the scent of the materials in the car.’ 

“*T know that, you butthead.’ ” 

Many people believe the smell comes from the phthalates 
(thay-lates), softeners used in plastics manufacture. Phthalates, 
which don’t bond with the material and can leach out over 
time, are suspected of causing kidney and liver damage and 
other health problems. Toys “R” Us recently pulled infants’ 
soft-plastic teething toys from its shelves lest kids get a gutful 
of the chemicals. 

One account of the dangers of phthalates quotes David 
Ozonoff, MD, chair of the department of environmental health 
at the Boston University School of Public Health: “When you 
buy a new car and smell that great ‘new-car’ smell, you are large- 
ly smelling the phthalates that are in the plastics on the insides of 
the car.” Ha! New-car smell is bad for you! Some feel that peo- 
ple with “multiple chemical sensitivity” are particularly at risk. 
You can even buy a special device to filter the air in your car. 

However, when we contacted Dr. Ozonoff and asked him 
why he thought new-car smell was caused by phthalates, he 
merely referred us to the folks at Greenpeace. Joe Di Gangi, a 
biochemist with the Greenpeace toxics campaign, said that 
while phthalates definitely “out-gas” and cause part of the oily 
residue on your windshield, he wasn’t sure if they caused new- 
car smell. The scent of phthalates has been described as 
“slight” in technical references and by several chemists. 

Frustrated, Jane called up manufacturers of new-car sprays 
— yup, you can use ’em to make your junker smell like new — 
to ask what was in the stuff. One guy hung up on her. What 
are these people hiding? 

The only research we could find was a 1995 analysis of the 
air in a new Lincoln Continental (check it out yourself at 
www.sisweb.com/referenc/appInote/app-36-a.htm). More 
than 50 volatile organic compounds were found, suggesting 
that new-car smell was a mix of lubricants, solvents, adhesives, 
gasoline, and no doubt some bits from the vinyl, though it’s 
hard to say exactly what. None of these things are necessarily 

good for you. I hate to cause a panic. . . well, actually I love 
to cause a panic. All I’m saying is that people like new-car 
smell, and from long experience, we know that if you like 
something, it’s bad. %

City officials say federal grants can fix the 
problems that plague the South End's 
Cathedral housing development. But 
tenants worry that they won’t be around 
to appreciate the results. 


False HOPE?

ARY MERRITT REMEMBERS 

running through the courtyard of 

the Cathedral housing development 
as a little girl. She played jump rope on the 
cement slabs in front of the doorways and 
dressed her dolls on the tufts of grass scat- 
tered throughout the multi-building brick 
complex. 

Today, at the age of 31, she stands in the 
doorway of her apartment building watching 
as one of her three sons and his friend play 
keep-away with a basketball worn nearly 
smooth. 

“I’ve lived here my whole life and I’ve 
seen more than my share of fond moments 
and tragedy, but I still choose to stick it 
out,” says Merritt, a heavy-set woman with 
a youthful face and trusting eyes. “Lately, 
with all the problems, I’ve been thinking of 
moving. Now I find out I may not have an 
option. I may have no choice but to take my 
three boys somewhere else.” 

What has Merritt worried is the Boston 
Housing Authority’s plan to complete a 
much-needed overhaul of the dilapidated 
housing complex by applying for grant 
money under the federal government’s 
HOPE VI program. The six-year-old initia- 
tive, whose name stands for Housing Op- 
portunities for People Everywhere, is de- 
signed to transform the country’s most 
troubled public-housing projects by replac- 
ing obsolete buildings, funding social ser- 
vices, encouraging public-private partner- 
ships, and creating mixed-income commu- 
nities instead of concentrating poor tenants 
in one place. The only problem, from the 
point of view of those tenants, is that the 
improved developments may not have 
enough room for them. 


N MAY 27, the Boston Housing Author- 
ity (BHA) was scheduled to ask the US 
Department of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) to appropriate between 
$15 million and $20 million for the renova- 
tion of Cathedral. Up to five percent of that 
money, plus an additional 10 percent in 


matching funds from the state, could be 


used for social services such as job training, 


tutoring, and youth activities. Some build- 
ings would be demolished; others would be 
improved by rebuilding walls, resurfacing 


floors, replacing broken windows, repairing ~ 


crumbling stairways, painting, and land- 
scaping the grounds. Although Cathedral 
would still be overseen by the BHA, it would 
be maintained by a private management 
company. 

But winning the grant would mean turn- 
ing some of Cathedral’s low-income units 
into market-rate apartments, a requirement 
of the federal program. 

“If this HUD funding deal goes through, 
these tenants, the majority of whom have an 
income below poverty level, will be faced 


with the harsh reality that someone else whe | 


can afford to pay for an apartment may 
chase them out,” says Susan Gross, a social 
worker from the South End who has been 
working with the kids at Cathedral and 
speaking to the BHA and the Boston City 
Council on behalf of the tenants. 

HOPE VI grants stipulate that 25 percent 
of the housing in the renovated developmen 
will be awarded to tenants whose income is 
less than $16,000 a year. Fifty percent of 
the housing is reserved for tenants who 
make between $18,000 and $35,000 a year, 
and the remaining 25 percent is slated for 
tenants making between $35,000 and 
$50,000 a year. 

Gross says that already, “the BHA is sys- 
tematically relocating residents to get the 
HOPE VI plan in there.” Whereas 300 of 
Cathedral’s 450 units were occupied before 
last October, she says, only 160 are occu- 
pied now. She knows of 100 units that have 
recently been renovated by the BHA, which 
initiated a project two years ago to fix up 
some of the apartments. “When I asked offi 
cials why no one has been moved into the 
newly done-up units, no one wanted to talk 
about it,” she says. 

The BHA has won HOPE VI grants twic: 
before. One, a $30 million grant awarded ir 
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| 1995, is being used to transform Lower 
} Roxbury’s former Orchard Park housing 
project (now known as Orchard Gardens) 
| from a dense 711-unit complex into a more 
| attractive mixed-income 330-unit develop- 
[rr with an additional 305 units to be de- 








veloped in surrounding communities 
| through public-private partnerships. But a 
jlarger effort at Mission Main, once known as 
j the most dangerous and run-down public- 
| housing project in Boston, has been plagued 
iby delays and other problems, including 
| protests by tenants who opposed being relo- 
‘cated during the construction. 

That prospect upsets Cathedral tenants, 
too. BHA administrator Sandra Henriquez 
admits that some residents will be displaced 
during the rebuilding, though she promises 
that they will be given federal Section 8 
vouchers to use for housing elsewhere. Ten- 
ants, however, fear that the subsidies will not 
be enough to cover the skyrocketing rents in 
Boston’s private-housing market. 

Tenants complain, as well, that the BHA 
has not done enough to explain how they will 
ibe affected if the grant comes through. On 
/May 3, when the BHA called a meeting to 
idiscuss HOPE VI with Spanish-speaking 
(Cathedral residents, the agency failed to send 
janyone who could speak Spanish, according 
#to Mary Martinez, a long-time tenant. “They 
didn’t even bring a translator,” says Mar- 
tinez. “But they are the ones who claim they 
are reaching out to the Latino residents. 
Please!” On May 10, 15 residents showed up 
ifor another planned meeting to find that no 
tone from the BHA was present. The meeting 
| was rescheduled for May 12.

the application, however, citing their inabili- 
ty to trust Ruth Barkley, the long-time head 
of the CTU board, who they say has driven 
away dedicated staff and refused to sign off 
on more than $90,000 in previous state and 
federal grants set aside for youth programs. 
Indeed, the tensions surrounding HOPE VI 


are just the latest in a series of problems fac- 
ing Cathedral tenants. Four workers who 
helped organize activities for children and 
teens have left in the past six months, gutting 
the development’s social services. Now, a 
growing number of parents wonder whether 
their children can stay out of harm’s way.

Frances Velazquez, for example, no 
longer thinks her eight-year-old daughter, 
Keomi, is safe at Cathedral, where she 
spends afternoons at her grandmother’s 
apartment after getting out of classes at the 
Blackstone Elementary School. 

Three weeks ago, Keomi, a tiny girl with 
a ponytail and a huge grin, was sitting on a 
bench in the courtyard of the complex when 
two youths, age nine and 11, dragged her 
off the seat, threw her to the ground, and 
began kicking her in the abdomen and 
head. Velazquez says that when she arrived, 
her daughter was covered in bruises and 
bloody scratches. 

John Ridge of the Boston Police, the youth- 
services officer for the South End, agrees that 
the development’s young people have been 
left vulnerable. “I took the job as youth- 
services officer because I saw places like 
Cathedral change from drug-infested, crime- 
riddled projects to one of the nicest places 
with some of the best youth facilities in the 
city,” says Ridge. “Now, it’s as if they [Cathe- 
dral] are taking a giant step backward.” 

Aware of the ‘ncreasing distress, City 
Councilor Jimmy Kelly, who represents the 
South End, has met several times with con- 
cerned teens at Cathedral. “I have asked 
members of the BHA to come with me and 
meet the youth that I met with a few 
months ago,” says Kelly, who hopes to have 
the meeting before the end of the month. “I 
have also asked to sit down with Ruth 
Barkley about what is going on and what 
improvements are needed.” 

Still, tenants like Mary Merritt worry that 
if HOPE VI comes through, none of those 
improvements will benefit them. 

“We won’t have to worry about a lack of 
youth programs for the kids because we 
won't even be allowed to live here,” says 
Merritt. “It isn’t fair that low-income resi- 
dents have to move out in order to fix the 
problems at Cathedral. There has to be an- 
other answer.” m

The fixers

INCH YOURSELF. MARK that cal- 

endar. There are fewer than 160 days 

that’s right, 760 — until the next 
Cambridge City Council election. 

Okay, so Cambridge City Council news 
doesn’t exactly quicken pulses these days. 
After all, times are pretty good over in the 
People’s Republic, what with a booming 
local economy, bustling business develop- 
ment, and a white-hot residential-real- 
estate market. Local politics, once a blood 
sport in this city of 90,000, has devolved 
into an amusing, mostly benign sideshow. 

But the show is primed for a spark. All 
nine council seats are up for grabs in 
November, and for the first time in four 
years, some new faces are guaranteed to 
join the ranks. Two councilors, Frank 
Duehay (a 36-year political veteran who 
also serves as the city’s mayor) and North 
Cambridge’s Sheila Russell, have an- 
nounced that they will not run for re- 
election. 

That means that at least two members of 
a growing field of challengers will be sit- 
ting courtside in Sullivan Chamber come 
January 2000. Current hopefuls include 
Marjorie Decker, a former aide to state rep 
Alice Wolf; youth organizers Donald 
Harding and Robert Goodwin; Republican 
activist David Trumbull; environmentalist 
Craig Kelley; school-committee veteran 
Dennis Maher; and Robert Winters, a 
Harvard mathematics lecturer who pub- 
lishes the Cambridge Civic Journal 
(www.math.harvard.edu/~rwinters/ 
ccj.html), an occasionally irreverent Web 
newsletter about city politics. 

But the biggest buzz surrounds someone 
who isn’t even an official candidate yet. 
That would be Jim Braude, a veteran pro- 
gressive and campaign strategist who has 
been quietly meeting with local pols and 
City Hall watchers as he mulls his first- 
ever bid for public office. Political ob- 
servers and local journalists are all but 
begging him to run, hoping that he’ll spice

up the contest. And it’s safe to say that 
Braude — a former head of the Tax Equity 
Alliance for Massachusetts (TEAM) — 
will oblige. As the race for City Hall draws 
near, he’s looming over the existing field 
like a storm cloud. And he’s already mak- 
ing noise about leading a charge to revolu- 
tionize Cambridge’s oft-criticized “city 
manager” form of government. 

“He’s the big fish,” says Robert Winters. 
“He’s got the name recognition, and espe- 
cially when you’re thinking of new voters, 
people from other parts of the state may 
have heard his name before. And every lit- 
tle advantage helps.” 

But big ideas or no big ideas, Braude’s 
not a cinch to win. And whether or not he 
makes a bid, the hope for Election ’99 is 
the same: that Cambridge politics, linger- 
ing on life support, will get a new burst of 
energy — and a new group of energizers. 


T’S BEEN some time since Cambridge 

residents were galvanized by the goings- 
on in City Hall. The end of rent control in 
1995 not only changed the city’s income 
demographics — as rents have risen, 
younger, more-affluent people have 
flocked to Cambridge in droves — but 
also its civic spirit. When rent control was 
an issue, Cambridge politics (and politi- 
cians) had a clear identity and a purpose 
to rally around. Without it, both are hard- 
er to find. 

Likewise, recent city-council elections 
haven’t been the liveliest. The last one, in 
1997, was a real snooze-o-rama: all nine 
incumbents won re-election, with nary a 
challenger in spitting distance. Voter 
participation has dropped off since the 
early 90s, too. “Some people are dying, 
some of them are moving out of the city, 
and few of their children are picking up 
on the political traditions of their par- 
ents,” explains Glenn Koocher, the host 
of the political talk show Cambridge In- 
side Out, which appears on local cable

TV. “There are not a lot of people left 
who are passionate.” 

That’s not to say that Cambridge has 
become a carefree Land of the Swells, 
however. There are still siz- 
able working-class and mid- 
dle-class populations that 
share grave concerns about 
Cambridge’s affordability — 
especially when it comes to 
housing, which remains in 
short supply. There are also 
pressing debates over educa- 
tion, public safety, care for 
the elderly, and development, 
to name just a few. 

But the X Factor in next 
fall’s election may be the city’s 
new residents. Many of them 
have never voted locally, and 
so have yet to make their po- 
litical presence felt. “The wild 
card is the demographic 
change,” says Koocher. “Ev- 
ery once in a while, a change 
like this comes about and 
whacks you in the chest.” 

Cambridge elects its coun- 
cilors through proportional 
representation, which means 
that candidates can secure 
office with a mere 10 per- 
cent of the vote. This can en- 
courage them to nurture 
small, loyal constituencies. 
For example, Koocher at- 
tributes the “out of nowhere” 
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1993 election of attorney and gay activis 
Katherine Triantafillou to the “very 
meaningful gay and lesbian constituency’ 
in Cambridge. 

Now, Koocher and others wonder 
whether Cambridge’s younger, educated, 
disposable-income set can power its own 
challenger into office. “The people, by and 
large, who are moving in [to Cambridge] 
may be a bit better schooled and better fi- 
nanced,” says Robert Winters. “One 
would be a fool not to assume that there i 
a correlation between educational attain- 
ment and financial status and the way 
people vote.” 

But no one’s certain what kind of can- 
didate these new Cantabrigians will em- 
brace — or whether. they will even vote a 
all. (Around here, in fact, there’s some- 
times a perverted correlation between ed- 
ucational attainment, financial status, 
and not voting — just look at the Back 
Bay.) At the very least, these new resi- 
dents are unpredictable. Winters, who 
has compiled election data for the city in 
the past, says that several candidates 
have come to him for analysis of 1997’s 
council ballot. He has told them that 
those results are “almost irrelevant” be- 
cause of all the newcomers. “You cannot 
make any predictions based on past in- 
formation,” he says. 

Winters himself could benefit from the 
changes to the city’s voting base. A long- 
time City Hall watcher and coordinator 
for the city’s recycling programs, he’s 
mounted three unsuccessful bids for a 
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seat on the council and has yet to prove 
himself a capable fundraiser or door- 
knocker. But this time around, the Cam- 
bridge Civic Journal could give him an in- 
side track among the city’s growing le- 
gion of young people and techies. “I think 
it does help in a few ways, certainly with 
exposure to people who don’t know me,” 
says Winters. 

Marjorie Decker is another candidate 
who could appeal to Cambridge’s emerg- 
ing youth movement. Just 26 years old, 
the UMass Amherst grad already possess- 
es a formidable political résumé, including 
stints in the offices of Alice Wolf, state 
representative Ellen Story (D-Amherst), 
and former US senator Pat Schroeder (D- 
Colorado). Last fall, Decker managed 
Wolf’s re-election victory over popular 
city councilor Anthony Galluccio. 

“Part of my campaign is to reach out to 
young people and make them feel welcome 


— make them want to invest in Cambridge 


for the long term,” Decker says. 

Still, Decker’s too politically savvy to 
stake her hopes on fickle twenty- and thir- 
tysomething voters. A product of a working- 
class family that lived in public housing, 
she’s assembling a campaign agenda that 
hits the traditional progressive high notes 
of affordable housing, education, and the 
protection of racial and socioeconomic 
diversity. 

“People come to Cambridge because of 
the type of community it is, not because 
they want to pay $350,000 for a house,” 
Decker says. “They can pay $350,000 for 
a house in Sudbury.” 

What’s more, Decker believes that 
Cambridge’s political torpor has less to 
do with an influx of shiny, happy people 
than it does with the ineffectiveness of 
the council in general. She’s not alone. 
More than one observer has complained 
that some of today’s councilors seem 
more preoccupied with petty issues and 
personal score-settling than with resolv- 
ing major issues. Such behavior has 
turned off the Cambridge electorate. If 
nothing else, says Decker, councilors 
must win back the attention of voters. 
“The city council needs to take a more 
active role,” she says. “People ate look- 
ing for that.” 

Some have suggested that the root of 
the problem is Cambridge’s 59-year-old 
Plan E form of government. With Plan E, 


the mayor is elected by the city council, 
resulting in a so-called weak mayor. The 
council serves largely as overseer, and the 
day-to-day business of the city is per- 
formed mostly by an appointed city man- 
ager. Plan E, which arose out of concerns 
over political patronage, has been criti- 
cized, among other reasons, for ceding 
too much power to the manager, leaving 
councilors too unaccountable, and making 
the city’s mayor little more than a ceremo- 
nial position. 

Here’s where Braude is looking to step 
in. The not-quite-candidate, who man- 
aged John O’Connor’s unsuccessful 
Eighth Congressional District campaign 
and co-hosts a New England Cable News 
show called Talk of New England, favors a 
system where the mayor is elected and 
serves as the city’s chief executive, and he 
says he’s intrigued by the possibility of 
torpedoing Plan E. “My sense is that this 
election will be the beginning of a pretty 
intense debate about the form of govern- 
ment here,” he predicts. 

Braude says that his distaste for Plan E 
is not directed at Robert Healy, Cam- 
bridge’s long-time city manager, though 
Healy is a target of increasing scorn whose 
future has become the subject of specula- 
tion. Rather, he says, he’s interested in fos- 
tering “greater accountability” for city 
councilors and in boosting the city’s 
political energy. 

“If I can help move that debate front and 
center, then I may have accomplished 
something,” Braude says. 

Those who remember Braude’s days 
leading progressive policy fights at TEAM 
and elsewhere won’t be surprised to hear 
that he’s aiming high. Skeptics still won- 
der how Braude will handle handshaking 
and baby-kissing — “I don’t know how 
enthusiastic he’ll be about some elements 
of constituent service,” offers Koocher — 
but leading a reformers’ revolt sounds like 
something right out of his progressive 
playbook. 

“I have a very low threshold for bull- 
shit,” says Braude. “I’m not a process- 
oriented person. I’m outcome-oriented.” 

Hmmm... sounds like a candidate, 
doesn’t it? There are fewer than 160 days 
till November, and counting. bd

ATO HAD A problem. 


Day after day, the televised 


images beamed back from the 


Balkans were helping Slobodan 


Milosevic and hurting the 


Western alliance. From Belgrade, the Serbian capital, 


came video footage of NATO-induced horror: a 


smoldering bus, a bombed-out hospital, death and 


destruction at the Chinese embassy. Countering that 


were long lines of refugees streaming out of Kosovo 


— telling terrible tales of summary executions and 


mass rapes, to be sure, but without pictures. In an 


era in which winning the war of the airwaves is ulti- 


mately more important to achieving military aims 


than winning the war in the air, this just wouldn’t do. 


So the 60 Minutes broadcast of 
May 16 must have engendered a huge 
sigh of relief in Washington, London, 
and other Western capitals. There was 
Christiane Amanpour, perhaps the 
world’s most recognizable war corre- 
spondent now that Peter “Not One 
Comma” Arnett has finally been ban- 
ished, walking through a refugee 
camp with an official from the Inter- 
national War Crimes Tribunal. And 
there, at long last, were the pictures to 
back up the refugees’ tales: an ama- 
teur home video of dead Kosovar men 
surrounded by crying women and 
children. “These men appear to have 
been executed in cold blood, shot in 
the head,” intoned Amanpour. “ ‘Look 
how they’ve killed him,’ this woman 
cries. “You have lost your father,’ a 
mother tells her daughter.” 

Amanpour’s husband, State Depart- 
ment spokesman James Rubin, 
couldn’t have asked for a more gut- 
wrenching, compelling argument for 
why NATO is bombing what’s left of 
Yugoslavia. That’s not to say viewers 
were being manipulated by a media- 
political conspiracy; Amanpour was a 
well-respected foreign reporter long 
before she met Rubin. Still, it’s not 
unfair to observe at this particular 
moment how neatly the media’s need 
for dramatic pictures coincided with 
the West’s need for justification. 

Though the 60 Minutes report pro- 
vided the kind of see-it-now video that 
can move hearts and change minds, it 
wasn’t really news, at least not in the 
sense that news should tell us some- 
thing we don’t already know. Rather, 
it was shocking confirmation of what 
we’ve been hearing since the begin- 
ning of the bombing war in late 
March. 

In fact, the much-reviled media 
have provided a steady flow of in- 
depth reporting and intelligent com- 


mentary on Milosevic’s war against 
the Kosovars. That has to be counted 
as an unexpected development, espe- 
cially after a year of obsessing over 
presidential sex. But the media’s cov- 
erage of Monica and Milosevic has 
something in common, too: an over- 
reliance on official sources and a lack 
of independent digging. Coverage of 
the sex-and-impeachment fiasco was 
far more competent than most critics 
(especially pro-Clinton critics) will 
ever concede, but too many other sto- 
ry lines were insufficiently pursued 
until it was too late to make a differ- 
ence: independent counsel Ken Starr’s 
prosecutorial excesses, for one; the 
Clinton administration’s corrupt re- 
liance on Chinese-supplied campaign 
funds, for another. 

Similarly, media reports on the 
Balkans — at least those reports that 
reach a mainstream audience and can 
thus influence public opinion — have 
focused almost entirely on the Milose- 
vic regime’s misdeeds and on NATO’s 
efforts to stop him. Though the erran- 
cy of NATO’s missiles has been duly 
acknowledged, the only media debate 
is between the hawks, who want the 
air bombardment to continue, and the 
superhawks, who fume that Bill Clin- 
ton doesn’t have the guts to use 
ground troops. 

There are other choices. Good 
thing, since the bombing isn’t working 
and a ground invasion simply isn’t go- 
ing to happen. What’s needed now is 
for the media to examine those choic- 
es in an honest, unemotional manner. 


HERE IS dissent, of course. It’s 

just that it rarely penetrates the 
mainstream — and, when it does, it’s 
treated as an entertaining sideshow 
rather than a serious alternative. Part- 
ly, that’s a reflection of our deter-

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Liberal disagreement 


The Times’ Anthony Lewis 
vs. the Globe’s James Carroll 


HEIR JOURNEYS COULDN'T have been 

more different, but James Carroll and Antho- 
ny Lewis have much in common. Both are 
quintessential anti-war liberals for whom the 
Vietnam War was a life-altering event. Both are 
celebrated writers: Lewis, a 
columnist for the New York 
Times, is a two-time Pulitzer 
Prize winner; Carroll, who con- 
tributes a weekly column to the 
Boston Globe, won the National 
Book Award for his 1996 memoir, 
An American Requiem. Both are 
based in Boston. And, yes, they 
are friendly with each other. Yet 
Lewis and Carroll take opposite 
positions on NATO's bombing 
campaign in the Balkans. 

Lewis, 72, is a wholehearted 
supporter of military action 
against the Milosevic regime 
and has been since 1991, when 
he hung the “Neville Chamber- 
lain” label on then-president 
George Bush. In his May 15 
column, Lewis’s only misgiving 
was that Bush’s successor, Bill 
Clinton, hasn't hit Milosevic 
hard enough. “The question is 
whether there is in this Presi- 
dent the political will — the po- 
litical courage — to match the 
moral force of his rhetoric,” 
wrote Lewis, who favors follow- 
ing up the air strikes with a 
ground invasion by 60,000 to 100,000 troops. 

Carroll, 56, argues for an immediate bombing 
halt and Russian-assisted negotiations. In his 
April 20 column, Carroll wrote that the NATO 
mission does not meet the criteria of a “just war”: 
“A violent response even to a gross injustice is 
permitted only if the good likely to be accom- 
plished is likely to outweigh the damage that will 
be caused. The plight of refugees reveals that 
NATO bombing fails that test.” Given the alacrity 
with which Serbia accelerated its ethnic cleans- 
ing of Kosovo after the bombs started to fall, 
Carroll makes a good point. Too bad he gets so 
swept up in his rhetoric that he then adds that 
NATO and the Kosovo Liberation Army should 
be investigated for war crimes along with Serbia. 
Casting NATO’s misguided effort as morally 
equivalent to Milosevic’s genocidal rampage is 
repugnant. Besides, why should Madeleine Al- 
bright have to stand trial while that geriatric war 
criminal Henry Kissinger is still at large? 

Carroll’s pacifism is not surprising given his 
background. A former Catholic priest, Carroll was 
defined in his early adulthood by his anti-war ac- 
tivism, the subject of his memoir. His father, Joe, 
was an ex-seminarian and Chicago meatpacker 
who rose to become an Air Force general and 
head of the Defense intelligence Agency. Carroll, 
who became a priest in part to please his father, 
ended up working against everything for which his 
father stood: he helped students at Boston Univer- 
sity, where he had been assigned, evade the draft; 
he spoke up for the radical priest Daniel Berrigan; 
and he was arrested several times at anti-war 
demonstrations. 

A sometime poet since his earliest days at 
seminary, Carroll quit the priesthood to write 
full-time in the early 1970s. He’s published nine 
novels but is best known in Boston for his jour- 
nalism — not just his Globe column, but maga- 
zine pieces such as his 1996 New Yorker article 
on Senators John Kerry and John McCain, Viet- 
nam War heroes of different parties and

philosophies, and his 1991 New Republic cover 
story on Ted Kennedy. Writing shortly after 
Kennedy’s nephew William Smith had been 
charged with rape (he was later acquitted) fol- 
lowing a night of debauchery organized by 
Kennedy himself, Carroll rejected 
what was left of the Kennedy 
myth in mournful, elegiac tones. 
John O'Sullivan, in the conserva- 
tive National Review, sniffed, 
“James Carroll's article is a long 
liberal lament at his discovery 
that the senator is a Kennedy.” 

Unlike Carroll's circuitous ca- 
reer path, Lewis’s has been on- 
ward and upward since his youth. 
He joined the Times in 1948, the 
year he graduated from Harvard, 
and stayed there until 1952, 

when he moved to the Washing- 

ton Daily News for some minor- 
league seasoning. He returned to 
the Times in 1955, covering the 
Supreme Court and, later, head- 
ing to London. The first of Lewis's 
three books is the best known: 
Gideon's Trumpet (1964), about 
a Supreme Court case that guar- 
anteed poor criminal defendants 
the right to a lawyer. 

Lewis was given a column in 
1969 even though he was still 
the paper’s London correspon- 
dent — an unusual twofer grant- 
ed as a consolation prize after 
Max Frankel, the Times’ future executive editor, 
beat him out for the prize job of Washington bu- 
reau Chief. It was as a columnist that Lewis 
made his mark as a Vietnam dove. In 1972, 
when Lewis was granted a rare North Viet- 
namese visa and wrote a particularly controver- 
sial column while stationed there, Newsweek 
openly questioned his “credibility as a reporter.” 
His passionate liberalism has long gotten under 
the skin of conservatives, from William Buckley, 
who lampooned his “sustained anti-American 
euphoria” in 1972, to American Spectator edi- 
tor-in-chief R. Emmett Tyrrell Jr., who once la- 
beled Lewis “twisted and hallucinatory.” 

Though Lewis has made a career of enraging 
conservatives, his oft-repeated call for war 
against Milosevic has brought criticism from lib- 
erals and leftists. Washington Post columnist 
Richard Cohen, in 1993, rebuked Lewis and his 
allies for using the terms “holocaust” and “geno- 
cide” to describe Milosevic’s actions. More mem- 
orably, a year later, the radical journalist Alexan- 
der Cockburn derisively called Lewis a “laptop 
bombardier’” (a term he borrowed from the 
British journalist Simon Jenkins) and “the Tamer- 
lane of the armchair warriors.” 

Sadly, what NATO is doing in Yugoslavia 
today echoes a column Lewis wrote on New 
Year’s Day, 1972. “The world's most techno- 
logically developed country is using all its skill 
in destructive techniques against a peasant 
population,” he wrote. “American bombing 
has left 20 million craters . . . the ‘daisy’ cut- 
ter bomb . . . has so far killed every living 
thing in 116,000 acres of Indochina.” 

The difference, of course, is that Lewis was 
horrified by what US forces did in Vietnam. 
These days, he limits his expressions of horror 
to Milosevic’s evil misdeeds, blithely ignoring 
evidence that — once again — we are only 
making things worse.

Equating tragic mistakes 
with ethnic cleansing may be emblematic 
of the sort of boutique radicalism the Na- 
tion indulges, but no one’s going to take it 
seriously outside Greenwich Village or 
Cambridge. 

Just as offensive are the views of veteran 
anti-war activist Noam Chomsky. In an

essay on Z magazine’s Web site 
(www.zmag.org/chomsky), Chomsky ar- 
gues that NATO should “follow the Hip- 
pocratic principle: ‘First do no harm.’ ” 
But he prefaces that eminently sensible as- 
sertion with a tediously irrelevant litany of 
US misdeeds in Laos, Colombia, Turkey, 
and Cambodia, and the startling, unsup- 
ported charge that the US intervened in 
the Balkans in a deliberate effort to “try to 
escalate the violence.”

zation, has sent out alerts complaining 
that Time magazine has ignored drug- 
running charges against NATO’s ally-of- 
convenience, the Kosovo Liberation Army, 
and that the media haven’t paid sufficient 
attention to evidence that the Rambouillet 
agreement was unfair to the Serbs. Now, 
there is more than an element of truth in 
both of FAIR’s complaints. But a reason- 
able person would conclude that Milose- 
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vic’s genocidal rampage is of vastly 
greater importance. 

No wonder Ian Williams, writing in the 
Web magazine Salon, unflatteringly por- 
trayed the American “loony left” as fixated 
on “bizarre and quixotic causes,” such as 
Mumia Abu-Jamal. By contrast, Williams 
wrote, the European left — which for the 
most part supports the NATO campaign 
— has enjoyed both “power and responsi- 
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bility,” and thus “avoids the twin perils of 
what passes for the American left: Clin- 
ton’s covert Republicanism vs. half-witted 
impotent sloganeering.” 

The most credible, and thus the most 
effective, of the leftist critiques are those 
that focus not on NATO’s motives but 
rather on the horrific results of its poorly 
thought-through bombing campaign. Bar- 
bara Ehrenreich, writing in the 
Progressive, and Katha Pollitt, in the Na- 
tion, both note that regardless of what the 
West’s intentions were, the result has been 
that we’re making war on the civilian pop- 
ulation of Serbia while the Yugoslav army 
is allowed to continue its terrorist activi- 
ties against the people of Kosovo. “Given 
how events are turning out,” wrote Pollitt, 
“it would have made more sense to skip 
the war and invite them [the Kosovars] to 
come here and drive taxis. That’s what the 
lucky ones will end up doing anyway.” 


But elite opinion in this country was 
shaped in large measure by a highly de- 


tailed, 5900-word report on the front page 


of the April 11 Washington Post. Head- 
lined SERBS’ OFFENSIVE WAS METICULOUSLY 
PLANNED, the story, by R. Jeffrey Smith 
and William Drozdiak, demonstrates that 
Milosevic’s plan to ethnically cleanse 
Kosovo of its majority Albanian popula- 
tion, dubbed “Operation Horseshoe,” was 
developed months before the NATO 
bombs began to fly. The Post reported 
that systematic executions, expulsions, 
rapes, extortion, and destruction of iden- 
tity papers had been under way, at a slow- 
er pace, for quite some time prior to 
Rambouillet. 

The article goes a long way toward 
countering the principal pro-Serb argu- 
ments: that the Kosovars are fleeing 
mainly because of the NATO bombs, and 
that the Serbs are no more to blame for

Unfortunately, the Progressive and the 
Nation are not really in the business of 
changing people’s minds; rather, they re- 
flect and confirm the views of their read- 
ers. So it was encouraging to see Daniel 
Ellsberg, the hero of the Vietnam-era Pen- 
tagon Papers, pop up on the op-ed page 
of the New York Times with persuasive ar- 
guments against both the bombing cam- 
paign (we bombed Vietnam for seven and 
a half years with no effect) and massing 
troops at the border in preparation for a 
possible ground invasion (Milosevic would 
likely respond to that provocation by 
slaughtering even more Kosovars). 

Ellsberg’s solution: negotiations to send 
in UN-supervised jp including 
Russians. It’s not evetything that NATO 
wants, but it’s the: Same solution that Rus- 
sia has been pushing, and Milosevic has 
indicated he would accept it. It would save 
many lives. It would leave Milosevic sur- 
rounded and contained, politically weak- 
ened by the demise of his promise of a 
“Greater Serbia.” Yet such an option is in- 
variably portrayed in the media as a sell- 
out. 

As Matthew Cooper pointed out in the 
Web magazine Slate, NATO’s campaign is 
now more about saving face than it is 
about accomplishing any positive good. 
That may not be a “war crime,” as Mary 
Robinson and the Nation seem to believe. 
But it certainly isn’t a sufficient reason to 
continue an ineffective military campaign 
whose main casualties are innocent by- 
standers who happen to be in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 





N BOTH the United States and Europe, 

polls show that support for the NATO 
bombing remains high — a remarkable 
finding, given its ineffectiveness at stop- 
ping Milosevic and the numerous mistakes 
that have claimed the lives of the very peo- 
ple we’re trying to defend. (And not just 
mistakes, strictly defined. Consider 
NATO’s indiscriminate use of cluster 
bombs, reported by the Los Angeles Times’ 
Paul Watson. These so-called bomblets 
often lie unexploded until happened upon 
by passersby — including, in one tragic 
case reported by Watson, several boys 
playing in a field.) 

Of course, when any nation goes to 
war, its leaders benefit from a patriotic 
fervor that may wane as the body bags be- 
gin to come home. (Look at Serbia, where 
even the anti-Milosevic opposition has 
sworn fealty since the bombs began to 
fall.) But there’s more to the public’s sup- 
port for bombing than mere my-country- 
right-or-wrong sentiments. In fact, it is 
the immense evil of Milosevic’s enterprise 
— thoroughly documented by the media 
— that is responsible for the poll results.

Yugoslavia’s 10-year civil war than the 
Croats, the Bosnian Muslims, or any other 
ethnic group. In fact, though there’s been 
plenty of wrongdoing on all sides in Yu- 
goslavia, the Post’s story shows that Ser- 
bia has been and continues to be the re- 
gion’s principal aggressor. The effective- 
ness of its campaign in Kosovo was docu- 
mented on May 10 by the State Depart- 
ment. As reported by the Economist, a 
British newsmagazine, more than 100,000 
men of military age are missing inside 
Kosovo, with many of them presumed 
dead. Of a total pre-war population of 
1.6 million to 1.9 million Kosovars, 
600,000 are displaced within the province 
and another 900,000 have fled within the 
past year. “This,” the Economist notes, 
“would mean that barely a tenth of Koso- 
vo’s ethnic Albanians are still in their orig- 
inal homes.” 

As Noam Chomsky and other leftist 
critics never tire of pointing out, what’s 
happening in Kosovo is no worse than 
what has happened or is happening in 
Rwanda, Cambodia, Turkey (in its civil 
war against the Kurds), and other trouble 
spots where the US either stood back and 
did nothing or actually sided with the bad 
guys. These critics are not wrong, but they 
fail to acknowledge the psychological 
power of genocide, or something like it, in 
Europe, just 54 years after the end of 
World War II. The sight of white Euro- 
peans being rounded up and killed con- 
jures up collective memories of appease- 
ment and death camps in ways that the 
horrors of Rwanda (where we should have 
intervened but didn’t) and Cambodia 
(where we intervened on the wrong side) 
never could. 

Thus the New Republic’s issues of 
May 10 and 17 were particularly reso- 
nant. In the first, a cover story titled 
“Milosevic’s Willing Executioners,” 
Kennedy School human-rights consultant 
Stacy Sullivan reported on the deep-seat- 
ed anti-Muslim sentiments of ordinary 
Serbs and argued that Milosevic’s years- 
long efforts to wipe out Muslims in 
Bosnia and Kosovo were possible only 
because they enjoyed widespread sup- 
port. Sullivan deliberately patterned her 
essay after the work of Daniel Jonah 
Goldhagen, who, in his 1996 book 

Hitler’s Willing Executioners: Ordinary 
Germans and the Holocaust, wrote that 
the majority of average Germans held 
deeply anti-Semitic views and participat- 
ed eagerly in the Final Solution. 

The second New Republic article was 
written by Goldhagen himself, who ar- 
gued that, after a decade of Serbian ag- 
gression, what is needed is Milosevic’s 
surrender and the Western occupation of 
Serbia. “As with Germany and Japan, the 
defeat and occupation of — and the re- 
shaping of the political institutions and 
prevailing mentality in — Serbia are 
morally and, in the long run, practically 
necessary,” Goldhagen wrote.

Public-relations and lobbying firms are a 
hidden piece of the Balkan puzzle 


Diplomacy 
for hire

Sunday’s Boston Globe. Slobodan 

Milosevic, he wrote in an op-ed 
piece blasting the Serbian thug/head of 
state, should be indicted as a war criminal 
for his brutality in the Balkans. 

The tag line at the end of the piece identi- 
fied Dole as a former Senate majority lead- 
er and past presidential candidate. What it 
didn’t say, however, is that Dole works for 
the powerful Washington lobbying and law 
firm Verner, Liipfert, Bernhard, McPher- 
son, and Hand. The company represents — 
in addition to numerous corporate clients 
— the government of Slovenia, a former 
Yugoslavian republic and NATO ally. 

Dole isn’t involved with the Slovenia ac- 
count, and his Globe column was consis- 
tent with his previously expressed views on 
the Balkans. So maybe it’s unfair to link 
him to a paid lobbying effort aimed at in- 
fluencing US and world opinion. But it 
could also be argued that that’s why firms 
such as Verner Liipfert hire the Bob Doles 
of the world — whether they work on the 
account or not, they have clout. And clout, 
in the end, is what counts. 

Verner Liipfert exemplifies an aspect of 
international relations that’s nearly invisible 
to the public eye — and that’s key to under- 
standing how policy is shaped, especially in 
the latest Balkan crisis. Although diplomacy 
is most often portrayed as the business of 
consulates and embassies and heads of state, 
large American public-relations, law, and 
lobbying firms have quietly become impor- 
tant players, working directly for foreign 
governments — often for big money. In ef- 
fect, they have become diplomats for hire. 

With thousands of employees at their dis- 
posal (former journalists and politicians of- 
ten among them), these firms know how to 
get the ear of editorial boards and congres- 
sional staffers alike. Ruder Finn was the first 
firm to venture into the Balkans, represent- 
ing the governments of Bosnia and Croatia 
in the early 1990s and Kosovo between 
1992 and 1997. Now, several other firms 
also do public-relations work for countries 
in the region. The giant firm BSMG World- 
wide, which represents the Boston Red Sox 
(see “Inside Game,” right ), claims the Bul- 
garian government as a client. The Wash- 
ington International Group, according to 
the Department of Justice, began represent- 
ing Bosnia and Herzegovina in January and 
worked for Kosovo at the Rambouillet peace 
talks earlier this year.

The Balkans, however, are not the only 
place where governments have figured out 
that the best path to US officials and op-ed 
pages is through the spin cycle. Countries 
on every continent use American PR firms 
to attract investment or to burnish their im- 
age among Washington elites, and the 
practice is decades old; in the late 1930s, 
Congress passed the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Act in response to the use of Ameri- 
can PR agents by the Germans. According 
to the Department of Jus- 
tice, dozens of countries 
employ American PR or 
lobbying forms that have 
registered with the gov- 
ernment under that act. 
And there has been “an 
explosion” since the end 
of the Cold War, says 
Kevin McCauley, editor 
of O’Dwyer’s Washington 
Report, which covers the 
PR and lobbying industry. 
PR firms, he says, act as 
“hand-holders” for gov- 
ernments that formerly 
had little occasion to deal 
with the US. “If you look 
at countries that did not 
have to have representa- 
tion in Washington [dur- 
ing the Cold War], they 
were under the thumb of 
the Soviet Union — central Europe, East- 
ern Europe, the former republics of the So- 
viet Union,” he says. “All have to make 
themselves known in Washington.” 

Adds Jim Harff, who worked with govern- 
ments of Bosnia and Croatia while at the 
Washington, DC-based Ruder Finn and is 
now the CEO of the PR firm Global Com- 
municators: “As the communist countries 
began to privatize and develop market 
economies, they fully realized that private in- 
vestment was critical to their success and to 
lifting their economies out of the doldrums of 
the socialist state and into a capitalist market 
economy. A number of them looked to us, 
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public-affairs firms, to help establish relation- 


ships with investors and corporations.” 

To hear PR-firm heads tell it, this diplo- 
macy for hire is utterly benign — 
companies offer a service, pushing the needs 
of small and often poor countries into the 
public eye. “Public-relations people are sim- 
ply intermediaries,” says Ruder Finn chair 
David Finn. “We get people in positions of 
responsibility together and facilitate their 
communications.” Harff, who headed Ruder 
Finn’s Global Public Af- 
fairs division before leav- 
ing in 1997, credits Amer- 
ican firms with educating 
policymakers and the me- 
dia ealier in the decade 
about the Balkans in gen- 
eral and Kosovo in partic- 
“People had no idea 
where Kosovo was, what 
the issues were, who the 
personalities were, or 
what US policy interests 
were in the region,” he 
says. “Our challenge was 
to bring them into contact 
with people who needed 
to have an understanding 
and a desire to understand. 

“Part of decision-making 
is having information 
from a diversity of 
sources,” he adds. “I have 
always felt that was the biggest contribution 
we could make.”

O THEIR detractors, though, these PR 

firms aren’t “educating” and “facilitat- 
ing” so much as they are manipulating US 
opinion. These critics charge that American 
firms use their talent and influence to spin 
complex issues, portraying them in black- 
and-white terms that distort the real story. 
Just before the Persian Gulf War, for exam- 
ple, the Kuwaiti government retained the 
public-relations firm Hill and Knowlton, 
which helped arrange the later-discredited 
congressional testimony of a young Kuwaiti

woman — eventually revealed to be the 
daughter of a Kuwaiti ambassador — who 
told of invading Iraqi soldiers’ pulling prema- 
ture Kuwaiti babies from their incubators. 
Even if PR firms do not orchestrate false or 
misleading testimony, their access to insiders 
and their skill at drumming up favorable cov- 
erage adds unnecessary and unfortunate lay- 
ers to policymaking, says Steve Rendall, se- 
nior analyst with Fairness and Accuracy in 
Reporting, a media-watchdog group. Without 
the PR firms, he says, “we would all have a 
clearer view of what was happening in the 
world.” Although Rendall is no apologist for 
the murderous Milosevic, he believes that PR 
firms that have worked for Balkan-area clients 
such as Bosnia and Croatia have encouraged 
the public to perceive too stark a contrast be- 
tween Milosevic and other Balkan leaders. 
“None of this is to say that Milosevic and the 
Serbs are just victims of bad press,” he says. 
“But there has been a concerted effort in the 
press, with the help of PR firms, to paint the 
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Serbs as the only thugs in the neighborhood.” 

Adds John Stauber, co-author of the 
1995 book Toxic Sludge Is Good for You: 
Lies, Damn Lies, and the Public Relations 
Industry (Common Courage Press): “I 
think [the PR activity] is very unhealthy for 
democracy. It’s very important that domes- 
tic policy debates be open and [that] we 
know whose interests are at stake. . . . 
Democracy requires, in the current vernac- 
ular, a lot of transparency.” But PR, he 
says, “works best when it’s invisible.” 

As if that’s not reason enough for skepti- 
cism, consider this: foreign-government of- 
ficials aren’t the only ones who understand 
how useful PR professionals can be. Two 
weeks ago, Leslie Dach, vice-chair of pub- 
lic-relations giant Edelman Worldwide, was 
hired to work on Kosovo-related communi- 
cations.

N THE face of such evil, it should not 

be surprising that pressure from the po- 
litical and media elites has been not to end 
the NATO campaign but, rather, to esca- 
late it, and even to consider the use of 
ground troops.

New England Serbs speak out against the war 


Calling for peace 


AVE THE WESTERN “corporate media” 
slanted news coverage of the war in 
Kosovo, and thus biased our understanding 
of it? The members of the Serbian-American 

Alliance of New England (SANE) think so. 
The Newton-based group contends that the 
bombing of Yugoslavia is unjustified, illegal, 
and cruel, the product of misinformation and 
NATO's need to find a post-Cold War role. 
SANE calls for an end to the bombing, a 
peace agreement that returns Albanian 
refugees to Kosovo, and a “true political so- 
lution” for the region negotiated by the Unit- 
ed Nations and “parties that did not take ac- 
tive part in the bombing and that enjoy 
friendly relations with the Serbian and Alba- 
nian communities.” 

SANE has been leading weekly protests 
against the war every Saturday in Boston's 
Copley Square. On May 19, Phoenix writers 
Michael Crowley, Ben Geman, and Dan 
Kennedy and Phoenix editor Peter Kadzis 
discussed the Kosovo crisis with three mem- 
bers of SANE: Miljana Bovan, Peter Mucic, 
and SANE president Gordana Todorov, all 
of whom were born in the former Yu- 
goslavia. Bovan (who grew up in Kosovo) 
and Mucic (born in Belgrade) work in finan- 
cial services in Boston; Todorov (raised in 
Novi Sad) teaches mathematics at North- 
eastern University. The following are edited 
excerpts from the 90-minute discussion. 
(For the Phoenix's view of the war, see our 
editorial, page 4.) 


Gordana Todorov: As a mathematician, | 
analyze. So | see three issues that one can 
discuss about bombing: morality, legality, 
and then, technically, what's really happen- 
ing. First, it’s hard for me to understand that 
people could see this as morally justified. 
People like to talk about tragedy on one 
side, and they justify bombing with tragedy. | 
just don't see it. Next, everybody knows that 
this was an illegal act. Bombing a country is 
illegal, and | don’t see how anyone can say 
that’s not important. What kind of country do 
we live in if you don't obey international 
law? Third, why is Yugoslavia being 
bombed? Why are 11 million people terror- 
ized by NATO every night and day? Yu- 
goslavia was bombed because it didn’t want 


to sign the Rambouillet agreement [signed 
by the Kosovo Liberation Army but rejected 
by Serbian president Slobodan Milosevic in 
March]. But now anyone who reads that 
agreement can see that it was not some- 
thing anyone could sign. 


Miljana Bovan: [The Rambouillet agree- 
ment] was just a dictate that was imposed 
on both parties. The Albanians were told 
that if they did not sign, they would be out of 
favor with the West. And for the Yugoslavian 
side it was said, if you don't sign, we’re go- 
ing to bomb. The points that they did not 
agree on could have 
been easily negotiat- 
ed. The Albanians 
were given the right 
to have a referendum 
on independence af- 
ter the three years. 
What that meant was 
that Kosovo could se- 
cede from Serbia af- 
ter three years. That's 
a really dangerous 
precedent. You might 
say that Albanians 
had the right to inde- 
pendence, their natu- 
ral rights of self-deter- 
mination. However, 
the same logic could 
be applied to various 
parts of the United

million Serbs were ethnically cleansed out of 
Krajina in five days.

Phoenix. Why are hundreds of thousands 
of Kosovo Albanians fleeing Kosovo now? 
Croatia is no longer at war. Serbia is. 

Todorov: The fact is that before the 
bombing started and before March 24, there 
were no huge numbers of Albanians leaving 
Kosovo. So before 
the NATO bombing, 
there was no ethnic 
cleansing. You can- 
not always make the 
one single argument. 
There was no mass 
killing; there was no 
mass expulsion be- 
fore the bombing 
Started.

If you lived in Pristi- 
na and you’re bombed, would you leave? | 
do not believe that it was a policy of the 
government. But it is very possible that 
there were [independent] groups who were 
expelling [Albanians]. 


Phoenix. But what about the hundreds of 
accounts from refugees who say they are 
terrified of the Serb army and are leaving 
because they fear for their lives? 

Todorov: How many of these statements 
are encouraged by the media? How many 
get encouraged by the interviewers? Some 
of them are probably true. But how many 
are encouraged? Also, the other thing is that 
you don’t see all these hundreds and thou- 
sands and thousands of them, you see just 
a few of them. 

Peter Mucic: Is it possible that [Milosevic] 
is using the same military strategy that the 
US army used in Vietnam, which was called 
pacification? Which is basically, you come to 
a village or an area where the rebels have

Phoenix. It’s entirely possible, and that’s 
why a good case could be made that the 
United States was guilty of war crimes.

We're talking about Milosevic, and 
yet Milosevic is not being bombed. All the 
people are being bombed; they're without 
water, they’re without electricity.

Phoenix. So what do you think NATO’s 
motivations are if it’s not interested in pre- 
serving human lives? 

Todorov: It was very clear that after the 
disintegration of the Soviet Union, there 
was really no need for NATO.

Mucic: They are going to buy planes and 
tanks. Who are they going to buy them 
from?

Phoenix: What kind of force would you 
use? 

Bovan: Neutral ground forces. And that, 
again, has been accepted by the Yugoslav 
government, many weeks ago. We could 
have ended the war weeks ago, but NATO 
is firmly standing behind it. For NATO to in- 
sist on its role in keeping so-called peace in 
Kosovo, it really points in one direction and 
that is NATO asking for survival. A role to 
play after the war is over. If NATO's purpose 
is to protect minorities in the world, why 
wouldn't they intervene on the side of the 
Kurds in Turkey? They are in identical posi- 
tions as Albanians in Kosovo. Absolutely 
identical positions. How about Serbian mi- 
norities in Croatia? Again, Serbia has 
850,000 refugees in this country. How about 
the Basques in Spain? So what is — I'm to- 
tally getting confused about their purpose. 


Phoenix. But can you say a policy 
is wrong just because it’s not applied 
consistently?

miscalculated, they didn’t realize what was 
going to happen, and now they’re stuck.

Phoenix. What’s the best move at this 
point? 

Bovan: Stop the bombing, you know. 
Start negotiations. Help refugees come 
back. That's basically it. Now, negotiations 
have to be with respect to all the sides.

The protection has to be 
protection. It is not invading anyone else or 
scaring anyone else. 


Phoenix. If one were to take the position 
that this is a just war, then that would be 
acceptable, just in the way that German 
civilians suffered a lot on the way to getting 
rid of Hitler. The question is whether it is a 
just war, and, therefore, whether this suf- 
fering of the Yugoslav population is a prop- 
er thing. And that is entirely separate; that’s 
an entirely separate issue. 

Mucic: So the justification is basically 
Milosevic? There’s an association being 
created between Milosevic and Hitler. The 
use of words like “genocide”, “concentra- 
tion camps.” They're trying to parlay all of 
this into kind of a retro mood from World 
War Il. 

Bovan: What they had managed to do 
at the beginning, they associated the war 
with concentration camps and ethnic 
cleansing by the Serbs, even though it’s 
been done by everybody in the war. It’s 
only Serbs that walked out of the war with 
those kind of labels. It became acceptable 
in our collective psyche to pin everything 
on them and bomb 11 million people and 
that that is all right, that they somehow 
deserve that because they’re Serbs. It is 
my personal belief that that’s what hap- 
pens after demonizing a group of people 
after eight years. It becomes acceptable 
to punish them because they “deserve it.” 
It's happening on a personal level in our 
community. Very often in schools the kids 
don’t want to play with our kids because 
they’re Serbs. | have heard of many in- 
stances where teachers themselves in 
public schools, they say, you know, Serbs 
really like to kill. And this entire idea of 
collective guilt has been very fashionable, 
singling out a nation and making them re- 
sponsible for everything without taking 
into account the entire picture. Being a 
Serb here and reading all this, it is ex- 
tremely painful. It is as if you are con- 
stantly being bombed with hate mail, left

The garden and the house belong to an “inde- 
pendent living group” called Pika, and the students are un- 
dergraduates at MIT. 

The name Pika comes from the Greek letters of the fra- 
ternity that used to own 69 Chestnut, Pi Kappa Alpha. 
Since 1976, when the house went co-ed and broke from 
the fraternity, it has operated as a cooperative living group. 
It’s drug- and alcohol-free, and everyone has kitchen duty 
once a week. At another college, Pika would probably be 
considered unique, or at least experimental. But at MIT, 
it’s a cornerstone of the housing system: one of the 36 offi- 
cially recognized fraternities, sororities, and independent 
living groups (the collective acronym is “FSILGs”) that 
house more than a third of the undergraduate student 
body. 

Like its garden, Pika is facing a time of change. Since the 
1997 death of 18-year-old freshman Scott Krueger from 
alcohol poisoning at a fraternity event, MIT has come un-

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der intense scrutiny. In response, the school ushered in a 
host of new alcohol-related rules and regulations. Last 
September, university president Charles Vest decreed that 
the housing system would change as well, and that all 
freshmen would live on campus by the year 2001. At a pub- 
lic meeting last month, an administrative committee intro- 
duced a set of recommendations for how that change might 
take place. 

The plan has huge portions of the campus up in arms. 
MIT’s InterFraternity Council, which includes independent 
living groups along with the college’s fraternities and soror- 
ities, is adamantly opposed to most of the proposed policy 
changes. A group called ILTFP (I Love This F*&king 
Place) formed last year in response to a number of recent 
administrative decisions, including Vest’s housing decree. 
ILTFP sees the housing change as evidence that the admin- 
istration is caving in to public pressure, overstepping its 
bounds, and acting in loco parentis. 

Vest’s decision was, at least in part, a political move to 
appease critics. Worried parents charge that MIT’s tradi- 
tionally hands-off approach to its student body might 
have contributed to the death of Scott Krueger; 
Krueger’s family recently announced that it plans to file a 
civil suit against the school. But MIT’s solution is also 
part of a larger current, both in higher education and at 


the school itself. Nationwide, colleges are facing similar 
pressures to take increasing responsibility for student life 
and welfare. And as MIT’s administrators look ahead, 
they seem to see the school shifting to an undergraduate 
experience that’s more collegiate and less . . . MIT. Stu- 
dents aren’t necessarily happy at the prospect; the MIT 
they know and love hands them the key to the nuclear lab 
and then gets out of their hair. But in a world where 
technology is increasingly tied to business, the adminis- 
tration is clearly worried that it’s graduating students 
who are simply too lopsided to succeed. 


N A warm spring Monday, MIT’s main dome, the 
stately, columned building that faces the river on 
Memorial Drive, has been transfigured. Using painted can- 
vas and what one student guesses is “some PVC pipe cov- 
ered with Mylar,” students have turned the building into a 

towering R2-D2. 

Such pranks are a point of pride at MIT, along with the 
high number of patent owners and Nobel laureates among 
alumni. Although the school’s academic reputation places it 
in the company of Stanford, Yale, and its neighbor Har- 
vard, you don’t have to walk around campus for long be- 
fore you realize how different it is. Compared to the aver- 
age clubby Ivy, MIT feels like a perpetual science fair. Its 
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buildings are referred to by an internal system of numbers 
(not by name); most are linked by an unbroken hallway 
called the “infinite corridor.” In one of two East Campus 
dorms, the floors are numbered 0, V2, 3, 41, and 5i. (The 
last is an imaginary number.) 

MIT students even protest differently. When ILTFP de- 
cided to demonstrate against new policies, they organized a 
“tool-in,” in which students filled the hall outside the presi- 
dent’s office, sat on the floor, and did homework. 

Although the school’s tongue-in-cheek recruiting video 
tries to dismiss it, “Nerd Pride” is alive and well here. It’s a 
hard-won pride. Although accusations of grade inflation 
have become standard at other elite universities, MIT still 
offers its first year pass/fail to allow students time to adjust 
to the first bad grades most of them have ever received. 
MIT students bond over the number of all-nighters they’ve 
pulled and the excruciatingly hard tests that they’ve 
bombed. They usually chose MIT at least in part because of 
the strict meritocracy that they feel it represents. 

“It’s more than just getting away from high school, 
where you’re stigmatized for being smart,” says Lex Nemz- 
er, a junior in management and the vice-president. of the 
Undergraduate Association (one of MIT’s five student-gov- 
ernment bodies). “At other colleges I visited, people were 
still complaining about classes; classes were still something 
that were kind of annoying. But at MIT, people weren’t just 
accepting of being smart. People were really happy doing 
what they were doing; they were really engaged.” 

With Matt McGann, the president of the Undergraduate 
Association, Nemzer sometimes lapses into whole sen- 
tences of nothing but acronyms. They relish explaining 
MIT’s inside jokes. Jennifer Frank, the president of the 
dormitory council, explains that MIT has its own slang. 
“Tooling” is studying or working; “punting” is avoiding 
study and work. A prank, like last week’s R2-D2, is called a 
hack. All three students say they could have attended other 
elite universities, the kind where Nemzer says students still 
complain about classes. “It’s not that we don’t complain 
here,” says Frank, “but we’re not really complaining. We 
kind of like complaining about the things we all complain 
about, like how little sleep we’ve gotten. There’s a kind of 
camaraderie.” 

“MIT is an elite institution, but it doesn’t feel as. . . 
elite,” says McGann, as he readjusts his olive-colored fedo- 
ra. “It’s more blue-collar. More people here went to public 
school.” 

You hear this at all levels of MIT, from the president’s 
office and the admissions office as well as from the stu- 
dents. MIT has traditionally boasted a high percentage of 
first-generation college students, kids from lower-middle- 
and middle-class families who see science and engineering 
as a way of getting a leg up. Seventy-nine percent of MIT’s 
undergraduates come from public high schools, which is 
high for universities in its academic league. At Harvard, it’s 
65 percent and at Yale, 53 percent, according to the 
Princeton Review Complete Book of Colleges: 1999. 

Nerd Pride can be a touchy issue at MIT, but students 
certainly enjoy their unabashed quirkiness — as well as 
their passion for their work. Chancellor Laurence Bacow 
has even given a nod to the Nerd Pride ethic, calling it 
a “good example of eccentricity embraced” in a 
speech in 1997. In a society that often reserves a pe- 
culiar cruelty for those who value intellectual pursuits 
over athletics or good looks, MIT represents a truly 
alternative value system. 


ERTAINLY, NO conventional college has the kind 

of housing system that has evolved at MIT. The 
school didn’t even house students on campus until af- 
ter World War II, and its piecemeal shift over the past 
50 years from commuter school to centralized campus 
has resulted in a very idiosyncratic residential life. 

New MIT students arriving on campus are hit 
with a high-pressure “rush” weekend, during which 
they choose the dorm or the FSILG they'll live in 
for the next four years. The dorms are on campus, 
administered by the school. The FSILGs, most of 
which are in Boston (some as far as a mile from 
campus), are affiliated with the school but run as 
nonprofit corporations owned by alumni. They 
number 36 fraternities, sororities, and independent 
living groups such as Pika. 

Students seem to feel that the MIT academic expe- 
rience — the “ass-kicking” first year especially — 
makes their living situations necessary. “I’m from __ 
Kansas, from a really close family in Kansas, and the - 
move away from them to Boston and MIT was a really 
tough transition,” says Jessica, a lively Pika freshman 
with short black hair. She takes unabashed credit for 
one night’s communal feast at Pika: vegan eggplant, 
vegetarian eggplant, chicken with eggplant, pasta, sal- 
ad, garlic bread, and “Kansas cake” — a soft peanut- 
butter-and-chocolate-chip affair. “I couldn’t have 
done it without Pika. I mean, I have other friends in 
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the dorms who have had a 
rough time with the transi- 
tion, and when they’re de- 
pressed they come to Pika. 
And we bake.” 

Ben Polito, a senior at 
Pika, is similarly passionate 
about his house. “Because 
MIT is such a stressful place, 
because we’re working so 
hard to pass and to make it, 
we don’t have a lot of time 
and energy to spend on 
learning how to live with peo- 
ple we’re not compatible 
with,” he says. 

Polito took a year off after 
his first year at MIT to be a 
carpenter. He ended up com- 
ing back, largely, he says, be- 
cause of Pika. Coincidentally, 
Pika tends to be one of the 
houses that “builds more 
stuff,” Polito says. He himself 
is responsible for somewhere 
between three and five of 
Pika’s porches, depending on 
how you count the levels of 
what amounts to a grown-up 
slatted jungle gym attached to 
the back of the house, com- 
plete with ladders and a fire 
pole. Evidence of Pika’s work- 
benches — from impossibly 
lofted beds to elegant home- 
made radiators — occupies 
every corner of the house. 

“The big picture at MIT is 
kind of a huge, monolithic 
block of concrete,” Polito 
says. “Its salvation is in these 
little pockets of humanity.” 

Polito’s sentiments are 
echoed by students from the dorms. “MIT doesn’t make 
much of an apology for being different,” says Ed Golaski, a 
member of ILTFP who lives in one of the long, steel-rein- 
forced concrete buildings that make up East Campus. “You 
can sign yourself up for a lot of pain. The first year is very, 
very hard. And that’s exactly what I needed as a frosh. It 
knocked my ego down.” To Golaski, the proposed policies 

would disrupt the current character of the dorms as well as 
the FSILGs. 

To be fair, the proposed plan (which still has to be ap- 
proved by the chancellor in September) doesn’t exactly tear 
up the floorboards of the system. In the end, the decree will 
probably mean, simply, that first-year students will all live 
in dorms, and they’ll choose based on brochures sent in the 
mail instead of participating in a rush process. This is still 
slightly more leeway than most private colleges give their 
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students, but off-campus groups are understandably upset: 
the plan removes a quarter of their members, threatening 
their financial livelihood in neighborhoods that are already 
expensive. They fear that, given MIT’s academic rigor, stu- 
dents simply won’t be motivated to make the move off cam- 
pus after their first year. 

There are other manifestations of the administration’s 
increased attention to student life, including perks like 
tripling the student-activities budget. But a cushy and in- 
volved approach might not improve students’ morale. 
They don’t want nicer dorms. They want dorms where 
they can build the lofts — and the porches and the radia- 
tors and the plumbing — themselves. To a large propor- 
tion of MIT students, a school that tells them how to live 
is just another college.

IT, CHARTERED just before the Civil War and built 

shortly after its end, was never intended to be like 
other universities. MIT’s founder wanted a school that 
would focus on the “pragmatic and the practical” instead of 
on the classics and the humanities. Its establishment as a 
world-class research institution hinged in large part on 
huge injections of military funding during and just after 
World War II. But with the collapse of the Soviet Union, 
Department of Defense funding has dropped dramatically, 
and the university came to a crossroads in the ’90s. 

In 1995, President Vest launched a “re-engineering” 
process aimed at trimming $25 million out of MIT’s oper- 
ating budget. In a speech that year, he called this “a time of 
expanding opportunity and eroding support.” 

To replace government funding, MIT is increasingly de- 
pendent on donations and on private-sector money. Of 
MIT’s sponsored research, about 68 percent is now feder- 
ally funded, down from about 75 percent just three years 
ago. Industry-funded research is picking up the slack. 
Twenty percent of sponsored research is now funded by 
the private sector, according to figures from MIT; the MIT 
newspaper, the Tech, reports that in 1996 the provost ap- 
pointed a council on industrial relations to help face an an- 
ticipated 20 percent drop in federal non-defense research 
funds by 2002. 

At any business, a substantial change in revenue streams 
forces a substantial reassessment of priorities. The new ad- 
ministrative focus on student life is simply part of a simul- 
taneous spiritual, or cultural, re-engineering. 

“I’ve been here since 1995,” says Jeremy Sher, a 22- 
year-old math major who is the chair of the student com- 
mittee on educational policy. “I’ve watched the Institute re- 
assessing itself in a really profound way. Before the end of 
the Cold War, it was always laid out organizationally, like a 
government research lab. I mean, we were a school, sure, 
but we were very different from most universities and very 
similar to Los Alamos.” 

Research has always been MIT’s strongest suit, so it’s 
not surprising that it involves its undergraduates in unpar- 
alleled numbers. Through a program called UROP (the 
Undergraduate Research Opportunities Program), more 
than 80 percent of MIT’s undergraduates participate in the 
kind of research generally done by grad students at other 
schools. They work with faculty on everything from solar 
cars to cures for AIDS; 20 percent of them publish papers 
in academic and professional journals — the type of activi- 
ty that helps PhDs earn tenure 

In 1998, BankBoston and MIT released a study with a 
new statistic for the Institute to flaunt: its students had start- 
ed 4000 companies by 1994, generating 1.1 million jobs and 
$232 billion in sales. Administrators now talk about cultivat- 
ing “entrepreneurialism” in the student body. With the busi- 
ness world increasingly where the action is, MIT is starting 
to worry that success in the lab is simply not enough. 

In its 1998 report, the task force on student life and 
learning put it bluntly: “The belief that MIT’s reputation 
will always derive mainly from its research enterprise is the 
largest inhibitor to change in its educational processes.” 

That’s a surprising statement at an institution that 
prides itself on research that has paved the way for every- 
thing from synthetic penicillin to digital computers. But 
it’s also a pragmatic position. “MIT has succeeded in pro- 
ducing the highest quality researchers and engineers,” 
wrote the task force, “yet many of its students lack the 
necessary skills to be good managers and leaders. This 
technical focus has created a damaging stereotype of stu- 
dents, and has led many to career trajectories that don’t 
reflect their true potential.” 

An old, bitter joke says that MIT engineers go to work for 
Harvard MBAs. MIT’s administrators — worried about stu- 
dents who might just be too serious, too wrapped up in their 
projects, and too idiosyncratic — 
are in perhaps a unique position: 
clashing with their undergraduates 
by trying to de-emphasize aca- 
demics. 

But underneath that lies another 
concern, one that goes beyond the 
welfare of individual students: 
MIT’s endowment is substantial, but 
it is still smaller than the endow- 
ments of many private universities in 
its class. At the outset of the school’s 
ambitious, ongoing restructuring 
process, President Vest said that this needs to change. In 
an interview with the MIT paper, he said, “There has not 
been the same level of tradition and expectation of giving 
back that’s become inculcated in people from the Ivy 
League universities.” 

Administrators will say only that they want to increase 
student attachment to the Institute as a whole. But one way 
to inculcate that school sentiment is to house freshmen to- 
gether so they bond as a class. Although administrators say 
that MIT receives ample alumni funds, class-year fundrais- 
ing has also always been part of the Ivy League “tradition 
and expectation of giving back.” 

Golaski, on East Campus, already feels the imposition. 
“The idea that they have to mold the freshmen into a cohe- 
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sive class whose main identification is to their year, that 

makes me really nervous,” he says. “They’re reviving MIT 
battles of the olden days, battles of the classes. I never had 
any sense of class identity foisted on me before this year.” 


ILLIAM HECHT, the chair of MIT’s steering com- 

mittee on residence design, bristles at the slightest im- 
plication that MIT might be losing its individuality, or getting 
more like “the old red brick institution up the street,” as he 
puts it. Hecht, a round man who wears suspenders and a 
bow tie, is in the awkward position of trying to talk the MIT 
community through the housing changes. He sounds tired. 
“If it were a busted system, well, we know how to deal with

that,” he says. “But improving a system that’s perceived as 
very good is hard. That doesn’t mean it’s an unreasonable 
thing to do.” He calls Scott Krueger’s death a catalyst. 

“We haven’t seriously looked at student life and learning 
in about 50 years,” he says. “It probably should be looked 
at periodically.” 

One way or another, by the time freshmen of the class of 
2005 arrive on campus, MIT will be different. Hecht 
doesn’t think any of the changes threaten MIT’s soul. But 
he does say that the new focus on aspects of education out- 
side the classroom is a growing necessity in an age when 
technology has become not just the domain of engineers 
and scientists, but also of businesspeople. “Leadership in 
science and technology today requires people who think 
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quite broadly about the role of science in society,” he says. 

“We need a group of people who not only design and think 
about and invent technology, but who think about it in the 

context of making society a better place by using it.” 

For a community of problem-solvers, the current contro- 
versy might have been inevitable. The riddle presented by 
MIT’s identity crisis is not an easy one — how do you bal- 
ance top-down and bottom-up community, a sense of dis- 
covery and independence with a sense of security and sup- 
port? The time of wrenching change may, as administra- 
tors say, simply be forgotten. It may make MIT more like 
other, less research-driven colleges. 

Or, the concerns over these changes may be remembered 
in the same way that Norma McGavern-Norland, the direc- 
tor of UROP, remembers the growing pains that MIT ex- 
perienced in the ’70s, with the first significant influx of 
women. “People thought women were going to make 
things change, soften things up,” she says. “I think women 
have changed this place. They just put it on more of an 
even keel.” Now, equal numbers of women and men do un- 
dergraduate research. “I don’t think it’s going to change all 
of a sudden because it gets more human,” she says. “It'll be 
more human in terms of the scientists, I hope, rather than 
being more like Harvard.” 

If the new policies do end up feeling like too much of an 
imposition on MIT’s unique culture, there’s always the 
chance that they might not stick. MIT’s libertarian spirit has a 
way of erupting at the seams, expressing itself in “hacks” and 
other unruly gestures. Near the end of last month’s meeting 
announcing the proposed housing plan, a woman in the audi- 
ence asked Hecht about one of the suggestions, a rule that — 
she thought — was asking to be broken. 

Hecht sighed and said: “At MIT, if you make a rule, no 
matter what you do, people are going to find a way to com- 
pletely and totally violate the spirit of the law without actu- 
ally breaking it.” 

Everyone in the audience snapped their fingers. Which 
seems to be the MIT way of clapping. Lo

Overthrowing the government, one dollar at a time

OU SHALL NOT crucify mankind 
Y=: a cross of gold!” thundered presi- 

dential candidate William Jennings 
Bryan at the 1896 Democratic convention, 
in his historic fire-and-brimstone speech 
advocating free silver. Bryan lost his bid for 
the White House, and that moment of dra- 
ma seemed to have been the high-water 
mark for the free-silver movement. Within 
a few decades, the modification of the na- 
tion’s currency had become a marginal po- 
litical issue relegated to a smattering of 
fringe groups. 

But these days, Bryan may be rejoicing in 
his grave. The free-silver issue has been 
taken up once again. Last fall, the Indiana- 
based National Organization for the Repeal 
of the Federal Reserve Act and the Internal 
Revenue Code (NORFED) began offering 
silver-backed bills in $1, $5, and $10 de- 
nominations in a two-pronged effort to 
supplant our sagging dollar and end what it 
sees as the ongoing economic tyranny of 
the Federal Reserve system. NORFED con- 
siders its project a “patriotic mission,” and 
has micro-lettered the border of each note 
with the preamble to the US Constitution, 
the Declaration of Independence, the 
Pledge of Allegiance, and the text of the 
First Amendment. 


AVING SPENT the past 24 years re- 

searching America’s intricate currency 
system, Bernard von NautHaus, 
NORFED’s senior economic adviser, firmly 
believes that this may be the first step to- 
ward a reconfiguration of how we purchase 
goods and services. 

“This is a way to — very slowly, in an 
evolutionary way — transform America’s 
currency,” von NautHaus asserts. “This is 
monumental. It could save our country.” 

Devised as a legal negotiable instrument 
by the Royal Hawaiian Mint — a company 
founded by von NautHaus — American 
Liberty Currency (ALC) complies with the 
Uniform Commercial Code (UCC) and an- 
swers directly to the silver standard. Each 
$10 note of ALC is a warehouse receipt 
equivalent to one Troy ounce of unadulter- 
ated (.999 fine) silver sitting in a building 
in Idaho. NORFED’s precious-metal re- 
serves are stored at Sunshine Minting in 
Coeur d’Alene, an independent entity that 
is audited monthly as a safeguard against 
malfeasance by NORFED or Sunshine 
Minting executives. 

NOREFED is hoping its alternative to our 
beloved “dead presidents” may soon be- 
come a household standard among con- 
sumers. To gain the public’s trust, the 

group lists on its Web site 
(www.norfed.org) the amount of ALC sold 
each day. 

“We'd like to let people know this is not 
a fly-by-night operation,” von NautHaus 
says reassuringly. 


ORFED is not the first to rail against 

the Federal Reserve Act of 1913, which 
set up the United States’ central banking 
system. Opponents of our current mone- 
tary system have long contended that the 
Federal Reserve is actually far from federal, 
and that it has no real reserves to speak of. 
Instead, the value of each US dollar hinges 
upon a convoluted (and at times highly 
politicized) equation based on the number 
of dollars in circulation and the availability 
of goods and services. Thus, anti-Reservists 
argue, there is no intrinsic value to the 
American money supply. Instead, the pow-

ers behind the Federal Reserve print these 
notes at the expense of taxpayers, then in- 
flate and deflate the value of our cash based 
on nothing other than whim — all in order 
to line a few already-stuffed pockets. 

Critics maintain that the Federal Re- 
serve Act is blatantly unconstitu- 
tional. Anti-Reservists allege 
that the byzantine alliance 
between the govern- 
ment and the banks 
has created de- 
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ena that have 
wrought havoc 
with ordinary 
Americans’ lives 
— and continue 
to do so. The 
more paranoid 
among them be- 
lieve that the om- 
nipotent master- 
minds of the Fed- 
eral Reserve are 
not above assassi- 
nating presidents. 

As proof, these 
anti-Reservists of- 
fer President John 
F. Kennedy’s leg- 
endary Executive 
Order 11110, a 1963 directive that allowed 
the government “to issue silver certificates 
against any silver bullion, silver, or standard 
silver dollars in the Treasury.” The pro-sil- 
ver faction alleges that this document was 
an ill-fated attempt by the executive branch 
to dilute the powers of the Federal Reserve 
by granting similar privileges to the Trea- 
sury Department. They claim that this 
good-faith attempt by the Kennedy admin- 
istration to inject a greater amount of silver 
into our money supply posed a major threat 
to the underhanded double-dealers of the 
central banking cartel. 

EO 11110 was signed on June 4, 1963. 
Kennedy was killed on November 22 of 
that same year. Researcher Jim Marrs — 
author of Crossfire: The Plot To Kill Presi- 
dent Kennedy — is convinced that the Fed 
was tangentially involved in the conspiracy 
behind Kennedy’s assassination. 

But Edward Flaherty, an economics pro- 
fessor at Charleston University, scoffs at 
the mere assumption. “EO 11110 did not 
create authority to issue new silver certifi- 
cates, it only affected who could give the 
order,” he notes in his essay “Did the Fed 
Kill JFK?” “The purpose of the order was 
to facilitate the reduction of certificates in 
circulation, not to increase them.” 

Detractors of the theory notwithstand- 
ing, von NautHaus plans to be cautious. “If 
my family dies of anything other than old 
age, you can blame the forces behind the 
US government,” he warns. 


LTHOUGH STILL in the germinal 

stages, NORFED’s project has already 
received unflinching support from a corner 
of the political landscape with which it shares 
many beliefs: the anti-government populists 
of the patriot movement. Standing 
foursquare behind von NautHaus and his 
fledgling organization, these fiery, marginal- 
ized ur-Constitutionalists heed the NORFED 
message. “The first step in toppling the Fed- 
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eral Reserve is bringing together the millions 
of Americans who have long questioned its 
constitutional legality. Enter NORFED and 
the American Liberty Currency,” opines the 
militia-friendly Media Bypass. 

So what does the public gain by paying 
Bills with silver certificates instead of regu- 
lar money? Proponents say silver is a finan- 
cially stable investment that isn’t vulnerable 
to rapid market fluctuations. Numerous 
purveyors of raw sterling are showing up in 
both highbrow libertarian publications and 
intellectually conservative quarterlies. With 
Y2K looming on the horizon, the thinking 
goes, diverting a bit of money into silver 
may also provide a valuable nest egg should 
our power grid implode and ready cash be- 
come unavailable. And for the more politi- 
cally minded, these colorful warehouse re- 
ceipts also offer an excellent vehicle for 
protest. Adversaries of the Federal Reserve 
can anonymously voice their dissent by 
trading with ALC. 

Von NautHaus predicts that ALC will 
quickly vault to prominence in the event of 
the much-feared millennium bug. “Oh my 
God, it’s gonna play a major role,” he says. 

NORFED claims that its direct competition 
with our intractable system of commerce will 
result in Americans’ getting more bang for 
their buck by bringing “a free-market curren- 
cy to compete with Federal Reserve Notes.” 

But will the cashier at the White Hen 
accept it? 

“That’s phase two,” answers Jim 
Thomas, NORFED’s director of market- 
ing. The few businesses listed on 
NORFED’s Web site that already accept 
ALC are a diverse lot, including the First 
Illinois Redemption Center and Gun 
Shop, Martha’s Vineyard Kayak Co., Min- 
nesota’s Northside Tattoo, and the Flori- 
da-based Society of Independent Church- 
es (“will accept ALC for tithes, offerings, 
and gifts”). For the time being, however, 
Thomas says that the growing organiza- 
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tion is focusing on setting up a distribu- 
tion network and redemption centers — 
where ALC can be redeemed for pure sil- 
ver — in all 50 states. The publisher and 
conspiracy researcher is optimistic. 
“We’re moving forward faster than we 
thought we would,” he says. “We'll have 
redemption centers in all 50 states by the 
first of January.” 

NORFED is definitely getting a re- 
sponse from the public. Von NautHaus 
estimates that Americans quickly snapped 
up more than $50,000 dollars worth of 
ALC in the first 45 days of its availability. 
As word spreads, Thomas is devising a 
multilevel marketing program for those in- . 
terested in distributing ALC. As of this 
writing, there are already more than 60 
NORFED redemption centers in almost 
30 states, and he happily envisions ALC 
being traded from sea to shining sea. 
“We’re going to annoy the Fed all over the 
country,” he predicts. 

What does the future hold for 
NORFED? It may not pose a current 
threat to the entrenched powers, but if 
merchants begin accepting ALC, the politi- 
cal ruling classes may be forced to take no- 
tice. Currency is a potentially volatile vehi- 
cle of protest. As a recent NORFED press 
release states, “A government that does not 
control the money is a government that is 
much easier to control.” 

Von NautHaus is fervently hoping this 
new currency will be the driving force be- 
hind a vast citizen revolt. Whatever the out- 
come, one thing is certain: NORFED cur- 
rency will be viewed by cultural anthropolo- 
gists of the future as yet another example of 
the chasm of mistrust between citizens and 
government in pre-millennial America.

if! Bam! Pow! After this year, there won’t be any more fighting to get into 

Northampton’s Words & Pictures Museum — unless the fighting is over who gets 
to use the computer. The Northampton museum of the drawn-and-penciled will be 
closing its doors in a few months, leaving fans of its unique collection of comics with 
nowhere to go except on line: the museum will reopen as a Web site. 

Trustee Kevin B. Eastman, one of the co-creators of the Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles and founder of the museum, will oversee the transition with directors Fiona 
Russell and Joseph Scelsi. “By creating an entirely virtual museum, we can reach 
millions and millions of interested fans who could never make the trip to 
Northampton,” he explains. The Web site currently features schedules and a few brief 
essays, but the intention is to put just about everything currently housed at the 
museum on line, including rotating exhibits and special presentations. 

Opened in 1990 as a nonprofit organization dedicated to the appreciation of comic 
books as an art form, the museum has consistently broken new ground with its 
exhibitions, from political cartoons by Patrick Oliphant to voluptuous drawings by 
Alberto Vargas and words from Chasing Amy scribe Kevin Smith. “All that I wanted or 
hoped was that people — your average Joe — might see that this is truly an amazing 
art form,” Eastman enthuses. 
“We have tried to turn the 
spotlight on a varied group of 
players in the comic-book and 
fantasy-illustration genres. 
Since their inception, comics 
have been viewed as throw- 
away kids’ stuff, not only 
looked down upon by the 
mass market, or even as 
corruptive to youth, but 
essentially disowned hy ail 
other art forin 
was a place to go if ‘real 
artists’ couldn’t make it in the 
‘real art world.’ ” 

Starting in early June, the museum will showcase an enormous retrospective of 
previous shows and exhibitions. Then in mid-July, everything will close up shop and 
reopen on line shortly thereafter. The bookstore, currently part of the museum at 140 
Main Street, will remain open into the fall. 

Despite the possibility of a worldwide audience, Eastman is somewhat nostalgic. 
“The local, regional, and comic-industry appreciation has been enormous, and I feel 

privileged to have been able to share the physical presence with so many — which has 
made the decision to close the doors all that much harder. Although it has been 
tremendously satisfying to share and educate so many with the hands-on ability of the 
physical building, it is truly an overwhelmingly exciting feeling to join the global 
community via the Internet, and to continue our work on a whole new level.” 

The Words & Pictures Museum, at 140 Main Street in Northampton, is open from 
noon to 5 p.m. Sunday through Thursday, from noon to 8 p.m. on Friday, and from 10 
a.m. to 8 p.m. on Saturday. Admission is $3 for adults, $1 for children under 18. Call

The Squealing Pig is a true Boston amalgam: an Irish bar 
with the menu and gleaming open kitchen of a trendy 
restaurant. In an area where art students and MDs alike are 
forced to subsist largely on cafeteria food, its gourmet bar 
menu is the perfect antidote to Longwood Avenue’s anti- 
septic atmosphere. Sandwiches are the highlight. The 
pressed bacon and blue cheese sandwich ($5.95) and the 
pressed sharp cheddar and tomato sandwich ($5.95) are 
the apotheosis of that familiar comfort food, the grilled 
cheese. More-adventuresome eaters should try the fried 
oyster sandwich, an impressive pile of oysters served with 
spinach slaw and a tangy tartar sauce ($6.95), or the mys- 
terious quesadilla ($4.95), the precise contents of which are 
always a surprise. The oversized sandwiches all include a 
serving of new-potato salad (which is enlivened by carrots, 
spinach, and an assertive whole-grain mustard dressing).

want it inside. Here are three al fresco spots with a little history to them — 


and a few surprises, not all good.

The enclosed patio in front of 
stately, 28-year-old Maison Robert is 
the domain of Ben’s Café, the quick- 
and-casual downstairs half of the 
operation. You realize, of course, that 
“quick and casual” is relative when 
your wine arrives in a floor-standing 
silver cooler, but the ceiling here is 
much lower — fiscally as well as 
architecturally. One three-course prix 
fixe menu costs $18, and the other 
costs $26. Upstairs, those are entrée 
prices. 

So far, so good. Unfortunately 
Ben’s Café, food-wise, is very much a 
downstairs neighbor, and not a par- 
ticularly strong argument for classic 
French cuisine. Service was impres- 
sive. So was the wine, a 1992 
Pouilly-Fumé ($26), one of many 
half-bottles on the list. But we were 
underwhelmed by the cooking, which 
was competent and unremittingly 
dull. Possibly this is because the ener- 
gy goes into the heavily promoted 
upstairs restaurant (which Boston 
magazine dutifully drooled over a 
couple months ago); possibly because 
the Ben’s Café crowd is an older one 
that just likes very plain seafood 
crépes in cream sauce. 

At any rate, this is French food that 
ignores the whole New Cuisine revo- 
lution of the ’80s: vegetables were 
boiled or steamed, served plain with a 
bit of butter; “risotto” ($12) was a 
pile of gooey long-grain rice, decorat- 
ed with diced vegetables in bright red 
and green. There is something sweet- 
ly retro in being served pears Héléne 
($8) or plain cookies for dessert, but 
still: you kind of want the smoked 
lobster bisque ($7) to taste more of 
lobster than of smoke. Also, there is a 
graveyard outside the windows, and 
you don’t want to think of that as a 
metaphor for a cuisine — or a 
clientele. 

& 

The Harvest, in Harvard Square, is 
another neighborhood fixture. After 
beginning life as a much-lauded Chez 
Panisse knockoff in the ’70s, the 
place scraped along on its reputation 
into the 90s before changing hands 
and re-opening last year with a spiffy 
new look and a wide-ranging menu 
to match. Like Maison Robert, the 
Harvest has an enclosed patio. Unlike 
Maison Robert, the Harvest has done 
away with its informal café, and if 
you eat on the patio you’re ordering 
from the full restaurant menu. There 
is, however, a bar with its own view 
(windows giving out to a walkway), 
where you can piece together a meal 
of appetizers and feel okay about it. 

I wasn’t sure about the new 
Harvest at first. About a month ago, 
the place was the target of one of the 
weirdest poison-pen submissions I’ve 
ever received: an exposé of bad man- 
agement mailed to me by four dis- 
gruntled ex-employees. Their allega- 
tions weren't exactly stop-the-presses 
surprising — managers yelling at

waiters is par for the course in busy 
restaurants — but I was impressed 
by their indignation. So I had my 
eyes peeled when I arrived. Did the 
waiters look as if they feared for their 
jobs? Hmm. Maybe. But maybe wait- 
ers always look like that. 

The Harvest is the kind of place 
where celebrity Harvard professors 
take each other out to dinner, and 
where undergraduates take their 
dates before big events. The night we 
were there, a tuxedoed college con- 
tingent occupied part of the dining 
room and Anna Deavere Smith was 
sitting behind us at the bar. The 
bread was an excellent crusty nut loaf 
that sat nicely with a gin and tonic. 
For a restaurant that can easily afford 
to rest on its laurels, the food was 
surprisingly energetic and good. 

Then again, at $10 an appetizer it 
had better be good. Stalks of aspara- 
gus ($11) were peeled at the ends in 
the old formal style; they came with 
pretty spirals of mozzarella layered 
with pesto. Bibb salad ($8) was crisp 
and tossed with toasted nuts. A 
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“Parmigiana tartlet” ($10) was a 
fancy name for a small, fluffy quiche 
served with an excellent salad that 
involved morel mushrooms. Fried 
squid over arugula ($9) came with 
tiny, sweet tomatoes and an electric- 
hot “rémoulade” dressing. And 
dessert was downright pioneering: 
lemon mousse served in a light citrus 
syrup, the first time I’ve seen the 
food-in-broth fad invade the dessert 
menu. 

S&S 

After two kinds of gourmet experi- 
ence — rich old people trapped in 
1971 and rich young people in 1999 
— sometimes you just want a two- 
fisted outdoor meal. The waterfront 
restaurant tottering on ancient-look- 
ing pilings near Commercial Wharf 
used to be a new-cuisine joint called 
Cornucopia. It was replaced a few 
years ago by a branch of Joe’s 
American Bar and Grill, part of the 
ubiquitous Back Bay Restaurant 
Group (think Abe & Louie’s, Papa 
Razzi, Charley’s Eating & Drinking 
Saloon). 

I had never been to this particular 
Joe’s, figuring that a chain bar and 
grill is going to be the same wherever 
you find it. That’s true as far as the 
food is concerned, but I had forgot- 
ten what a pretty place this is to eat. 
You sit at patio tables fenced in by 
heavy nautical chains; the indoor bar 
is an after-work meat market, but the 
other view is of bits of the harbor, the 
greenery of Columbus Park, and the 
crowded brick buildings that circle

the North End. The gin and tonics 
are every bit as good as the ones at 
the Harvest. 

One of the funny things about 
modern restaurants is that a place 
like Joe’s can actually be touched 
more by current ideas of “gourmet” 
than a place like Ben’s Caté. While 
Ben’s dutifully turns out crépes and 
bisques and the rest of the totems of 
the mid-century gastronome, a mod- 
ern burger joint like Joe’s dabbles in 
fusion and raw things. The dabbling 
isn’t exactly virtuosic; the rare ahi 
tuna appetizer ($9) looks terrific but 
comes in a clumsy gravy rather than 
the light soy-ginger sauce you’d want 
with Japanese food. The fried rice 
cake was white and gooey inside, and 
generally looked a lot like Maison 
Robert’s risotto. 

But Joe’s really isn’t a fusion joint, 
it’s a burger joint. And it does a nice 
job. Mixed green salad ($2 with din- 
ner) was actually fresher than the one 
I had at Cornucopia before it closed. 
My white-cheddar cheeseburger was 
cooked medium, not medium-rare as 
I’d asked, but I didn’t really care: for 
$8, the burger and the view were a 
bargain. Pizza margherita ($8.25) 
was cooked on a grill and scattered 
with chopped fresh basil. Apple pie, 
thankfully, wasn’t. 

As we watched the Custom House 
tower start to glow against the dark- 
ening blue sky, the pedestrian stream 
changed from men in suits to couples 
with dogs. If we’d sat there another 
month, it would have shifted to 
tourists with cameras, and we’d have 
been fixed there, happily full, as part 
of the cityscape. »

The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is tall, 
narrow, and multistoried; and the dining 
room, upstairs from the after-work bustle, is 
surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., Boston, 
542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro with a gen- 
uinely French feel has a wine-bar angle (the 
list of 40-odd wines changes weekly), an 
artsy angle (galleries across the street), and 
a shamelessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol- 
au-vent, venison in wine reduction sauce).

The on- 
ent in question is Eastem Cuba, inspiring 
amazing soups, Cubano sandwiches, and 
red-beans-and-rice to rank with any. Fierce 
chocolate batido, too. A neat little lun- 
cheonette to help us forget the loss of the 
Espafiola across the street. 


KENMORE/BU 

AUDUBON CIRCLE, 838 Beacon St 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. $7- 
$12. The second baby from the team behind 
Cambridge's Miracle of Science is a sleek, 
no-nonsense wood-paneled room that pro- 
duces some of the best grilled food you can 
get in a bar: moist chicken slices tossed 
over a salad, an amusing box of Chinese 
potstickers, seared rare tuna steak, a gen- 
erous cheeseburger with the most flavorful 
home fries for miles. 

BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $7-$17 (lunch $5- 
$10) One of the city’s first brewpubs, this 
lofty, neo-industrial space across from 
Fenway Park offers a large and changing 
selection of beers, from cask-conditioned 
ales to fruit novelties. Since our review, the 





joint is the best reason we know to drive 
through the Callahan Tunnel. The owner 
spent much of his life as a fisherman, and 
his love of the catch shines through every- 
where. Order the mixed-shelifish plate to 
Start (it's called “seafood aioli”), and whatev- 
er's on the specials board. 

SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St, Boston, 
567-9871. $3-$11. One of the classic 
Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted to a mar- 
velous crisp. And a font of wood-fired, East 
Boston “barbecue” items — skewers of 
lamb or sausage served simply with peas- 
ant bread and a hot cherry tomato. And 
that’s all there is in a neighborhood bar with 
a core of boxing fans. Don't knock Boom- 
Boom Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ in here. 


THE FENWAY 

CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $13-$20. A standout among the many 
new bistros and grilles because the menu 
concentrates on vegetables with a little 
seafood and chicken — no red meat and lit- 
tle cheese — and because so many of the 
world-beat flavors work. Call it health 
gourmet, or call it the future, but call it “Kay- 
nah” as in the Latin, because the fun decor 
is faux ancient Rome. 

SOPHIA'S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with 
drinks and entertainment (this used to be 
the nightclub Quest) serving Spanish-style 
tapas from early evening. Since no one in 
urban Spain dines until almost midnight, we 
aren't too surprised that the place is pretty 
empty until about nine, and we aren't too 
proud to sneak in for Manchego flan, roast- 
ed stuffed peppers, baked avocado and 
shrimp in garlic sauce.

Spitting out a mouthful of misconceptions 


BY THOR IVERSON = Where do you get your wine information? Whether it’s 
from critics, tastings, or retailers, there’s a glut of authoritative pronouncements 


on wine out there. The problem is, some of them are wrong. The culprit may be bad 


research, word-of-mouth canards, or 
the commercial self-interest of the 
source. But either way, wine lovers are 
the recipients of a lot of BS. 

Wine myths are dangerous, because 
as long as people remain insensibly 
scared of being “wrong,” bad informa- 
tion with the air of authority can close 
our minds to the unfamiliar or unex- 
pected in a glass of wine. 

Let’s start with a biggie: great wine 
is dry. As I’ve mentioned before, 
America’s post-Prohibition experience 
with nasty, sugary wine-like concoc- 
tions has caused many wine lovers to 
swing 180 degrees in the other direc- 
tion. But the problem was never 
sweetness, it was just that the wines 
themselves were terrible. Anyone 
who’s ever tasted supremely elegant, 
seductive demi-sec (off-dry) Vouvray 
or majestic, steely German riesling at 
the spatlese or auslese levels knows 
that there’s nothing second-rate about 
these wines. And other than Port and 
the occasional Sauternes, the great 
dessert wines of the world (Coteaux 
du Layon, Bonnezeaux, Tokaji, 
Moscatel de Setubal, and many oth- 
ers) are treated as oddities simply 
because they’re sweet. 

If the taste alone doesn’t convince 
you, then consider this: off-dry wines 
are fantastic with food, whether spicy, 
sweet, or bone-dry. And sweet wines 
have their food uses, too. Port, after 
all, was once the wine to serve with 
steak; “cab and cow” is a relatively 
modern phenomenon. Try just about 
any sweet white wine with cheese 
(especially salty blue cheese) and you'll 
see what I mean. 

A related misconception: all 
German wines are sweet. Even if it 
were true (it’s not: trocken wines are 
bone-dry, though I have yet to find one 
to my taste), it misses the point of 
German wine, which is the balance 
between swectness, ripeness, and acidi- 
ty. Newcomers to German wine will 
usually go for bargains at the kabinett 
(least-ripe) level, and those are indeed 
wines that come off as lightly sweet. 
But tasting a much riper auslese wine 
is a Whole different ball game. The 
acidity does battle with residual sugar 
to give an overall impression of dry- 
ness. Most California zinfandels, mer- 
lots, and chardonnays actually taste 
“sweeter” than a good auslese. 
Furthermore, the better ripeness in 
auslese wines makes them more flavor- 
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ful than inexpensive German kabinetts. 

Don’t let anyone tell you that all 
great wine improves with age, either. 
Some does, and those who have a 
taste for aged wine can really rhap- 
sodize about the stuff. But some 
wines are at their best young. 
Zinfandel, for example, rarely ages 
well . . . and even when it does, many 
people prefer its youthful exuberance. 
Yet no one could ever argue that zin- 
fandel doesn’t make great wines. 
Ditto Condrieu and other wines made 
from viognier, the wonderful sweet 
and slightly sparkling Moscato d’Asti 
from Italy, and refreshing Beaujolais 
or Beaujolais-Villages. 

Two more myths — bigger is better 
and the more expensive, the better — 
are at least partly the fault of wine 
writers. “Big” wines — those with lots 
of fruit, oak, tannin, and alcohol — 
stand out in the large-scale tastings 
where critics most often encounter 
new wines, and so we often write 
about them to the exclusion of more 
elegant and subtle wines. And 
although the idea of a direct relation- 
ship between price and quality is not 
unique to wine, the spiraling prices for 
wines that are deemed high-quality by 
a particular journal or critic certainly 
contribute to the perception. 

In any case, the key for any wine 
lover is to recognize the essential dif- 
ference between “the best wine” and 
“the best wine right now.” Often, the 
best wine for a given situation will be a 
simple, inexpensive, yet delicious wine 
that harbors no pretensions of great- 
ness ... or a food-friendly wine that 
doesn’t stand out or hog the spotlight. 
The moment wine lovers stop chasing 
trophies and start focusing on the 
pleasure to be found in a bottle, we'll 





all be drinking better wine. 
Speaking of wines that bring 
pleasure: 


1995 Gallo of Sonoma Cabernet 
Sauvignon Sonoma County ($9). Yes, 
that’s right, Gallo. In the unlikely event 
that you’ve missed the blitzkrieg of 
print and TV ads, this is the new entry- 
level wine from Gallo’s higher-quality 
Sonoma operation. (Its huge Modesto 
facility still makes jug wine and all the 
“stealth” Gallo-produced wines, like 
Turning Leaf and Gossamer Bay.) This 
is inky, dense, and fantastically struc- 
tured, with Bordeaux-like undertones. 
There’s huge fruit, but the balance is 
exquisite. I’ll be blunt: I’ve never tasted 
a higher-quality California cabernet at 
anywhere near this price. Drink it now, 
let it age, whatever . . . it’s an incredi- 
ble value. (Note: this wine’s label is 
white with a drawing of a barrel. Don’t 
confuse it with Gallo Sonoma, which 
carries a gold label and is of much less- 
er quality.) 


1998 Michele Chiarlo Moscato 
d’Asti “Nivole” ($10). Delicate spritz, 
and exuberantly floral and tropical, 
with some orange blossom and mint. 
There’s a brilliant balance between 
sweetness, acidity, and fruit, and 
there’s even a touch of light tannin on 
the finish. Serve it chilled just about 
anytime of the day or night . . . maybe 
even with a breakfast of fresh fruit. 


1997 Wiengut Bollig-Lehnert 
Piesporter Goldtrépfchen Riesling 
Spiatlese ($19). Moderately sweet, but 
the strikingly high acidity makes this 
anything but sugary. Nectarine, pine, 
and red apple dominate the flavor, but 
this has a long petrol and mineral 
future ahead of it. Give it 5 to 10 years 
in the cellar, and then serve it with 
sausages and sauerkraut. 


1995 Clos Baudoin Vouvray ($19). 
Deceptively soft, with honeyed peach, 
sweet lemon, and chrysanthemums. 
Then the mineral backbone sharpens 
and defines everything, structuring 
the flavor into citrusy richness. A 
truly gorgeous off-dry wine, to be 
served with fish or white meat in 
cream sauce. wi

Roger Corman 


rom the mid '50s through the early ’70s, 

the director and producer Roger Corman 
made dozens of low-budget quickie teenage 
genre classics: sci-fi cardboard-and-rubber- 
suiters (The Day the World Ended and Attack 
of the Crab Monsters); horror classics (A 
Bucket of Blood, The House of Ushen, 
Westerns, rock-and-roll pictures, gangland 
epics. Next weekend this legend of 
independent filmmaking will be in town to 
introduce screenings of two of his best-known 
films — his 1966 biker film Wild Angels 
(starring a pre-Easy Rider Peter Fonda) at the 
Brattle Theatre on Friday, and his Fellini-esque 
chiller The Masque of the Red Death (1964) at 
the Harvard Film Archive on Saturday. 

Over the phone, Corman explains the 
inception of his cycle of Edgar Allan Poe 
adaptations starring the late Vincent Price. “I 
had been making black-and-white horror films 
in about 10 days on budgets less than 
$100,000, which would be marketed as ‘two 
for the price of one.’ American International 


wanted me to make two more, but ! 
convinced them instead to try one 15-day 
color horror film and send it out on its own. 
When The House of Usher was successful, 
we went on to the others. 


“The Masque of the Red Death 





















“The Masque of the Red Death came late in 
the cycle, with a little less horror than the early 
ones. | was growing more interested in the 
psychology behind the horror. | think it has a 
particular richness for a variety of reasons. A 
longer schedule — five weeks rather than 
three — let me do more with the camera and 
the actors. Also, the British studio we were 
working in had wonderful sets left over from 
Becket, which gave us the option of a better 
look than we had ever had. | was also lucky to 
have a young cameraman named Nicolas 
Roeg, who actually won the British equivalent 
of the Oscar for his work on Masque and went 
on to become a very good director.” 

And now that criticisms of media violence 
are again rampant in the wake of the Colorado 
high-school massacre? “We live in a racist, 
capitalist society that alienates its citizens. This 
society is controlled by large corporations. Our 
political leaders — conservatives, but also 
moderates and liberals — are in debt to these 
corporations. It is convenient for them to ignore 
real social problems by looking for scapegoats. 
Movies, TV, and music are very easy but 
absurd scapegoats for violence. The same

movies, TV, and music seen and heard here 
are seen and heard all over the world.

So they created their own society — 
the beginnings of the counterculture.”

There’s sex — and more — this summer after Star Wars

If The Phantom 


Menace’s quasi-sexual motifs — the throbbing | 
light sabers, the aliens’ vaginal mouths, all | 
those tunnels — don’t seduce you this 
summer, another hotly anticipated, 20-years- 
in-the-making movie just might. Indeed, 


Stanley Kubrick’s Eyes Wide 
Shut (scheduled for July 16, but 
all opening dates are tentative), 
with its saucy promise of Nicole 
Kidman and Tom Cruise looking 
racier than C-3PO sans armor, 
should prove that hoopla didn’t 
die with George Lucas’s critical 
reputation. In fact, Kubrick’s final 
film headlines an exceptionally 
diverse summer-movie season 
that, in the wake of Lucas & Co., 
relies less on the usual sequels 
and SurroundSound apocalypses 
and more on TV-to-film adap- 
tations, psychological thrillers, 
and, most provocatively, a 
saturation of sexual storylines. 
Based on a 1926 novella by 
Arthur Schnitzler, Eyes Wide Shut 
pairs Mr. and Mrs. Cruise as 
married psychotherapists enticed 
into a jealousy-stirring nether- 
world of kinky carnality. The $65 
million film, which devoured a 
year and a half of shooting (some 
scenes reportedly underwent 95 
takes), also convenes Sydney 
Pollack, Leelee Sobieski, and 
Cabaret star Alan Cumming. Who 
they all play in the top-secret 
script is still anyone’s guess, as 


time, the gingival gigolo will spiral 
back to the ’60s to retrieve his 
“mojo” — that’s his manliness, 
baby! — with the help of Heather 
Graham as the Barbarella-esque 
CIA agent Felicity Shagwell. The 
comedian will also reprise his role 
as the pinky-biting Dr. Evil, in 
addition to unveiling a new incar- 
nation, a 500-pound Scotsman 
named Fat Bastard. 

John Travolta is a bit fat and a 
bit of a bastard as a warrant offi- 
cer investigating a brutal military 
murder, complete with S&M 
overtones, in Simon West’s styl- 
ized adaptation of the best-selling 
Nelson DeMille pulper The 
General’s Daughter (June 11). 
Set in a sweat-sodden South, the 
film finds the Civil Action star 
once again fighting for truth — 
and playing a Boston native — 
alongside a top-brass cast that 
includes Madeleine Stowe, 
Timothy Hutton, and James 
Cromwell.

the teasingly titled The Loss of 


Sexual Innocence (June 4), a

Pushing last summer’s gross- 
out comedy trend to a new, 
Porky’s-inspired low — we're 
talking boffing baked goods here, 
folks — is American Pie (July 
9).

Summer of Sam (July 30) also 
encountered editing trouble, this 
time for an orgy scene set at the 
former Manhattan sex club 
Plato’s Retreat. The story, which 
stars Mira Sorvino, John 
Leguizamo, Jennifer Esposito, 
and Patti LuPone, concerns rising 
tensions in a Bronx neighborhood 
that’s being terrorized by the 
1970s__ serial killer David 
Berkowitz.

Shagged Me (June 11). This

details of their script. Still, the 
buzz is that Cartman, Kyle, Stan, 
et al. are more potty-mouthed 
than ever, proof that even the 
MPAA can’t kill Kenny. 

It’s rampant computer-gener- 
ated special effects, not raunchy 
language, that threaten to snuff 
the gunfire of Will Smith in the 








film adaptation of the ’60s TV 
series The Wild Wild West (July 
2). The $100 million film version 
reunites the jiggy one with Men 
in Black director Barry 
Sonnenfeld for a _ slick, 
unabashedly ethnic twist on 
Robert Conrad’s undercover fed- 
eral agent circa 1869.

And so does Anthony Hopkins 
in Instinct (June 4). Well, sort of. 
Jon Turteltaub’s Gorillas in the 
Mist—meets—Nell drama casts the 
knighted actor as a primatologist 
accused of aping apes and killing 
two Ugandan park rangers. Cuba 
Gooding Jr. is the psychiatrist 
determined to crack the case. 

Although the thought of a hir- 
sute Hopkins as a snarling man- 
beast is frightening in itself, most 
of the summer’s thrillers opt for 
psychological heebie-jeebies over 
blood-spattered, bra-clad coeds. 
The Blair Witch Project (July 
16), a low-budget case of the 
creeps about supernatural goings- 
on in the woods of Maryland, 
gleefully terrorized the Sundance 
Festival earlier this year. The 
Haunting (July 23), starring 
Liam Neeson as a_ professor 
screwing with the minds of stu- 
dents Lili Taylor, Catherine Zeta- 
Jones, and Owen Wilson, boasts a 
literary pedigree, Shirley 
Jackson’s 1959 novel The 
Haunting of Hill House. Likewise, 
Renny Harlin’s shark-invested 
Deep Blue Sea (July 30), with 
Samuel L. Jackson, recalls the

(August 6). Based on the cult 
comic books, this spoof arms its 
crimefighters with the utilitarian 
likes of bowling balls, utensils, 
and shovels. 

Indeed, it seems everyone wants 
to be funny this summer, for 
excepting John Sayles, who helms 
the Alaskan trek Limbo (June 4), 
the most noteworthy directors — 
Martin Scorsese, James 
Cameron, and Rob Reiner — can 
be found mugging cameos in 
Albert Brooks’s latest romp, The 
Muse (August 20). Moreover, the 
farce aims to find Sharon Stone 
something she’s good at as the 
modern-day daughter of Zeus 
who’s paid to inspire 
Hollywood’s burned-out screen- 
writers. * 

















The American classics of John Ford 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ Forget George Lucas 


and Star Wars 


mythmaker of this century is John Ford. Like | 


the real American 


Hawthorne, Melville, and Charles Ives, he 
probed the dark recesses of the New World’s 


interior in search of the solitude at the heart of | 


the American dream. His heroes 
are American versions of Moses, 
leading their people from the 
wilderness to the promised land 
but unable to cross the river Jordan 
and take their place in the society 
they helped create. He delineated 
their search, and their suffering, in 
bold, complex comic-strip films — 
as the newspaper editor explains in 
The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance, “When the _ legend 
becomes fact, print the legend.” 
His critics — and they were many 
— dismissed his oeuvre as formula 
fare, stereotype Westerns and war 
movies that glorified the aggressive 
white male at the expense of 
women, Indians, and blacks. But 
like the “other” John Ford (the 
Jacobean playwright), or for that 
matter Shakespeare, Ford was a 
master of high art that looks like 
mere entertainment; My Darling 
Clementine and The Man Who 
Shot Liberty Valance are as subtly 
subversive as Henry V. or ’Tis Pity 
She’s a Whore. You can experience 
the real Force starting this Tuesday 
when the Harvard Film Archive 
opens a two-month, 18-film 
retrospective of America’s greatest 
filmmaker. 
Much of John Ford’s oeuvre was 
mere entertainment — after all, 
the man turned out more than 100 
movies, most under the constraints 
of the Hollywood studio system. 
And as the HFA’s generous selec- 
tion (the one significant omission 
is the World War II film They Were 
Expendable) shows, he tended to 
retreat after pushing himself to the 
edge of the abyss. The big-busi- 
ness-denouncing anger of The 
Grapes of Wrath (1940) gives way 
to the wistful nostalgia of How 
Green Was My Valley (1941); the 
explosive sexual tensions of Fort 
Apache (1948) dissipate through 
She Wore a Yellow Ribbon (1949) 
and Rio Grande (1950) before dis- 
appearing altogether in Wagon 
Master (1950); the veiled hysteria - 
of The Searchers (1956) turns to 
PC reassurance in Cheyenne 
Autumn (1964). The early master- 
piece Young Mr. Lincoln (1939) 
confronts America’s lynch-mob 
mentality and lack of integrity, and 
Henry Fonda’s Abe is more articu- 
late talking to the grave of his lost 
Ann Rutledge than to living 
women. Ford’s next film, Drums 
Along the Mohawk (1939; not in 
the retrospective), was a glossy 
color production with Fonda and 
Claudette Colbert as a postcard- 
perfect young | couple _ in 
Revolutionary-era upstate New 
York. 

But even Ford’s second-line 
films — and second-line doesn’t 
mean second-rate — expound his 
abiding theme of paradise lost. The 
earliest entry in the HFA selection, 
Judge Priest (1934), is an enjoy- 
able melodrama set in 1890s 
Kentucky, with folksy Will Rogers 
in the title role defending the old 
Southern way of life against the 











serpents in his garden, stuffed- 
shirt carpetbaggers and teetotalers. 
Ford’s remake/sequel, The Sun 
Shines Bright (1953), improves on 
Judge Priest’s climactic “Dixie” 
parade with a moving silent funer- 
al procession, and the concluding 
shot — in which the judge (here 
Charles Winninger) disappears 
inside his house, with just the com- 
pany of the bottle, while young 
lovers Arleen Whelan and John 
Russell look on from the front gate 
— presages in reverse the famous 
concluding shot of The Searchers 
three years later. 

Paradise for Gypo Nolan (Victor 
McLaglen) in The Informer (1935) 
is America, but Gypo’s shortcom- 
ings — he betrays his IRA pal for 
the fare to take his girl to America, 
then drinks up the money — 
absolve everyone else, including 
the audience. Paradise in The Long 
Voyage Home (1940) is a myth: 
most of the seamen in this film 
(including John Wayne as a 
Swede!) have no homes they want 
to go to, and their long voyage 
comes to an end only with burial at 
sea. It’s a disturbing premise, but 
Ford keeps his characters at a dis- 
tance; even Wayne barely registers. 
In How Green Was My Valley, par- 
adise is Huw Morgan’s lost child- 
hood; the serpents in his garden 
are the mine owners. And though 
there’s a dark side to Henry 
Fonda’s manslaughtering Tom 
Joad in The Grapes of Wrath, the 
director’s wrath targets institu- 
tions: the banks that leave share- 
croppers homeless, the companies 
that exploit migrant workers. 

“We're the people,” says Ma 
Joad, and John Ford made uplifting 
films about the people; but his 
great works are about individuals, 
especially those larger-than-life 
Americans for whom the serpent 
rears its head from within and the 
blossoming West seems like for- 
bidden fruit. Larger-than-life char- 
acters require larger-than-life per- 
formers, so it’s no surprise that 
Ford’s best films star either John 
Wayne or Henry Fonda, actors 
who had the capacity to explore 
not just the wilderness of America 
but the wilderness of the American 
soul. Ford’s heroes are men of dis- 
cipline, men of honor, men of few 

words; the prospect of women’s 
love and companionship leaves 
them tongue-tied and lock-limbed. 
In Stagecoach (1939), John 
Wayne’s Ringo just barely gets his 
proposal to Dallas (Claire Trevor) 
out (and without benefit of the 
word “love” or “marriage”). Henry 
Fonda’s Abe Lincoln can neither 
talk to Mary Todd (Marjorie 
Weaver) nor dance with her. How 
Green Was My Valley’s Mr. 
Gruffydd (Walter Pidgeon) puts 
practicality above passion in 
declining to marry Angharad 
Morgan (Maureen O’Hara); Rusty 








(John Wayne) is adolescent-awk- 
ward in front of Sandy (Donna 
Reed) in They Were Expendable. 


Wyatt Earp (Henry Fonda) does 
manage a polka with Clementine 
Carter (Cathy Downs) in My 
Darling Clementine (1946), but at 
the end the best he can do is kiss 
her on the cheek, shake her hand, 
and promise that he “might” be 
back in Tombstone some day. It’s 
no coincidence that Lincoln asso- 
ciates the river with Ann Rutledge, 
or that Wyatt and Clementine walk 
to church to the strains of “Shall 
We Gather at the River”: the river 
in Ford is always the feminine 
principle that his men can’t bring 
themselves to cross. 

The soldiers of the “Cavalry 
Trilogy” likewise remain camped 
on their side of the river, lamenting 
the safely absent sweethearts of 
“The Girl I Left Behind Me” and 
“She Wore a Yellow Ribbon.” Not 
that the waters aren’t troubled. In 
Fort Apache (1948), the reaction 
of widower Colonel Thursday 
(Henry Fonda) to the budding 
romance of his daughter 
Philadelphia (Shirley Temple) 
seems almost like jealousy; and her 
callow suitor (John Agar) hardly 
looks a match for John Wayne’s 
not-that-old Captain Yorke. (In 
one of Ford’s most ambiguous and 
alarming endings, Yorke takes up 
Thursday’s unyielding stance 
toward the Apache, though he 
knows it’s wrong; he even dresses 
like Thursday.) In She Wore a 
Yellow Ribbon (1949), Olivia 
Dandridge (Joanne Dru) has a pair 
of young men on her 


string, but when 
widower Captain 
Brittles (John 
Wayne) asks her 


who the yellow rib- 
bon in her hair is for, 
she teases him with, 
“Why, for you, 
Captain.” It’s Olivia 
who brings Nathan a 
cyclamen for his 
wife’s grave (like the 
young Lincoln, 
Captain Brittles talks 
to the dead) and 
who caps his “old 
soldiers” exit with 
“I'd like to stand up 
and cheer.” In both 
films Agar’s charac- 
ter gets the girl while 
Wayne’s rides into 
the sunset, the apple 
always just out of 
reach, the river just a 
little too deep. 

Ford takes a bite 
over the series’s next 
four films, but not a 
big one. In _ the 
“Cavalry” wrap-up, 
Rio Grande (1950), 
John Wayne is a lieu- 
tenant colonel whose 
feisty estranged wife 
(Maureen O’Hara) 
doesn’t like the mili- 
tary; Ford keeps the 
emotion in the shal- 
lows of shared con- 
cern over the cou- 
ple’s son, and as in 
Judge Priest every- 
thing’s all right once 
the band strike up 
“Dixie.” Wagon 
Master (1950) pro- 
motes Ben Johnson 
(Trooper Tyree in 
both She Wore a 
Yellow Ribbon and 
Rio Grande) to star 


much more.

billing and romance with Joanne 
Dru, but they can’t fill the card- 
board characters, and the only sus- 
pense the plot generates is whether 
Ward Bond as a Mormon elder will 
ever be able to stop swearing. The 
Quiet Man (1952) reunites Wayne 
and O’Hara in a Hollywood Irish 
story that’s more about pride than 
love. The talky Mogambo (1953), 
with its edgy, brittle stars, Clark 
Gable, Ava Gardner, and Grace 
Kelly, could almost be a Howard 
Hawks film. 

The Searchers, on the other hand, 
brings Ford ever closer to the ser- 
pent, the horror. When Ethan 
Edwards (John Wayne) tells Brad 
(Harry Carey Jr.) that Lucy (Pippa 
Scott) has been murdered by the 
Comanche, his first question is, 
“Did they... ? Was sho... : 
as if it were his sexual prerogative 
that | een violated. And that’s 
what Ethan has in mind when he 
vows to kill Debbie (Natalie Wood): 
not because she seems like an 
Indian but because “she’s been with 
a buck.” The door that shuts Ethan 
out from the bedroom of his broth- 
er and sister-in-law at the beginning 
closes on him once more at the end, 
but society’s interiors (which Ford 
suggests by shots from inside caves 
as well as houses) are growing 
smaller and more claustrophobic, 
and the outside that’s been ceded to 
Ethan has become more savage and 
more desolate. There’s hardly any 
sign of water; “Shall We Gather at 
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the River” is played for a wedding 
that doesn’t take place. 

The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance (1962) is Ford’s last great 
film, and his darkest. In his other 
great Westerns, Monument Valley 
is visible as a comforting symbol 
of permanence; here there’s no 
Valley. And no comfort in 
America’s most adored screen 
icons: cowpoke Tom Doniphon 
(John Wayne) takes Vera Miles’s 
Hallie for granted and doesn’t 
want to be rushed into marriage; 
fledgling lawyer Ransom 
Stoddard (James Stewart) is naive 
and self-righteous and wouldn’t 
have survived without Tom. Hallie 
herself is no Clementine Carter or 
Philadelphia Thursday. Rance 
brings water to the desert but not 
to his marriage; Hallie is left to 
place a cactus rose on Tom’s cof- 
fin. The concluding shot shows a 
train snaking through the desert 
like an artificial river, and you can 
hear a snatch of a tune that 
sounds a little like “Some Sunday 
Morning,” the same tune over 
which Abe Lincoln talked to Ann 
Rutledge, Ford winding back to 
where he began. Is paradise to be 
found in progress? Or in the 
past? Epics like Fort Apache and 
The Searchers and The Man Who 
Shot Liberty Valance don’t say — 


they just stand there like 
Monument Valley’s sandstone 
megaliths, quiet, imposing, 
enduring. & 





SUBTLY SUBVERSIVE: sure, My Darling Clementine is entertaining, but it’s 
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“a China syndrome 


Xiu Xiu must go on 
BY PETER KEOUGH Lately, Chinese films, at least those that find 


American distribution, have been caught up in the melodrama of 
virginal young heroines victimized by a ruthless universe. In most cases, 


the issue is more emotional than 
political. Ye Da-Ying’s Red Cherry 
stood out as a wrenching, visually 
striking chronicle of a cherubic 
innocent violated by the horrors 
of history during World War II. 
Next week The King of Masks, by 
veteran director Wu Tianming, 
will feature a little girl who must 
disguise herself as a boy to 
survive the brutally misogynist 
society of pre-war China. 

More controversial, though, is 
Xiu Xiu: The Sent Down Girl. It 
takes place in the mid ’70s, dur- 
ing the Cultural Revolution, and 
for Chinese authorities, it clearly 
hit closer to home. Its first-time 
director, actress Joan Chen, 
engaged in guerrilla filmmaking 
while shooting in Tibet in order to 
evade the official censors and 
bring this scathing indictment of 
sexism and soulless bureaucracy 
to the screen. The result both suf- 
fers and benefits from its disjoint- 
edness and diatribe. Neo-realistic 
but also lyrical and dreamlike, 
manipulative but also tragic and 
elegiac, Xiu Xiu marks the debut 
of a determined, passionate, gift- 
ed filmmaker. 

Now an overlooked episode in 
the history of barbarism, the 


Cultural Revolution sought to 
eliminate all social distinctions by, 
among other means, shipping 
educated city kids to primitive 
frontier regions. Among those 
exiled is the precocious gamine 
Xiu Xiu (Lu Lu), who takes one 
last bath before leaving her home 
town of Chengdu with a company 
of fellow teenagers. Issued 


parkas, they climb on trucks while | 


martial music shrieks from loud 
speakers and families and friends 
wave goodbye. Among those 
watching her leave is Li Chuanbei 
(Qian Zheng), whose voiceover 
narrates the beginning of the film. 
Smitten with Xiu Xiu, he is not 
brave enough to follow her — he 
himself has escaped being “sent 
down” through family connec- 
tions (Chen herself escaped this 
fate when chosen to attend the 
state acting school in 1975). 
What follows will be a love 
story, but not necessarily young 
Chuanbei’s. Once in the hinter- 
lands, Chen wastes little time 
establishing the hypocrisy and 
corruption of the Revolution. In 
one funny but sinister scene, reg- 
imented youths watch similar reg- 
imented youths on a movie 
screen. The projector breaks 


down and so does the illusion of 
solidarity, with Xiu Xiu starting a 
row with a comrade who can’t 
keep his hands to himself. 

The threat becomes more tan- 
gible when she’s relocated to the 
Tibetan wastes, sharing a tent 
with Lao Jin (Lopsang), a herds- 
man legendary not so much for 
his riding skills and marksman- 
ship as for losing his manhood 
when captured during a tribal 
war. But the laconic, long-suffer- 
ing loner proves a patient host to 
Xiu Xiu’s frustration and bore- 
dom; in one touching scene he 
digs a rustic bath for her in the 
stark grasslands. 

This touch of civilized comfort 
is not enough for Xiu Xiu, howev- 
er, and neither is it any guarantee 
of her continuing virtue. As time 
passes (Chen’s narrative continu- 
ity is a little jagged, no doubt due 
to the straitened circumstances of 
the film’s production), she real- 
izes that the officials who sent her 
there have either forgotten or 
abandoned her. A passing peddler 
informs her that the “educated 
youth” have long since been dis- 
banded and are scrambling for 
return permits home. But he’s a 
person with connections, and if 


s =i 


she needs a permit too . . . In the 
first of many such excruciating 
scenes, Xiu Xiu complies. 

The word gets out, and petty 
officials come via ox cart, 
motorcycle, and tractor (a shot 
of the latter, creeping along the 
side of a hill to the tent, its head- 
lights glowing like a malevolent 
insect, is typical of Chen’s eye 
for the majestic, poignant and 
surreal image) to take advantage 
of the increasingly deluded girl 
as her impotent protector looks 
on. Finally, though, the victim- 
ization is too much. Its Samuel 
Beckett-like nihilism succumbs 
to D.W. Griffith—style bathos — 
this blossom just gets broken

again and again. 

A political interpretation is 
inevitable given China’s growing, 
ambiguous presence in the news 
these days. Xiu Xiu and Lao Jin 
perhaps represent the purity of 
China’s future and past, both 
exploited by callous bureaucrats, 
ideologues, and ruthless self- 
seekers. More lingering, 
though, is the film’s sublimely 
acted pathos, limpid visual 
beauty, and tone of sadness 
and loss. When Chuanbei’s 
voiceover returns in the end, 
it’s to acknowledge that the 
consolation of art is all that 
remains when the courage to 
act falters. ao 
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The Irish bite into the Big Apple 


BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS NEW YoRK — 
Martin McDonagh may be grabbing most of the 
headlines, but when it comes to the new wave of 
Irish playwrights, Conor McPherson merits 
equal attention. Both are not yet 30, and both 
have taken first London and now New York by 


storm. Last spring, McDonagh’s 
The Beauty Queen of Leenane 
waltzed its way to four Tony 
awards and a long run on 
Broadway even as his The Cripple 
of Inishmaan had a less celebrat- 
ed American premiere at the 
Joseph Papp Public Theatre 
downtown. Less noticed, Brian 
Cox delivered an outstanding per- 
formance in McPherson’s St. 
Nicholas, an extended monologue 
about the dissolute adventures of 
a jaded theater critic. 

This spring, McPherson is the 
one turning a New York double 
play. His London hit The Weir has 
been running on Broadway for 
two months, and This Lime Tree 
Bower just opened Off Broadway 
at Primary Stages, the same the- 
ater that produced St. Nicholas a 
year ago. Meanwhile, McDonagh 
returns to Broadway with another 
play in his Leenane trilogy, The 
Lonesome West, which recently 
garnered four Tony nominations. 
The Weir received none, which is 
astonishing because, of this entire 
crop of new Irish plays, it is easi- 
ly the most subtle, sensitive, and 
satisfying. Maybe that’s not what 
Tonys are about. 

At this point in his career, 
Conor McPherson is as much 
storyteller as playwright. He 
writes stories in monologue form 
for one or more characters to 
relate directly to an audience. The 
Weir is his first play in which 
characters actually talk to one 
another. Even then, they tell one 
another stories, which turns out 
to be very much to the point. 

The play takes place in a rural 
bar in northwest Ireland, well off 
the beaten track and a bit the 
worse for wear. As Brendan, the 
proprietor, sets up a table or two 
and stokes the coal stove in the 
corner, the place feels cold and 
deserted. A couple of locals — 
Jack, an aging garage man, and 
Jim, in his 40s and still living with 
his ma — drift in and order the 
usual. The idle chatter soon 
reveals that they are anticipating 
the arrival of Finbar, the local 
real-estate magnate, and the 
area’s newest resident, Valerie, a 
woman in her 30s down from 
Dublin, who has just purchased a 
long-vacant house nearby. 

When she arrives, Valerie 
immediately becomes the object 
of both competitive male atten- 
tion and a subtle rite of initiation. 
On this dark and stormy night, 
one by one, Jack, Jim, and Finbar 
tell what amounts to a ghost or 
fairy story, a tale of some super- 
natural encounter that seems 
designed partly to welcome her 
into the fold with a bit of local lore 
and partly to give her the willies, 
maybe even scare her off. As the 
evening progresses, the men are 
caught off guard when Valerie 
tells them a “ghost” story of her 


own, a much more personal story | 


about the recent accidental death 











of her daughter and a subsequent 
encounter on the phone with her 
dead daughter’s spirit. 

The men are genuinely moved 
by her story and her loss, yet all 
but Brendan express some doubt 
about what really happened, thus 
raising the issue at the heart of 
this play: what makes a story true 
or false? Believable or incredible? 
What does a story do? In a 
deceptively simple manner and 
without a touch of sentimentality,

McDonagh plus McPherson 








McPherson celebrates the 
enchantment of narrative and its 
power to create community. 
There is much to celebrate as 
well in the highly successful, 


much traveled Royal Court 
Theatre production. Ian 
Rickson’s directorial touch is 


gentle and masterful. Designer 
Rae Smith makes the bar suitably 
dingy and plain. Paule Constable 
helps to orchestrate the action 
with long, slow lighting cues that 
isolate characters as they tell their 
stories. And the ensemble cast 
turns McPherson’s little gem of a 
play into a sparkling theatrical 
quintet. As the barkeep Brendan, 
Brendan Coyle has the least to 
say, but he emerges as the quin- 
tessential listener, the one who 
keeps the drinks coming and 
believes just what his customers 
need him to. The rest of the cast 
is every bit as good, and Jim 
Norton’s Jack deserves special 
mention: light on his feet, elfin in 
character, keen in his focus, 
Norton demonstrates a command 
of the stage and a joy in story- 
telling that is a delight to behold. 

Would that the Primary Stages 
production of McPherson’s This 





Lime Tree Bower had found per- 
formers of Norton’s caliber. The 
play, which dates from 1996, pre- 
sents three characters caught up 
in a caper. Joe (T.R. Knight) and 
Frank (Thomas Lyons) are broth- 
ers whose alcoholic father runs a 
chips shop by the sea near 
Dublin. Ray (Drew McVety) is a 
young rake of a philosophy pro- 
fessor engaged to their sister. 
Together the three men take turns 
telling a story about an armed 
robbery that Frank cooks up to 
redeem his dad from the clutches 
of the local bookie. The interlock- 
ing monologues recall the tech- 
nique of Brian Friel’s Molly 
Sweeney, but if Friel’s characters 
display the smooth, country 
charm of _ rural Donegal, 
McPherson’s demonstrate the 
nervy, edgy anxiety of working- 
class Dublin. 

Unlike The Weir and The 
Lonesome West, — established 
London successes imported to 
Broadway, This Lime Tree Bower is 
a new production on an Off 
Broadway budget with American 
actors. Instead of savoring the act 
of storytelling, they seem to be 
doing their best to summon up 





their lines and hold on to their Irish 
accents while speaking at an 
unnaturally rapid clip. Their 
speedy, rather matter-of-fact deliv- 
ery, presumably invoked by direc- 
tor Harris Yulin, blows right by 
moments of intrigue or humor or 
pathos, leaving the audience grasp- 
ing at narrative straws. The story is 
of undeniable interest, but the 
Primary Stages production makes 
it clear that McPherson’s material 
requires a special kind of actor. 

So does Martin McDonagh’s. 
His plays suggest a mad fusion of 
Grandma Moses and Grand 
Guignol. He writes characters 
who are quirky psychopaths mas- 
querading as quaint primitives. 
They call for actors who can cre- 
ate homespun, folksy types and 
then give them an eccentric twist 
that wrenches them into the 
realm of the demented and the 
homicidal. The result is a type of 
violent cartoon comedy so darkly 
ironic and mean-spirited, it’s 
hard to tell whether McDonagh is 
a committed nihilist or just yank- 
ing your chain. 

As a tale of two temperamental- 
ly opposite brothers locked in a 
territorial battle that gets out of 








hand, The Lonesome West recalls 
Sam Shepard’s True West. 
McDonagh’s duo are Coleman 
and Valene Connor, who live in 
the old family farmhouse in the 
village of Leenane, County 
Galway. Valene borders on the 
obsessive-compulsive. He collects 
plastic figurines of Catholic 
saints, keeps his private stash of 
liquor in an old cookie tin sealed 
with tape, and marks all his pos- 
sessions with a black “V” so his 
brother won’t mess with his stuff. 
Coleman is a ticking time bomb 
of a man who filches his brother’s 
drink, reads his women’s maga- 
zines, and curses him for his 
stinginess at the slightest provo- 
cation. 

The play begins shortly after 
the funeral of their father, whom 
Coleman killed in a fit of anger, 
afterward claiming it was an acci- 
dent. In exchange for Coleman’s 
half of the inheritance, Valene has 
agreed to protect his brother and 
bear false witness, a deal that ran- 
kles Coleman more and more 
with each new black “V” and 
leads to continuing outbursts of 
verbal, emotional, and physical 
violence. Father Welsh, the local 
priest and an alcoholic, tries his 
best to defuse the sibling rivalry, 
but his efforts are comically inef- 
fectual. Despondent over the 
moral depravity of his flock, the 
young priest drowns himself, 
leaving a suicide note for the 
brothers that stakes his very soul 
on their making peace. This gets 
their attention and finally, in a 
stab at reconciliation, the two 
exchange a stunning litany of 
apologies and confessions that 
gradually becomes competitive 
and then hostile and then vindic- 
tive, until they are at each other’s 
throats one last time. 

Brian F. O’Byrne and Maeliosa 
Stafford are impressively out- 
landish, even gothic, in their char- 
acterizations of the two brothers. 
Both present grown-up brats, but 
where Stafford’s Coleman blus- 
ters and bullies, O’Byrne’s Valene 
pouts and putters. They establish 
a hair-trigger sensitivity to each 
other that makes even a sidelong 
glance a provocation to more 
abuse. As the anguished Father 
Welsh, David Ganly is solid and 
convincing; so is Dawn Bradfield 
as Girleen Kelleher, a randy 
teenager who delivers Valene’s 
whiskey and has a crush on the 
priest. 

In balancing the now savage, 
now comic cruelty in the play with 
its undercurrent of sentimentality 
and in orchestrating a rising tide 
of violence that goes from being 
funny to fearsome, director Garry 
Hines demonstrates the same deft 
hand that earned her a Tony a 
year ago for The Beauty Queen of 
Leenane. Still, the excellent 
Druid/Royal Court production 
only confirms the impression that 
McDonagh is something of a the- 
atrical sadist. To be sure, comedy 
makes us laugh at the pain of oth- 
ers, but in the end, usually, some 
social value is preserved or 
restored. There’s hardly a hint of 
redemption in McDonagh. In his 
world, if you play along with 
someone who says enticingly, 
“Open your mouth and close your 
eyes, and you'll be in for a big 
surprise,” you'll be sucking on a 
dirtball before you know it. 


























Cripple kick 


McDonagh’s man of Inishmaan 


BY CAROLYN CLAY if there is a straight line from John | 


Millington Synge to Quentin Tarantino, it goes through | 
Martin McDonagh. The Anglo-Irish twentysomething, | 


who has in the past three years taken the 
English-speaking theater by storm, lists as 
his influences Harold Pinter, Sam Shepard, 
and David Mamet. And their fingers have 
left bruises on his work as well. The Cripple 
of Inishmaan, which is in its area premiere at 
the American Repertory Theatre, boasts the 
perversity of The Homecoming, the Wild 
West sweep of Shepard (except that it’s the 
Wild West of Ireland), and the uncanny ear 
of the early Mamet. But primarily, there is 
the folk lyricism and _natural-born 
storytelling of The Playboy of the Western 
World married to the thoroughly modern, 
black-comic viciousness of Pulp Fiction. 
Which is not necessarily a bad thing, since 
McDonagh has told the New York Times 
magazine he was “reduced to going into 
theater” and sees his meteoric rise there 
primarily as “a leg up to get into films.” 

I’m not convinced that this Irish bard from 
South London, who is also the author of the 
Tony-winning The Beauty Queen of Leenane 
and The Lonesome West, is all his enthusiasts 
crack him up to be — in the opinion of the 
ART’s Robert Brustein, a Mozartian prodigy 
“destined to be one of the theatrical luminar- 
ies of the 21st century.” But even if The 
Cripple of Inishmaan is no more than a 
bright rug pulled out from under both Irish 
drama and the audience’s expectations, it’s 
entertaining. Set on the middle Aran isle of 
Inishmaan in 1934, the comedy centers on 
the lame and lovesick “Cripple Billy,” a 
teenage orphan who’s lived 
with two foster aunts since 
his parents drowned them- 
selves in an effort to get 
away from him. Billy, too, 
yearns to escape the igno- 
rance and cruelty of his 
insular, hardscrabble world. 
So when it’s reported that 
some Yanks are making a 
film (Robert Flaherty’s 
mighty documentary, Man 
of Aran) on the main Aran 
isle and that they’re looking 
for extras, Billy determines 
to drag his bad leg, withered 
arm, and flickering hope 
over there. This takes some 
doing, the ramifications of 
which are unexpectedly 
brutal. But the word that 
comes back with some 
other, less successful hope- 
fuls is that Billy has been 
spirited off to Hollywood 
for a “screen test.” Seems 
someone is making a flicker 
that just cries out for an 
Irish cripple. I can reveal no 
more, since McDonagh is 
big on ironic reversals and 
the play’s trajectory is as 
twisted as its humor. 

The Cripple of Inishmaan 
is the first of a trilogy set on 
the Aran Islands. Synge 
went there to get in touch 
with his Irish roots and later wrote of “the 
primitiveness of these people — who are 
never criminals yet always capable of crime.” 
Indeed, Cripple is populated by a blunt lot who 
speak a lilting prose that’s been culled from 
the playwright’s west-of-Ireland relatives, then 
both heightened and dragged through the gut- 
ter. They’re capable of odd bits of kindness 
and almost exultant acts of cruelty. No one 
has convinced them that if you can’t say some- 
thing nice, it’s best to keep your gob shut. And 
believe me, these folks have little nice to say — 
even about the revered Man of Aran, which is 
screened on an old sheet in act two. “A pile of 
fecking shite” is the assessment. But filmmak- 
er Flaherty needn’t feel picked on. In this 








harsh backwater, everyone thinks everyone 
else is a “fecking eejit.” 

There’s Billy, of course, whose primary 
occupations are reading and cow watching 
— and who, though he wears his deformity 
on his sleeve, is no more misshapen than the 
rest. There are the shopkeeping aunts, 
morose Kate, who talks to stones, and flinty 
Eileen, who feeds her anxiety with “sweet- 
ies.” Then there is elderly town gossip 
Johnnypateenmike, whose news is “so bor- 
ing it’d bore the head off a dead bee.” He’s 
trying to poison his nonagenarian mother 
with alcohol (she’s been drowning her sor- 
rows since 1871, when her husband was 
“ate be a shark”). The object of Billy’s 
yearning is Slippy Helen, a vicious and car- 
nal lass who likes to peg people — particu- 
larly cowed brother Bartley, who’s fixated on 
telescopes and candy — with raw eggs. The 
taciturn boatman who ferries Billy to the 
main island is called Babbybobby, and he 
gets his kicks pegging stones off the gabby 
head of Johnnypateenmike. 

Whatever you make of the McDonagh 
hype, ART does right by The Cripple of 
Inishmaan. Director Scott Zigler, though he 
softens the violence, homes in on the play’s 
rhythmic repetitions (which can make it 
sound like a sly riff on Synge’s Riders to the 
Sea). Christine Jones’s set captures both the 
vastness and the paucity of the landscape 
(and stocks the shelves of the aunties’ shop 
with an ever-increasing supply of canned

peas — Woyzeck must shop here). And the 
actors, led by Sean Dugan’s angelic-bump- 
kin Billy, mind their accents and capture the 
mean-spirited gusto of the characters. 
Jeremy Geidt is a relentless leprechaun of a 


Johnnypateenmike. Randy Danson and 
Karen MacDonald are, respectively, dis- 
tracted and bullish as the aunts. Kristin 
Flanders is a bonny, formidable, slightly 
overdone Helen, and Bryan Taylor brings a 
dumb dignity to her Gaelic Gump of a 
brother. Certainly the play is worth seeing, 
if only to savor comedy as black as Irish tea 
and to weigh in on the question: Martin 
McDonagh, great white hope or great 
white hoax? My

In the sense of highly 
crafted dancemaking, and in the global 
metaphors they want to project, their dance 
seems a throwback to the high-minded 
modern dance of the 50s and ’60s. 

Not that the huge implications of the 
Prometheus dances are offered to the audi- 
ence in any way. We’re left to fish them if 
we can from the formally structured but 
plotless and characterless events on the 
stage. But information furnished to the 
press speaks of “the genetic, social and 
political inheritance that each successive 
generation is innocently born into,” and 
“encounters [that] depict an unconscious 
and unrelenting desire to move forward 
and achieve fulfillment .. .” What I saw on 
the stage was more like alienated people in 
an unending, impersonal, and futile strug- 
gle with one another. 

Noya’s Herencia (1996) and 
Noya/Neblett’s Hell Bent (1999) could 
have been two parts of the same piece. Six 
dancers of Prometheus, joined by guest 
artist Shawn Mahoney, moved blankly at 
first in Herencia. Inching forward with 
their heads bent to one side, they looked 
like hanged corpses. Without warning, one 
person would attack another from behind, 
hurling him or her out of the way and tak- 
ing over the vacated position. This point- 
less competition escalated gradually into 
frantic and desolate pairings, while the 
accompanying music — tolling bells, 
obsessive finger exercises on a piano, an 
orchestra with voices in foreign languages 
— by Arvo Part, Henryk Gorecki, and 
Nicholas Lens got louder and bigger until it 
made the dancers’ struggles seem even less 
noteworthy. 

In Hell Bent the same six dancers 
trudged back and forth in a tight line-up. 
One person would unpredictably break out 
in a tantrum of twitches and shakes, then 
rejoin the line of march. They all wore 
black clothes that didn’t fit well; they all 
had unruly hair and insomniac make-up. 
They ran across the stage and dove chest- 
first along the floor. They clumped togeth- 
er in front of a floor light that threw big, 
expressionistic shadows on the cyc as they 
unenthusiastically groped one another. 
They grappled with partners. They made 
ugly faces and crooked body shapes. 





I thought these two group pieces might 
have had some reference to punk-rock 
fashion, but they had even more to do with 
the anomie and physical realism of the 
great Anna Sokolow, whose bleak dances 
crystalized the type of the individual adrift 
in the pre-’60s lonely crowd. Prometheus 
ups the ante on violence without giving us 
any reason, as Sokolow did, to find its 
characters sympathetic. 

Neblett’s duet Glory Land was struc- 
tured as a series of variations on a theme. 
Dressed as if they belonged in a Dorothea 
Lange photo of the Dust Bowl, he and 
Noya stepped in a comradely side-by-side 
pattern that slid naturally into lifts and 
embraces. In about nine permutations of 
the phrase, accompanied by an astutely 
chosen group of country gospel, folk, and 
work songs, their amicable partnership 
evolved into manipulations, embracings, a 
curiously dispassionate seduction or rape, 
and a passionate remorse. To the Doxology 
played on oboe and cello, they faced each 
other, maybe for the only time, and made a 
pledge to each other. I thought it might be 
a marriage, or a renewal of a wounded 
marriage. Then they celebrated with a hoe- 
down. 

This well-made piece left me with ques- 
tions. I don’t know Neblett’s background, 
but it made me a little uncomfortable to see 
these skillful urban performers revisit an 
America of chain gangs, barnyard sex, and 
born-again faith. Performed with contem- 
porary neutrality, even a deliberate avoid- 
ance of charm, the dance seemed cliché’d 
and simplistic. It jolted my mind back even 
further than the ’50s, to the archetypal 
Americana of Roosevelt’s New Deal. I just 
couldn’t see what Neblett had to add to 
that story. 

The visiting Itinerrances company from 
Marseilles, which has participated in teach- 
ing, choreographing, and _ performing 
exchanges, changed the title of its piece 
from Argument to Chatting. Director 
Christine Fricker’s goofy dance for a quar- 
tet of mime-actors provided some comic 
relief from the gloom of the rest of the pro- 
gram. There are these two men and two 
women on holiday. They lug their suitcas- 
es around, greet one another enthusiasti- 
cally, preen on the beach, flirt, swim, pair 
up, and finally head home. The dancing 
seemed to alternate between Graham- 
influenced jazz and bouncing. *

P.0.V.’s Legacy, Showtime movies, and shooting Sylvia

ready for a satire about the kidnapping and 
murder of a 12-year-old girl? If not, just watch 
The Legacy: Murder & Media, Politics & 
Prisons as a straight documentary while the 
rest of us enjoy the film’s savage wit. Legacy 


(airs this Tuesday, 
June 1, at 10 p.m. on 
Channel 2) tells how 
the 1993 killing of 
Polly Klaas in 
Northern California 
led to that state’s 
staggeringly expensive 
“three strikes and 
you’re out” sentencing 
law, but the film says 
more about campaign 
tactics than criminal 


behavior (assuming 
there’s a difference). 
The tragicomic 


hero of Legacy (which 
kicks off a new season 
of the PBS documen- 
tary series PO.V.) is 
Polly Klaas’s father, 
Marc, who couldn’t 
have been better cast: 
he combines Kevin 
Costner’s good looks 
with Tom  Hanks’s 
sincerity. Grief- 
stricken after his 
daughter’s death, 
Klaas loudly and pub- 
licly supported the

strikes laws; etc. But there are no 
interviews with anyone sentenced 
under the law (such as the man 
whose third strike was widely 
reported to have been stealing a 
slice of pizza from a child’s birth- 
day party), and the flaws remain 
largely theoretical by the end of 
the 90-minute film. In making his 
Legacy, Moore may have been 

motivated by a stupid law, but

from what I considered a creepily 
homophobic subplot. (Yes, the 
older guy was a pervert for paying 
a homeless 13-year-old to jerk off 
in front of him, but I don’t think 
the outraged detectives were just 
trying to steer the kid away from 
prostitution.) Is anyone looking 
forward to seeing Andy Sipowicz 
cope with the death of his wife 
after we already watched him 
mourn his son 
and his partner? 
Must we have an 


episode where 
Sylvia’s replace- 
ment awkwardly 


introduces herself 
to the squad room 
and an episode 
where Dennis 
Franz gets naked 
for the first time 
with another too- 
good-to-be-true 
woman? I like 
Franz as an actor 
as much as any- 


one, but I was 
hoping against 
hope that he’d 
take the bullet for 
Lawrence and 
spare us all. 


The solution to 
such tragedies is 
really very simple:

recast the role! | 
know, you’re 
thinking of 
Bewitched and the 





“three strikes” con- 

cept, then changed 

his mind when Republican gover- 
nor Pete Wilson told him that the 
broadly written law would put 
thousands of nonviolent offenders 
in prison for life. According to 
Klaas, the governor then changed 
his mind to accord with the pub- 
lic-opinion polls and accused the 
appalled Klaas — who a few 
months before had been the most 
famous parent of a murdered 
child in America — of not under- 
standing “how the victims feel.” 
An even more sublime moment in 
Legacy is the reaction of Mike 
Reynolds, the father of another 
murdered girl and the originator 
of the three-strikes idea, to 
Klaas’s request that his daughter 
not be exploited in a_ political 
campaign. Reynolds implies that 
getting kidnapped wasn’t the first 
unlucky thing to happen to the 
girl: he shakes his head sadly and 
observes, “Polly didn’t have any 
say in who her dad was.” 

It would take another Preston 
Sturges (or maybe Alexander 
Payne and Jim Taylor, the director 
and screenwriter of Citizen Ruth 
and Election) to come up with a 
story this cynical, with inflated lan- 
guage like Klaas’s “I’m not going 
to let my daughter’s death be in 
vain.” (Did she throw herself on 
the beach at Normandy?) But 
Legacy sticks to a low-key style, 
with the principals speaking into 
the camera (we never see two of 
them together) and trying to keep 
their tempers under control. 


Director Michael J. Moore — he 
needs the middle initial to distin- 
guish himself from Michael 
Moore, the subtle-as-a-sledge- 
hammer director of Roger and Me 
— wisely holds the narration to a 
minimum. 








We see Polly’s grandfa- 
ther describing the publicity 
surrounding her abduction: 
“The whole world was 
hunting, and that’s what 
you'd like to have for your 
child if your child is miss- 
ing.” (The ultimate status 
symbol!) There’s the cam- 
paign to pass the “three 
strikes” referendum featur- 


ing spineless politicians 
(like Senator Dianne 
Feinstein), the National 


Rifle Association (which 
recognized this as a nice 
diversion from gun con- 
trol), and a 58-to-1 spend- 
ing advantage over the sup- 
posedly powerful “crimi- 
nals’ lobby.” And _ there’s 
three-strikes champion 
Reynolds, who also seems 
to come from Central 
Casting (portly, balding, 
and resentful). At one point, 
he fantasizes that a “repeat 
felon” will assassinate him 
on behalf of the entire criminal 
community. Moore shrewdly fol- 
lows this bit of braggadocio with a 
Republican officeholder and 
three-strikes proponent who 
warns that anyone who “gets in 
the way” of reducing crime to 
absolute zero is “going to pay the 
price.” Maybe Marc Klaas should 
be worrying about assassination. 
If you’re a supporter of three- 
strikes laws, Legacy probably 
won’t change your mind. Moore 
does include some relevant statis- 
tics: the overwhelming majority 
of three-strikes convictions 
involve nonviolent offenses like 
drug possession or burglary; 
crime rates have dropped at least 
as sharply in states without three-

two Darrins, or 
cheesy soap 
operas. (Or maybe 
the  soap-opera 
parody Mary 
Hartman, Mary 
Hartman, in which 
one actor was 
replaced by a more 
attractive model; 
the — explanation 
was that the char- 
acter fell into a vat 
of chemicals and 
required extensive 
cosmetic surgery.) 
But most of us 
have a firm enough 
grasp on reality to 
accept that TV 
characters are not 
real. And if we can 
handle different 
actors portraying 
Hamlet, or James 
Bond, we should 
be able to cope 
with a new actor 
mouthing the 
words of ER’s 
Doug Ross. Instead, we’ve got 
George Clooney and Sharon 
Lawrence dictating the tone and 
plot developments of TV series that 
they’ve abandoned. Give credit to 
Roseanne and her sit-com: when 
the actress playing her older 
daughter decided to leave the 
show, Roseanne didn’t run Becky 
through a threshing machine and 

subject us to an entire season of 
mourning. She just found another 
actress and moved on. What state 

are we in when Roseanne has to 
provide an example of good taste? 





NOW THAT THE MAY 
SWEEPS are over, the pay-cable 
networks are trumpeting their 
own, generally more satisfying, 
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original films. For example, 
there’s Showtime’s Inherit the 
Wind (premiering this Saturday, 
May 29, at 8 p.m.), another 
remake of Jerome Lawrence & 
Robert E. Lee’s play about the 
Scopes “Monkey Trial.” You 
remember, Scopes was a 
Tennessee schoolteacher put on 
trial in 1925 for teaching the the- 
ory of evolution. (In the 1960 
theatrical film starring Spencer 
Tracy and Fredric March, he was 
played by Dick York — yes, the 
first Darrin from Bewitched.) The 
play has been filmed at least twice 
before for television (with Ed 
Begley and Melvyn Douglas in 
1965, and Jason Robards and 
Kirk Douglas in 1988), and the 
only real reason to do it again is to 
let yet another pair of aging actors 
chew up the scenery. 

The play itself reminds me of 
Tracy’s description of Katharine 
Hepburn — there’s not much 
meat on the bones, but what’s 
there is choice. This time, the 
speeches are delivered by George 
C. Scott as the fundamentalist 
prosecutor and Jack Lemmon as 
the attorney who believes that giv- 
ing offense to the Holy Rollers is 
his best defense. If you like Scott 
and Lemmon in just about any of 
their other roles, you’ll like them 
here. Piper Laurie also turns up 
with some nice moments, but the 
supporting cast is largely super- 
fluous, and the love story between 
Scopes and a minister’s daughter 
is nothing but a bit of paste 
between courtroom scenes, sort 
of like the musical numbers in a 
Marx Brothers movie. 

Prime Suspect’s Helen Mirren 
gets the other juicy role of the 
weekend, as the title character in 
Showtime’s The Passion of Ayn 
Rand (premiering this Sunday, 
May 30, at 8 p.m.). Rand, the nov- 
elist and philosopher who describes 
herself in the film as “a radical for 
capitalism” and an opponent of the 
“dictatorship of self-sacrifice,” is 
portrayed as a hypocrite who 
demands nothing but self-sacrifice 
from her lovers and students. (And 
there are plenty of followers still 
around; some of them recently 
broke from other conservatives to 

attack the Clinton administration 
for encouraging “volunteerism” in 
America.) There’s great potential 
for Mommie Dearest—style camp 
here — with Mirren’s Russian 
accent and heavy make-up and 
lines like “Without me, you're 
nothing!” — and the script would 
have surely been ruined by the 
commercial breaks and _ swelling 
music of most made-for-TV films. 

But the relatively short length 
(under two hours), the light-jazz 
soundtrack, and the nighttime set- 
ting of most scenes help Passion to 
go down like some enjoyably bitter 
cocktail. Howard Korder and 
Mary Gallagher based their acrid 
script on the biography of the 
same name by Barbara Branden, 
whose husband was Rand’s lover 
and most favored acolyte until she 
purged him from her movement. 
Eric Stoltz (as the lover), Julie 
Delpy (as Barbara Branden), and 
Peter Fonda (as Rand’s long-suf- 
fering husband) help to balance 
Mirren’s effective but mannered 
performance. Ayn Rand, who died 
in 1982, would surely have hated 
the film, but why should we care 
about her feelings? &

Old school 


The return of local rap legend Ed O.G. 


BY KELEFA SANNEH It’s Saturday night at | 


Pawtucket’s Hot 106 FM and Jenny “Boom 
Boom” Monroe is telling everyone in the 
studio that she’d make a great porn star. She’s 
blond, stocky, and short, and she’s nervously 
fiddling with the mixing board and the CART 


machine as her partner DJ Buck 
works the turntables. She holds 
out 10 small manicured fingers 
for inspection, giggles, and con- 
tinues: “My hands are so small, 
they’d make any guy’s dick look 
big!” Rapper Ed O.G — 
tonight’s special guest, and the 
ostensible target of Boom 
Boom’s_ bizarre 
smiles wanly and adjusts his 
headphones. 

It’s been almost 10 years since 
Ed O.G & da Bulldogs released 
“I Got To Have It,” the single 
that helped put Boston on the 
hip-hop map. Guru’s years in 
Boston may have earned Gang 
Starr a plaque on Tower 
Records’ diminutive Newbury 
Street “Walk of Fame,” but most 
people associate Gang Starr 
with NYC. Ed O.G, on the other 
hand, made sure right from the 
start that people knew where he 
was coming from: “I’m from 
Roxbury/The ’Bury but not the 
fruit, y'all,” he insisted in “I Got 
To Have It.” 

The subsequent album, Ed 
O.G & da Bulldogs’ Life of a Kid 
in the Ghetto (Mercury, 1991), 
showcased Ed’s earnest, unas- 
suming style on tracks like “Be a 
Father to Your Child” and “Stop 
(Think for a Moment).” That 
disc was the big-time rap debut 
for Ed and for Boston. For a 
fleeting moment it seemed pos- 
sible that Boston would be the 
next hot hip-hop city to domi- 
nate Yo! MTV Raps. Then some- 
thing strange happened — noth- 
ing at all. It was three years 
before Ed’s_ next release 
appeared. And Boston hip-hop 
remained underground. 

A decade later, as Boston’s 
best-known rapper gears up for 
a comeback and the local scene 
once again seems healthy, it’s 
hard to avoid asking what hap- 
pened to hip-hop in Boston the 
first time around. The year was 
1983. Grandmaster Flash’s rap 
track “White Lines” was a huge 
club hit, and a_ sixth-grader 
named Ed Anderson was making 
his hip-hop debut as a break- 
dancer at the Martin Luther 
King Jr. Middle School in 
Dorchester. “I did a school tal- 
ent show,” Ed explains. “I came 
in second place, because these 
girls did a cover of ‘All Night 
Long’ by the Mary Jane Girls, 
and back then the Mary Jane 
Girls were the shit, so they won. 
But I was a little celebrity: girls 
in my class came up to me and 
said, ‘I didn’t know you could 
dance!’ ” 

As Ed recalls, he soon moved 
on from dancing to beatboxing 
(the once-ubiquitous art of 
mimicking hip-hop rhythms with 
one’s mouth), adopted the stage 
name Ed O. Rock, and began 
hanging out with the Dorchester 
crew FTI (Fresh To Impress). 
“There were four of them: DJ 


come-on — 





Cruz, Jizzy Blow, Slick Rick, 
and Spoonie T. I knew them 
from around the way, and they 
knew I could beatbox, so we set 
up an audition in Rick’s bed- 
room. Once they heard me, that 
was it: I was down with the 
crew.” 

By ’86, FTI were making 
waves locally. Ed’s first gig with 
the crew caught the eye of may- 
oral candidate Mel King, who 
was judging a Central Square 
rap contest. Was Mr. King 
impressed? Ed laughs. “Nah. We 
cursed too much, man. We was 
off the hook! We were cursing 
like we didn’t know no better. 
We came out like, ‘Fuck that! 
We’re going to fuck this shit up! 
Fuck! Fuck!’ ” 

The song FTI played that 
night was “Suzie Q,” and it was 
one of the highlights of Boston 
Goes Def — the 1986 compila- 
tion that also featured Boston 
rap pioneers like Rusty the 
Toejammer and Body Rock. In 
that era the Boston rap scene 
seemed to be coming into its 
own, with the emergence of local 
stars like the Almighty RSO and 
the T.D.S. Mob. “It was a beau- 
tiful vibe!” Ed enthuses. “In the 
late 80s, you could do an all- 
local show and people would 
come out to see it. You could 
have a show with RSO, FTI, the 
BK [Boogie Knights] Crew, and 
RCC [Roxbury Crush Crew], 
and you could fill up 4000 seats! 
They did shows in all these 
grimy places — places where 
you could smoke weed. It was an 
ill, ill time.” 

It was also the time when the 
Boston rap scene developed its 
not-yet-forgotten reputation for, 
uh, enthusiasm. “There was ‘a 
certain Boston attitude,” Ed 
admits. “We weren’t taking any 
shit from anybody. If you slept 
on Boston, you were liable to get 
beat up. I was at a show where 
Milk Dee from Audio Two got 
hit in the head with a brush, 
right there on the stage. It was a 
hairbrush, one of those wave 
brushes — the thick ones, dog! 
They had to cancel the show. 
Boston always used to do that: 
they’d have a show and try to 
beat up the entertainers. Dudes 
used to be like, ‘This is Boston, 
nigger!’ ” 

Boston even had its own dress 
code in those days — it was 
known as the city where every- 
one wore Adidas. Ed is emphat- 
ic on this point: “Everybody still 
wears Adidas. It’s a Boston 
thing: Adidas three-stripe sneak- 
ers and Timberland boots. We 
call it threes and trees.” 

From FTI, Ed launched a solo 
career as Ed O.G. and started 
attracting major-label interest. A 
deal was struck with Mercury, 
and in 1991 Life of a Kid in the 
Ghetto — essentially a solo 
album, though it was credited to

Ed O.G. & da Bulldogs — was 
released. As Ed remembers it, 
“The record blew up. I was 
signed at 19, I had no business 
sense, and all I knew was that | 
was traveling everywhere, get- 
ting paid to do the shit that I 
loved. We toured for five years 
straight.” 

In retrospect it’s hard to over- 
estimate the impact Ed’s success 
had on the local scene. He’s not 
exaggerating when he says that 
Life of a Kid in the Ghetto “gave 
people a ray of hope. They said, 
‘Damn! If this dude can do it, I 
can do it, too!’ It made people 
feel good to see that someone 
from Boston had finally made it 
— someone besides New 
Edition. Boston rappers started 
getting record deals: RSO was 
on Tommy Boy, and a group 
called Joint Ventures was on 
Profile.” 

Ed’s career, however, was 
about to hit a major stumbling 
block — music-industry bureau- 
cracy. It was three years before 
Mercury released his _ next 
album, Roxbury 02119, and in 
the world of hip-hop three years 
is an eternity. “Mercury had a 
policy that you had to have your 
whole album done before they 
would release a single,” he 
explains, scowling at the memo- 
ry. “I had some hot stuff and I 
wanted to release it right away, 
but I couldn’t.” 

Instead, Ed spent his time 
touring the world — playing 
London, Germany, and Japan. 
And back in Boston the rap 
scene was slowing down. “You 
know, I wasn’t really paying 
much attention to the local scene 
in those years. But I did go out 
every now and then. This guy 
Blue, who now does the Lyricist 
Lounge concerts and albums, 
went to school here, and he did 
open-mike nights here before he 
moved back to New York.” As he 
says these last two words, Ed 
sounds indignant. “People don’t 
know, but a lot of stuff started 
here in Boston. Lyricist Lounge 
basically started here, and so did 
[rap magazine] the Source. But 











that’s what you’ve got to do with 
Boston: get your stuff started 
and then when you’re ready to 
get blown, take it somewhere 
else — because you’re not going 
to blow up here.” 

Ed, it seems, was the excep- 
tion that proved the rule. And 
over the past decade it’s become 
painfully clear that his success 
was an anomaly. What’s made 
Boston such a difficult city for 
rap? He thinks part of the prob- 
lem is radio: “A rapper isn’t 
going to get any love from 
Jammin’ 94.5 because, in gener- 
al, they’re not a hip-hop sta- 
tion.” Indeed, with hip-hop 
dominating the pop charts, it’s 
strange to find a city as big as 
Boston without an all-rap radio 
station. Fortunately, other 
avenues for local rappers have 
opened over the past year: from 
Lansdowne Street to Central 
Square, hip-hop is returning to 
local live music clubs. As Ed 
puts it, “The Middle East would- 
n’t have shit to do with hip-hop 
a couple of years ago, but now 
they’re welcoming us. And that’s 
a good thing, because we need 
outlets like that.” 

The “we” Ed’s referring to 
encompasses a whole new crop 
of local hop-hop contenders, 
including two of Ed’s protégés, 
da Bulldogs and the Kreators. 
(The Kreators will release No 
Contest this summer on Bomb 
Hip-Hop; the album features 
two cameos by Ed O.G.) 
Suddenly, Ed has found himself 
playing the role of the elder 
statesman in a genre not known 
for the longevity of its stars. 
When I ask why so many rappers 
disappear after only an album or 
two when rock artists have 
careers that span decades, he 
points out that “rap listeners are 
into whatever’s hot. But if you 
look at the rock groups who 
have been doing it for 10 or 15 
years, they have an audience 
who will support them whenever 
they come out. That’s the differ- 
ence: rap is constantly changing 
while rock pretty much stays the 
same.” But for those rappers 








who have stuck around, like Will 
Smith and L.L. Cool J, the secret 
has been consistency: “They 
both stuck to what they were 
doing, they didn’t try to change 
with the times.” 

Ed’s hoping the same logic 
will apply to his return to rap. 
He’s aiming to have his third 
album, which features cameos 
by the legendary NYC producer 
Pete Rock and Left Coast lyricist 
Xzibit, in stores by the end of the 
summer. Although he’s still 
shopping for a label, he promis- 
es that it will be on “some major 
shit” and that he hasn’t hitched 
his wagon to any fleeting trends. 
“Too many artists come out and 
try to change what they do, and 
they kill themselves. So I’m just 
going to stick to my own formu- 
la.” 

That formula, though, is hard 
to pin down. Most hip-hop cities 
— from New York and Los 
Angeles to Atlanta and Cleveland 
— have an indigenous sound. 
But Boston? Ed sighs. “I don’t 
think you’re ever going to be 
able to hear a record and say, 
‘That dude’s from Boston.’ A lot 
of the local white rappers, they 
can’t disguise their accent, but 
black rappers from Boston 
always try to sound like they’re 
from New York.” 

And Ed? 

“Me?” he laughs. “My sound 
is strictly Boston!” 

Back in Pawtucket, having 
completed a perfunctory on-air 
interview with DJ Buck, Ed is 
trundling down Route 195 in a 
Chevy Tahoe with his crew of 
four. They’re headed down to 
hang at the Providence nightclub 
Big Daddy’s. Everyone has to 
pay at the door, and a couple of 
Ed’s friends are asked to remove 
their hats, but the atmosphere 
inside is more friendly. Ed gets 
pounds from a seemingly end- 
less succession of fans, friends, 
and well-wishers. From the DJ 
booth comes the announcement 
that “Ed O.G. is in the house!” A 
cheer for a local hero ripples 
through the club. People still

Boston’s Mr. Lif takes off

Other MCs name-check Cristal; some of them 
can even afford to sip it. But during Lif’s 
performance at Tower Records in Harvard 
Square, on a sticky Thursday night earlier this 
month, the Holy Grail is a bottle of CVS water. 


There’s a case of it on the 
“stage” — actually just the back 
corner of the store, up against 
the bookshelves, under over- 
sized posters of Eve 6 and 
Whitney Houston — but Lif 
can’t see it, so he’s murmuring

Someone tinaily asses him a 
bottle, he pauses to hydrate, and 
the show goes on. 

Tower isn’t exactly the Apollo, 
or,even the Middle East. But 22- 
year-old Brighton native Lif has 
family in the crowd, and a 
brand-new 12-inch _ single, 
‘Triangular Warfare” (Brick), to 
promote. And with his friend 
and collaborator Akrobatik — a 
heavy-set brother in a Patriots 
jersey — he delivers an in-store 
tighter than a lot of MCs’ club 
shows. DJ Fakts-One drops a 
seamless string of cracking 
beats, street-team hustlers ply 
the assembled fans with fliers 
and stickers, white teens dressed 
for foul-weather skateboarding 
wave rolled-up gimme posters 
(“Rawkus Presents Sound- 
bombing II”) in the air like 
Everlast’s shillelagh. For a 
“moment, the bright, air-condi- 
tioned room starts to feel a little 
like the underground hip-hop 
sweatboxes where Lif, Ak, and 
Fakts all carved out their reps. 

Akrobatik’s cousin is in the 
house. He throws her name into 
a freestyle verse, and she and 
her friends giggle as if Ma$e 
had just given them a shout-out. 
As usual, Lif’s mind and mouth 
are running two-minute miles. 
He’s wowing the crowd with a 
mix of clever pop-culture refer- 
ences (“old-school like Lite 
Brite”) and deft sucka-MC 
taunts (“All in favor say ‘I’ like 
‘Witness’/You paper like lit- 
mus”). There’s some goofy 
stage banter (Ak: “I hit my arm 
playin’ ball a couple days ago, it 
was paralyzed for like half an 
hour.” Lif: “This is actually the 
last standing-up show we’re 
gonna do.”), then Fakts drops 
the instrumental for “Arise,” the 
dark B-side to Lif’s “Triangular 
Warfare” single. Produced by 
El-P of New York underground- 
rap stalwarts Company Flow, 
it’s a characteristically tough 
track laced with a guitar sample 
so stretched-out the notes seem 
to moan in protest. As Lif kicks 
his rhymes, he’s got this look on 
his face. It’s not fear, exactly, 
but nerves, stress. He’s chasing 
the drums with lyrics about 
technology and ecology and sur- 
vival, and he looks worried, as if 
he wouldn’t have time to speak 
his piece. 

Looking back over the history 
of Boston hip-hop, you can see 
why even a promising young 
rapper like Lif — born Jeffrey 
Haynes — would have reason to 
worry. Local success stories are 


| joint, 





few and far between. When the 
subject of Boston rappers does 
come up, one name that’s bound 
to be mentioned is Keith Elam. 
Better known as Guru, Elam 
was a Dorchester resident and 
aspiring rap star who (like a lot 

career-minded Eastern 
Seaboard MCs _ back then) 
struck out for Planet Brooklyn 
in the late *80s, in search of 
doper pastures. The rest is his- 
tory; Guru lived in a spare room 
at his aunt’s house, hooked up 
with destined-for-rap-sainthood 
producer DJ Premier, made five 
acclaimed albums as Gang 
Starr, held his own with the 
likes of Donald Byrd and Roy 
Ayers on the hip-hop/jazz sum- 
mit Guru Presents Jazzmatazz 
(Chrysalis, 1993), and became a 
bona fide hip-hop hero. Last 
year, Gang Starr got a star on 
the steps at Tower Records’ 
Mass Ave store, enshrined in 
cement alongside Jonathan 
Richman and Aerosmith. Elam 
was spotted that night rapping 
to the faithful at the Spot on 
Boylston Street, escorting a 
low-profilin’ Tyra Banks (it’s 
good to be the Guru). 

As a Boston sob story, maybe 
it’s not on a par with the 1919 
Red Sox’ dissing of Babe Ruth. 
But the story still says every- 
thing you need to know about 
the history of the hip-hop scene 
in this guitar-rock town. Guru 
broke out and made records like 
1992’s Daily Operation and 
1994’s Hard To Earn (both 
Chrysalis); artists like the 
Jonzun Crew and Ed O.G. & da 
Bulldogs stuck around and 
never got their due. Over chick- 
en at an Allston/Brighton Indian 
leaning into my tape 
recorder behind a head of thick 
dreads, Mr. Lif praises Guru — 
“He’s just a powerful artist, and 
he knows what he’s doing. 
When he picks up the pen, it’s 


| just raw.” But he also says that 


things have changed since the 
80s, that artists from outside 
commercial rap’s_ standard 
JFK/LAX loop now have a 
broader support system on 
which to rely. And an artist like 
Lif can earn international 
acclaim and still come home to 
Comm Ave. 

“Back in the day,” he says, 
“brothers had to do demos, and, 
like, take ’em to a label or try to 
mail ’em out, or wait outside of a 
label hoping somebody would 
come out and listen to their tape. 
But nowadays, it’s like, if you 
got two grand, you press up 
some vinyl. You go to the lab, 
make some phat shit, and put it 
out, then you just mail it to a 
couple of key points [from radio 
personalities like New York’s 
Bobbito “The Barber” Garcia to 
the record-store chain-cum-dis- 
tribution network Fat Beats] and 
you can gain that recognition.” 











some ill shit. 





It also helps that Boston’s 
hip-hop scene is stronger than 
it’s ever been, with talented 
underground MCs (Lif, 7L and 
Esoteric, Cambridge’s Virtuoso) 
finding homes on indie labels 
like Brick Records and DJ 
Bruno’s brand-new Biscuithead 
imprint and airplay on stations 
like Emerson’s hip-hop bastion 
WERS 88.9 FM. 

Lif has raised his global pro- 
file by touring Europe with Del 
tha Funkee Homosapien and 
Casual of Souls of Mischief. 
Closer to home, he’s opened for 
luminaries like Run-D.M.C. and 
A Tribe Called Quest. He’s even 
getting some love on Boston’s 
indie-rock front — Karate 
singer/guitarist Geoff Farina 
tapped him to open for Karate 
at a recent Middle East perfor- 
mance. “He did this amazing 
freestyle,” Farina remembers, 
“and told everyone they must 
love songs by Megadeth. He 
basically stood in front of this 
crowd that was scared to do 
anything and was totally alive 
and totally great.” 

Not that being the one black 
guy in the room was a new expe- 
rience for Lif. Like Keith Elam, 
he attended the Dedham prep 
school Noble & Greenough, 
part of a “very small” black pop- 
ulation. Chicago MC Common

once cracked, “I stand out/Like 
a nigga on a hockey team,” and 
for nine years, Lif lived the sim- 
ile, “the only black dude” on a 
Brighton-based team, hitting the 
ice at early-morning away 
games in South Boston. 

These days, traversing bound- 
aries is key to Lif’s mission. He 
talks, like a witnessed believer, 
in streams of consciousness not 
unlike his live freestyles, about 
hip-hop’s power to connect 
people, building communities 
that cross racial and cultural 
lines. “That’s something that’s 
essential in these times. I feel 
like people are just off the mark, 
getting involved in a lot of 
superficial shit, as we figure out 
the next way to make life more 
convenient for ourselves, with, 
like, the ATM that scans our iris 
and shit. It’s just mad crucial 
that we start to have some sort 
of bond with each other and 
start exchanging information 
that’s positive and really relevant 
to human life.” 

Even in hip-hop, where intel- 
lectualism has long been as valid 
and credible a stance as tough- 
guy posturing, Lif comes across 
as a deep thinker. He dropped 
out of Colgate University, where 
he was an (unofficial) lacrosse 
recruit, after two years, but he 
comes off as book-smart as any 





MC this side of Aceyalone. 
Asked about his inspirations in 
writing rhymes, he cites lyricists 
like Rakim, KRS-1, and Chuck 
D — lyricists’ lyricists — and 


| groundbreaking hip-hop long- 


players like Public Enemy’s /t 
Takes a Nation of Millions To 


Hold Us Back (Def Jam, 1987). 


But he also refers to “key texts” 
like Aristotle’s Nicomancean 
Ethics and Daniel Quinn’s 
Ishmael, a_ pseudo-Socratic 
novel of ideas he says should be 
“required reading for every 
human.” Somewhere in that 
mix, between street poetry and 
classical philosophy, as he drops 
science and religion, Socrates 
and “Don’t Believe the Hype,” 


| you can see the DNA of Lif’s 


own writing, of the words on 
“Triangular Warfare” and 
“Arise” — cries of rationality 
from the depths of confusion. 
Oh, and it’s some ill shit, too. 
Because hip-hop, when _ it 
works, is a wake-up call, one 
that you ultimately have to 
internalize. A decade ago, the 
backpacked kids shouting along 
with Lif’s “Elektro” at Tower 
might have been in a Dead lot or 
a Fugazi pit, but now it’s 1999, 
and even in Cambridge, hip-hop 
is the new vocabulary of self- 
discovery. Maybe Mr. Lif is still 
thirsty, but the kids aren't. 
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TOM ZE AND 
TORTOISE: 
TROPICALIA TWISTS 


It was the first night of the first ever 
US tour for 62-year-old tropicalia 
legend Tom Zé, so if he and the back- 
ing band he’d met just a week before 
seemed tentative at first, well, who 
could blame them? But from the start 
of the show a week ago Tuesday at the 
Middle East, it was clear that Zé’s 
never been one to back down easily 
from a challenge. After all, performing 
in front of a few hundred eager 
and/or curious music fans at a rock 
club in Cambridge is nothing com- 
pared to galvanizing a leftist social 
movement under a right-wing military 
dictatorship, which is what Zé, 
Caetano Veloso, and Gilberto Gil did 
under the tropicalia banner in the late 
60s. 

Gil and Veloso went on to become 
successful pop artists. Zé has 
remained a fringe dweller — an 
eccentric experimentalist and chal- 
lenging conceptualist. However, his 
profile has gotten a boost in the 90s 
through his association with David 
Byrne’s Luaka Bop label. Thus the 
presence of Tortoise, the Chicago 
post-rock band whose drummer John 
McEntire provided one of the tracks 
for the new Zé remix EP Postmodern 








that featured sparks flying from metal 
grinding machines and Zé and Mariz 
banging each other’s heads with small 
mallets. I’m not sure whether some 
larger theory loomed behind this the- 
ater of the absurd, but it certainly 


looked and sounded cool.

BUILT TO SPILL: 
THE IDES OF 
MARTSCH 


Nondescript guitar heroes don’t get 
any less heroic-looking than Doug 
Martsch, the corn-fed leader of 
Boise’s Built To Spill. Thinning at the 
top, with a couple weeks or so worth 
of beard, he _ resembles Pete 
Townshend, middle-aged with only a 
hint of austerity. You get the creeping 
suspicion that if not for rock and roll 
he’d collect model trains or work as a 
tax accountant. He’s the kind of guy 
you can more easily picture painting 
the garage than rocking out in it. 

On the concluding night of Built To 
Spill’s weekend stand downstairs at 
the Middle East last Sunday, the 
fringes of the capacity crowd were 
dotted with similarly balding, middle- 
aged men calling out song titles. 
There is something comforting about 
Built To Spill, who sound a bit like a 
Superchunk keener on Pavemtent’s 





three guitars — in less capable hands 
a recipe for disaster, but here accom- 
plished with the subtlety, brawn, and 
dexterity of old pros. It took a half- 
dozen songs before a final blow-the- 
roof-off set-ending Fillmore-style jam 
erupted in the final 20 minutes of the 
set, outlasting about a third of the 
audience and, indeed, the bandmem- 
bers — about 10 minutes into the 
thing Martsch and company slowly 
handed off their instruments, one at a 
time, to soundmen, members of the 
opening outfit, and some other people 
I couldn’t make out. The jam probably 
could’ve continued along the same 
lines for several more hours if not for 
curfew.

THE PUSH STARS: 
A PARTY FOR 
PARTY 


Leave it to Push Stars singer/guitarist 
Chris Trapper to use part of his band’s 
allotted 90 minutes on stage last 
Saturday at the Paradise to make good 
on his promise to give “the guy at the 
Brighton doughnut shop” a quick 
plug. Not that there was anything else 
important for him to think about, like, 
say, a sold-out CD-release bash hon- 
oring the band’s Capitol debut, After 
the Party — a disc the label’s banking 
on to hit big this sum- 
mer. But that’s the Push 
Stars for you: three reg- 
ular guys who haven’t 
forgotten whence they 
came — or, more 
important, whence 
they’ve gotten their cof- 
fee and doughnuts. 
Augmented on stage 
by renaissance man 
“Phil” (we didn’t catch 
his last name amid all 
the band thank-yous), 
who chipped in on 
everything from oboe to 
accordion, the Push 
Stars delivered an exu- 
berant, convincing set 
that drew primarily from 
the new disc but also 
included a pair of older 
tunes (“Me” and “Shy”) 
that opened and closed 
the show on familiar 
high notes. And that’s

Tortoise were cast as the straight 
men, laying down subtle rhythmic 
backdrops with drums, bass, guitar, 
vibes, keyboards, congas, and shakers. 
An animated Zé danced puckishly, 
like a marionette dangling from tan- 
gled strings, and sang in Portuguese 
and onomatopoeic verse songs from 
his 90s recordings (including six of 
the “Defects” from his last album, 
1998’s Fabrication Defect). Feeding 
on the audience’s enthusiasm, he 
toyed with the songs, gurgling water 
into the microphone during a quiet 
number, coaxing the crowd to sing 
along on another, and improvising 
playful call-and-response segments 
with the one band member he’d 
brought from Brazil (guitarist/cava- 
quinho player Jarbas Mariz). 

Several times Zé tried in broken 
English to explain the method behind 
his madness, but it wasn’t until the 
end of the set, during a sonic-pastiche 
that began with the guitar riff from 
“Smoke on the Water” and mutated 
into a bossa nova-inflected psychedel- 
ic rock jam, that he succeeded: a cap- 
pella he sang an oddly familiar 
descending melody until somebody 
correctly yelled out “Hey Jude.” 
Delighted, Zé showed how he’d pulled 
off his little tropicalia twist — creating 


a “new” song by inverting the notes of 


the Beatles tune. Then, donning rain- 
coats and red and yellow construction 
helmets, the band encored with a song

sour, pouty notes. Martsch’s guitar 
skills are more classic than alterna- 
rock — he’s a J. Mascis—like noodler 
only with better lyrics, or Bevis Frond 
minus the flagrant drug haze. 
Running though the highlights — 
“The Plan,” “Center of the Universe,” 
“Sidewalk” — of their new Keep It 
like a Secret (Warner Bros.) is a blue 
streak to match that of Martsch’s for- 
mer labelmate Sam Coomes (Quasi, 
Elliott Smith), whose affectless voice 
and particular strain of melancholy 
Martsch often resembles. 

It’s telling that when Martsch 
speaks to the radio, sort of in the sim- 
ple way children talk to God, on “You 
Were Right” — “You were wrong 
when you said everything’s gonna be 
all right . . . You were right when you 
said all that glitters isn’t gold/You 
were right when you said all we are is 
dust in the wind/You were right when 
you said we’re all just bricks in the 
wall” — his transistor saints are 
familiar types: Dylan, the Stones, Pink 
Floyd, John Mellencamp, the Doors, 
the Beatles. In a perfect world, Built 
To Spill would be the bedrock of mod- 
ern-rock radio in the way that those 
folks were a couple decades ago — 
good, sturdy musicianship and solid 
songwriting, with only the occasional, 
tempered display of the craftman’s 
generous skills. 

The finest moments came after fre- 
quent collaborator Brett Netson of 
Caustic Resin joined Martsch and his 
foursome on stage, upping the ante to 





gestures. Like a sing- 
along or two (that the album had 
come out a mere five days earlier did- 
n’t stop two-thirds of the audience 
from knowing the songs by heart), 
some jousting. stage banter, and a 
drum solo from designated hunk Ryan 
MacMillan. Just about the only thing 
missing was flickering lighters — and 
Capitol even had those made up spe- 
cial for the occasion, with the Push 
Stars’ name on ’em and everything. 
There were a couple of minor 
gaffes. Distorted keyboards muddied 
the band’s otherwise vivacious read- 
ing of “Any Little Town.” And later 
the keyboards interrupted the gentle 
encore opener, “Sofkuri’s Room,” 
when they were accidentally plugged 
in during Trapper’s soft guitar intro. 
Regardless, the band performed with 
the kind of winning flair they’ll need 
on the road, and the extra rhythmic 
crunch and roughness around the 
edges of new numbers like “Moving 
Target” and “Drunk Is Better Than 
Dead” didn’t hurt. Trapper, in strong 
voice, was his usual animated 
endearing front-guy self. He bound- 
ed around the stage in a goofy series 
of dips, shimmies, and shuffles; Dan 
McLoughlin upheld the great tradi- 
tion of bass players everywhere and 
didn’t. By the time it was over and 
the house lights came on, the Push 
Stars had more than made good on 
their promise — and not just to the 
guy at that Brighton doughnut shop, 
either.

Krofft’s Island and Dawson’s Creek 


When I was a little TV watcher, the thing I always liked best about Sid 
& Marty Krofft’s H.R. Pufnstuf show was its nearly music-video-length 
opening credits. Over a psychedelic oom-pah rhythm, a bassy male 


voice unraveled the tale of a poor 
innocent British boy named Jimmy 
and his breastpocket sidekick, 
Freddie the Talking Flute. They 
thought they were headed for a 
magical trip across the sea, but 
really it was all a plot by the evil 
Witchypoo to steal 
Freddie once they 
landed on_ the 
Technicolor, pup- 
pet-populated 
shores of Living 
Island. 

The _Island’s 
dopy dragon 
mayor, Pufnstuf, 
ends up saving the day, hence that 
unshakable explosion of a chorus: 
“H.R. Pufnstuf, who’s your friend 
when things get rough?/H.R. 
Pufnstuf, can’t do a little, ‘cause 
you can’t do enough.” At the end 
of every show, the island’s local 
garage band of guitar-playing 
crows would rip through the same 
song as if they were auditioning for 
amateur night at the Apollo.

H.R. Pufnstuf — which can now 
be seen in reruns on TV Land and 
in a series of Krofft videos that 
Rhino has just started to release 
(beginning with a three-video set, 
The World of Sid & Marty Krofft) 
— also had plenty of Elvis movie 
moments, as 
when a song 
would just fall 
from the sky a 
la the instant 
band-on-the- 
beach in Blue 
Hawaii. In 
one episode, 
Jimmy and 
Pufnstuf are out for a stroll in the 
forest when, without warning, the 
trees turn into chorus girls and 
Jimmy (played by the cheeky, doe- 
eyed Jack Wild) springs into a 
song-and-dance routine complete 
with leaping heel kicks and 
English-music-hall moves. 

Sprinkling bizarro, _ proto- 
Teletubby fantasyscapes with pock- 
ets of Off Broadway rock and pop 





musical numbers was a key part of 
the Krofft live-action formula. 
Another of their Saturday-morning 
kids’ shows, The Bugaloos, chroni- 
cled the adventures of a shiny, 
happy, Brit-pop band trapped in a 
Tranquility Forest colony ruled by 
Martha Raye. 

The Kroffts had a knack for era- 
specific theme songs as well: 
Electra Woman and Dyna-Girl’s 
lead-in sounded like an unreleased 
Heart single; Styx impersonators 
did the metal-lite prelude to Dr. 
Shrinker; and Land of the Lost 
went Jurassic-hillbilly with its 
“Martial, Will, and Holly, on a rou- 
tine expedition” saga. Best of all 
was the beginning of Sigmund and 
the Sea Monsters: a wet, skinny, 
prepubescent Johnny Whitaker 
(after A Family Affair and before 
his teen-rocker bid) would tuck his 
surfboard under his arm and start 
singing, like a wanna-be Mike 
Love, “There’s nothing like a day 
out on the beach, when all it does is 
rain.” 





The Kroffts worked in an era 
(the *70s) before terms like co- 
branding and narrowcasting had 
come into vogue. The music they 
used was actually written for their 
shows. These days, in our Songs 


from Ally McBeal universe, nothing 
could be further from the truth 
The new Songs from Dawson's 
Creek (Sony) and Felicity: Music 
from the Hit Television Series 
(PGD/Hollywood) are nothing 
more than compilations of tracks 
by signed, VH1- and MTV-friend- 
ly artists whose songs either have 
appeared in episodes or, in a move 
borrowed from their Beverly Hills 
90210 and Party of Five predeces- 
sors, are “inspired by” or “related 
to” the show’s ethos. That is, 
they’re not soundtracks to shows at 
all, they’re soundtracks to demo- 
graphics. And because Felicity and 
Dawson are after the same white- 
teen/young-adult audience of 
Lilith Fairies, you can hardly tell 
the music or its pent-up moods 
apart (they even have a bard in 
common — _ Bermuda-born 
songstress Heather Nova). 

Here’s a comment one fan of the 
Felicity CD posted at Amazon.com: 
“I don’t even watch the TV show. I 
bought it ‘cause I enjoyed the 
Dawson’s Creek CD so much.” 
And the allegiance of a Dawson 
groupie was so thin that the Felicity 
soundtrack made her jump ship 
mid season: “My fave show used to 
be Dawson’s Creek, but now 
Felicity is my all-time never-miss 


_ show.” 


Of the two CDs, Felicity at least 
offers a relatively challenging mix. 
It’s got “All I Need” by the suave 
French synth-rock duo Air, Aretha 
Franklin interpreting “Bridge over 
Troubled Water,” and a track by 
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PUFNSTUF: /et’s hear it for 
talking seaweed. 





American roots-pop veteran Joe 
Henry (“Angels”). Dawson sticks to 
a tedious menu of sensitive 
singer/songwriter fare, with selec- 
tions by Paula Cole, Chantal 
Kreviazuk, Shawn Mullins, and 
Sophie B. Hawkins. No matter how 
loudly the shows’ fans protest that 
these songs reflect the emotions of 
Joey, Pacey, Felicity, and Noel, 
none of the music actually belongs 
to the characters on Felicity or 
Dawson’s Creek. The shows are just 
marketing vehicles for the music, 
and vice versa. Indeed, listening to 
the CDs back to back is like flipping 
through one big J. Crew catalogue 
filled with shots of Mullins and 
Sixpence None the Richer walking 
along a dock or playing a hearty 
game of tag football in piles of fall- 
en leaves. I don’t know about you, 
but I'll take a freaky flute and a talk- 
ing pile of seaweed over Paula Cole 
any day. i

Todd Thibaud and Slughog 


The last time Todd Thibaud made an album, he was still 
smarting from the break-up of his band the Courage 
Brothers, still recovering from a failed major-label deal, 


still playing to smallish audiences, and 
still cynical enough to call the album 
Favorite Waste of Time. But now three 
years have passed and Thibaud has a 
steady band, a growing 
national audience, a 
more promising label 
deal, and an adult-rock 
niche to slot himself 
into. No wonder he’s a 
bit more upbeat. 

I reach Thibaud in 
San Francisco, where 
he’s on a pre-release 
promo tour for his new 
album, Little Mystery 
(Doolittle/PolyGram). He has appear- 
ances lined up there and in Los Angeles, 
and his label is working on single remixes 
for airplay. Did the shot at commercial 
success affect his writing this time 
around? “Well, it would be hypocritical of 
me to say that you don’t think of those 
things,” he replies from his hotel room. 
“On the other hand, I try not to let that 
control the process. If we were going to 
call this art, that’s one thing. But it is 
entertainment and you want people to 
ultimately buy it, and you want radio to 
play it. For me the test is, “Would I be 
moved if I heard this on the radio 
myself?’ I try to look at it from a listen- 
er’s point of view. And so there were a 
few struggles, not bad ones, but healthy 
ones with the people from the label. 

Thibaud feels that he’s finally found a 
label he can work with. “I think I’m real- 
ly lucky, I totally trust my record compa- 
ny. And I know that all the musicians who 
read this are going to say, ‘He ha, he’s in 
denial.’ As far as the single goes, we all

know that radio is really fragmented, and 
the key to success is crossing over. So the 
label might feel that a song is a great sin- 
gle but they’ll need a certain mix for some 
format. I’ll be on the road 
so I won’t even be there, 
but I really trust them. 
Even though I know that 
whoever sees this in 
Boston is going to be say- 
ing, “Todd, you’re kidding 
yourself.’ ” 

Still, Thibaud’s done his 
creative bit. Little Mystery 
is his best album, simply 
because it’s his catchiest. 
The smarts and the craftsmanship were 
already there in the Courage Brothers 
days, but a little more hookage never 
hurts, and Thibaud’s gotten much better 
at writing choruses — something that no 
doubt made his label happy, but it also 
gives resonance to his stories. It didn’t 
take a genius to read the last album as a 
“firing back at the music biz” type of set. 
This time the characters are going 
through less specific changes — either 
they’re finding new homes, recovering 
from failed affairs, or just taking stock of 
their futures. 

“That’s true, I’ve gotten more analyti- 
cal,” he responds. “On the last album I 
was pretty angry at my situation. It’s a 
tired old story that a lot of people in my 
position can tell. Personally, I’ve gotten to 
the point where I realize how much I used 
to live in the future — like, ‘Man, if I can 
get my life together or if 1 can sell more 
records, then everything’s going to be 
great.” Now I know this is a cliché, but it 
helps to look around and figure that what

you’ve got is already pretty cool. 
That’s why I have a few songs 
saying that, and why I ended the 
album with ‘Finer Things’ 
instead of a big downer ballad.” 

I point out that the disc does 
include at least two big downer 
ballads. 

“Sure, you’ve got to have 
those. Or at least I do.” 

More typical of Thibaud’s new 
attitude is the title track, which 
looks at a female character’s 
midlife restlessness, leaving the 
impression that it will work out 
for the better. “She’s a compos- 
ite of people I’ve met who’ve 
been in that situation, where 
they feel trapped by the life 
they’ve built for themselves. It 
can be about needing to leave 
their home town, not that I think 
that’s something people should 
do, but she feels stifled and real- 
ly needs the change. The other 
issue in that song is parenthood, 
which is just something I’m 
impressed by — I can’t imagine 
someone with my kind of life 
raising children, but it’s hard 
enough when you’re home all 
the time. I’m not sure how her 
life ends up. Maybe next time Ill 
write the sequel.” 

There seems to be an unspo- 
ken rule among singer-songwrit- 
ers that when you get optimistic, 
you go back to the 60s. So it is 
with Little Mystery, whose open- 
ing track (“Don’t Save Me”) 
hinges on a proudly Byrdsy 12- 
string guitar. Similarly attractive 
guitar sounds, courtesy of for- 
mer Knots & Crosses ax man 
Rick Harris, occur throughout. 
And Thibaud doesn’t always 
take the obvious path: when he 
does a Beatles homage (“It’s 





Only Me”), it’s 
Harrison rather 
Lennon/ McCartney. 

“Yeah, I’m guilty on that one,” 
he admits. “I struggled with that 
a bit, because there’s such an 
interest in the retro sound. I’m a 
huge fan of that era, but I wanted 
to be really careful about working 
those things in. I felt it was total- 
ly appropriate to these songs.” 

And it’s a clean break from the 
sound of the Courage Brothers, 
who were hailed locally as a 
country band while denying they 
ever were one. “Kinda funny 
that the No Depression thing is 
happening now,” Thibaud jokes. 
“We were three years too early. 
But we knew that if we went 
down South and said we were a 
country band, they would have 
laughed at us and kicked us out 
of the bar.”

SLUGHOG SPLIT. When you 
ask most bands why they’re 
breaking up, they usually give 
you some rap about musical dif- 
ferences or new opportunities. 
Not the case with Slughog, who 
are ending in the same spirit 
with which they began. “We 
wanted to get out without killing 
each other,” is how guitarist 
Firestone puts it. Expect the 
mother of all big, loud blowouts 
when Slughog pack it in this 
Saturday at the Middle East, on 
a bill with Roadsaw, Scissor- 
fight, and others.

off stage, Slughog were known 
to go a little berserk during live 
shows. Their most celebrated 
gig was the Rumble in 1993, 
when three bandmembers 
stopped playing to tussle with an 





audience member who’d tried to 
unplug a guitar (and they won). 
“Other than that, things were 
pretty tame,” says Firestone. 
“We've never been about vio- 
lence or anything like that. 
People who attend our shows are 
out there smiling if they get it; 
otherwise they split. But when 
something like that Rumble hap- 
pens, the press loves it. And we 
got a kick out of it too.” 

Firestone has sustained his 
share of rock-related injuries: 
during a 1996 club date in 
Fargo, he suffered a concussion 
while doing a backflip. “But I 
wasn’t on stage then, so it does- 
n’t really count.” 

At their best, Slughog took 
slow-grind, hyper-nasty rock 
about as far as it could go, pio- 
neering the two-bass line-up 
that’s become almost common- 
place nowadays. “That mainly 
happened because Andrew 
[Schneider] and Brian [Wright] 
both played bass and neither of 
them wanted to stop,” Firestone 
explains. “The two of them went 
to high school together in 
Arlington, so they’ve been work- 
ing for 10 years and wanted to 
get out on good terms.” 

Schneider now stays busy as a 
Barbaro member and a produc- 
er at New Alliance. And 
Firestone plans to, get another 
band together and continue his 
assault on the world. “Loud 
music has a rough way to go 
these days, with techno and 
swing happening. Not that I 
don’t like all kinds of music, but 
when I get on stage all I want to 
do is rock.” 


LANSDOWNE MOMENTS. A 





tiny but nifty bit of local-music 
history took place at the Best 
Music Poll’s Lansdowne Street 
party a week ago Monday when 
Cowboy Mouth’s set included a 
partial reunion of the Red 
Rockers — as far as I know, the 
only band who ever moved from 
New Orleans to Boston. The 
Rockers shared a house in 
Brookline during the height of 
their MTV stardom, and they 
were a local fixture during the 
mid ’80s. Singer/guitarist John 
Thomas Griffith went on to 
Cowboy Mouth; last Monday he 
was joined by bassist Darren Hill 
(now the Amazing Crowns’ 
manager and a Monolyth 
Records exec) for a version of 
the old band’s greatest hit, 
“China.” As Cowboy Mouth 
drummer/frontman Fred 
LeBlanc explained on stage, “We 
wanted to do this because I 
think we’ve got a better drum- 
mer and guitar player than the 
Red Rockers had.” Proving that 
his current roots-rock direction 
has left its mark, Griffith sang it 
without the fake English accent 
heard on the record. 

Earlier that evening, 
Strangemen bassist Dick Vitalis 
was walking around backstage 
after his band’s set when a gen- 
tleman approached him, compli- 
mented him on their show, and 
asked whether he could buy their 
CD. “Sorry, but I’m trying to 
give these copies to the guys 
from Cracker,” Vitalis said. “We 
are the guys from Cracker,” the 
fan replied. He got a CD. 


OOPS. Last week I inadvertent- 
ly killed off Dead Boys guitarist 
Cheetah Chrome, who, unlike 
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lead singer Stiv Bators, is actual- 


ly alive and well. As Classic 
Ruins bassist Carl Biancucci

The art of the ‘greatest hits’ 


Greatest-hits albums are the poor cousin of “real” records: 
contract fillers or Christmas-product supplements, they’re 
usually regarded as the province of dilettantes. The best 


ones, though, can help define an artist’s 
career, or keep it alive. Imagine Bob Marley’s 
posthumous career without the flawlessly 
selected and sequenced Legend (Island, 
1982), or Squeeze without Singles 45’s and 
Under (A&M, 1982). The Cure didn’t really 
take off in the US until Standing on a Beach 
(Elektra, 1986) compiled their first 13 sin- 
gles into their best album by far; New Order 
hit their commercial stride with Substance 
(Qwest, 1987). Currently, 2Pac, Selena, and 
Stevie Ray Vaughan all 
have retrospectives in the 
Billboard Top 100, and so 
does Cher, who’s not 
even dead. 

A bad ss greatest-hits 
album, however, does an 
artist no favors. 
Eurythmics would likely 
have a better posthumous 
rep if not for their aim- 
less, slack Greatest Hits (Arista, 1991), 
which seems to have been sequenced by 
drawing song titles out of Annie Lennox’s 
wig box. Lou Reed, War, the Ohio Players, 
and Pink Floyd all suffer from multiple half- 
assed compilations. And with Sand in the 
Vaseline (Sire/Warner Bros., 1992), Talking 
Heads pulled off the neat trick of a greatest- 
hits disc that’s worse than any of their studio 
albums. 

One common problem with CD-era retro- 
spectives is bonus tracks. Take the Byrds’ 
1967 Greatest Hits, which has been newly 
reissued on Legacy/Columbia. The new ver- 
sion sounds great, but there’s something off 
about it. The original LP’s sequencing was 
done with two vinyl sides in mind: one of the 
earlier, folk-rock material, the other of the 
band’s psychedelic color shift. The disc ends 
with a cover of Bob Dylan’s “My Back 
Pages,” a perfect retrospective closer: “I was 
so much older then/I’m, younger than that 
now.” The reissue ruins the effect by taking 
on three bonus tracks —all solid songs, but 
an anticlimax. 

So what makes a great greatest-hits? 
Sequencing is key. Chronological order is 
optional — it doesn’t work if a band’s career 
is subject to diminishing returns. Cher gets 
around this cleverly: the reverse-chronologi- 
cal If I Could Turn Back Time (Geffen, 
1998) gets better as it goes along. And it’s 
always a good idea to open with a song that 
doesn’t begin any other album, as a state- 
ment of intent and a proof of difference. The 
Rolling Stones have had plenty of retrospec- 
tives, but Hot Rocks 1964-1971 (ABKCO, 
1972) is the one that endures, not least 
thanks to the genius move of starting with 
“Time Is On My Side.” Also, re-recordings 
and remixes of old songs are a terrible idea.

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Does the phrase “Don’t Stand So Close to 
Me ’86” still set your guts twisting? 

Some of the most effective greatest-hits 
albums are the ones that make a specific 
argument about an artist, even at the expense 
of well-known songs. Alison Krauss’s Now 
That I’ve Found You (Rounder, 1995) casts 
the great bluegrass/gospel fiddler as a blue- 
grass-influenced soft-pop balladeer, focusing 
on her guest appearances on other people’s 
recordings. But it’s her most listenable and 
best-selling release. 
Dylan’s Greatest Hits 
(Columbia, 1967) violated 
the folk/rock dialectic by 
starting with “Rainy Day 
Women #12 & 35” and 
leaping at will between 
tracks from his acoustic 
and electric periods. Barry 
White’s relatively recent 
All-Time Greatest Hits 
(PolyGram, 1994) ... , well, it makes exact- 
ly the same argument as every other Barry 
White album; but bookending it with a cou- 
ple of Love Unlimited instrumentals is a log- 
ical idea for the King of the Boudoir. And 
Way to Blue: An Introduction to Nick Drake 
(Hannibal, 1994), an artful, delicate 
approach to Ni¢k Drake’s hitless catalogue, 
makes such a strong case for Drake as a 
songwriter that Island UK is now releasing 
similar “introductions” to other artists. 

Finally, a note to retrospective compilers: 
when you've got it right, stop. The Who’s 
best best-of is Meaty Beaty Big & Bouncy 
(MCA, 1971). But that has been followed by 
The Kids Are Alright (MCA, 1979), 
Hooligans (MCA, 1982), Greatest Hits 
(MCA, 1983), Who’s Better Who’s Best 
(MCA, 1988), My Generation: The Very Best 
of the Who (MCA, 1996), and the wretched- 
ly skimpy new 20th Century Masters: The 
Best of the Who (Millennium Collection) 
(MCA, 1999), not one of which is as enter- 
taining. And poor David Bowie! 
Changesonebowie (RCA, 1976) and 
Changestwobowie (RCA, 1981) were his 
finest LPs, boiling down the theatrical intri- 
cacies and arty indulgences of his concept 
albums into nonstop four-minute blasts. 
When his catalogue changed labels, this pair 
disappeared in favor of a not-quite-right sin- 
gle disc, Changesbowie (Rykodisc, 1994), 
which committed the remixed-hit sin: “Fame 
90.” Now there are The Best of David Bowie 
1969-1974 and 1974-1979 Bowie best-ofs 
on Virgin, which pad the original Changes 
track listings, more or less, to CD length. 
This sort of thing is what multidisc changers 
and programming functions are for. But isn’t 
the whole point of a greatest-hits album that 
you don’t have to use them? ®

Arnold Schoenberg’s Pierrot Lunaire 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ In 1912, the year before the 


premiere of Stravinsky’s La sacre du printemps triggered 
the most notorious musical riot of the century, Arnold 


Schoenberg was creating a quieter revo- 
lution. He was slowly obliterating the sys- 
tem of tonality as it had been known for 
centuries, and his expressionistic master- 
piece, Pierrot Lunaire, which might be 
translated as “Moonstruck Pierrot,” was 
a major step on that thorny path. It was 
so influential that many later composers 
have written works for the same ensemble 
just so they could be performed on pro- 
grams that include Pierrot Lunaire. 

For someone who was unraveling 
musical structure, Schoenberg was also 
obsessively organized. Pierrot Lunaire 
was his Opus 21, so he assembled 21 
poems, in three sets of seven, by the 
Belgian poet Albert Giraud about the 
lovesick clown Pierrot, the commedia del- 
l’arte character in whiteface and loose, 
baggy white silks. The complicated form 
of these poems is the rondeau — 13 lines 
(one line short of a sonnet) in three stan- 
zas. The first two lines of each poem 
reappear at the end of the second stanza. 
Then the opening line comes back again 
as the last line of the poem. Each poem is 
a closed circle, claustrophobic, returning 
to where it started with no way out. 

The most conspicuous effect is the way 
the words are recited. Schoenberg used 
the term “Sprechstimme,” or 
“Sprechgesang,” a kind of sung speech. 
Each syllable has a specific pitch and 
duration. It’s like a very expressive parent 
reading to a child. But these poems are 
hardly for children. They deal symbolical- 
ly, and sometimes in moments of grim 
comedy, with questions of art, sexual 
longing, nostalgic yearning, terror and 
guilt.

Schoenberg surrounds these poems 
with a prismatic chamber ensemble, five 
players playing eight instruments: piano, 
three strings, and four woodwinds (from 
piccolo down to bass clarinet). In various 
recombinations they capture the icy, glis- 
tening-but-disjointed moonlit world of 
Giraud’s creepy poems. All the instru- 
ments appear together only in the levely, 
very last song, “Oh ancient scent from 
far-off days.” 

There’s ofteri been a question about 
how much expression the “reciter” should 
have. Some feel the poems should be 
delivered with a cool detachment. 
Schoenberg’s own _half-century-old 
recording (Sony) is grandly passionate. 
So is this scintillating new Boulez record- 
ing (Deutsche Grammophon) with his 
luminous Ensemble InterContemporain 
and soprano Christine Schafer, who can 
also sound almost like an instrument her- 
self. 

Boulez, that master conductor of 20th- 
century music (and practically everything 
else), recorded Pierrot no less than three 
times. The very first of these, from 1961 
(re-released on Ades), is worth seeking

out for the extraordinary performance by 
soprano Helga Pilarczyk — darkly seduc- 
tive, infinitely nuanced, and terrifyingly 
expressive. 

Boulez’s new DG recording also 
includes Christine Schafer singing the 
short Schoenberg song that preceded 
Pierrot by a year, a setting of Maurice 
Maeterlinck’s Herzgewdchse (“Heart’s 
Foliage”), with harrowing high notes and 
magical accompaniment by celesta, har- 
monium, and harp; and Schoenberg’s 
oddball Second World War work, the Ode 
to Napoleon Bonaparte, a declamatory 
setting of a long declamatory and ironic 
poem by Lord Byron featuring narration 
by baritone David Pittman-Jennings. 


Other recent Boulez recordings of | 


20th-century music include Bartdk’s 
moody, gloomy, yet moving symbolic 
opera, Bluebeard’s Castle, with American 
superstar soprano Jessye Norman a little 
bland as Bluebeard’s too-curious wife, 
the deeply sympathetic Hungarian bass 
Laszlé Polgar as the suffering hero, and 
the smoldering Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. And in a completely different 
vein, there are glittering performances of 
Maurice Ravel’s elegant and snappy G- 
major Piano Concerto, with Krystian 
Zimerman and the spectacular Cleveland 
Orchestra, and Valses nobles et sentimen- 
tales, with the superb London Symphony 
Orchestra (all on DG). Boulez brings to 
all of these works the profound insight 
and clarity — the refined musical ear — 
he’s famous for and a controlled but 
Vesuvial passion that critics somehow 
prefer to overlook. 

Nineteen-ninety-nine marks the 125th 
anniversary of Schoenberg’s birth. No 
composer of this century challenged our 
common assumptions about music more. 
Many people still hate his music. He 
might be the most controversial compos- 
er of all time, though he was confident 
that someday he’d be better understood 
— perhaps even loved. Maybe that’s what 
really drew Schoenberg to a group of 
poems about a moonstruck clown. tf]

Two 
of electronica’s most house-music- 
friendly DJs, Sasha and John 
Digweed, collaborate here to cre- 
ate a 20-track, two-CD set of ambi- 
ent, computer-tongued sounds rid- 
ing atop a tense, cold beat that 
ranges in texture from fast trip-hop 
to hard Eurobeat to acid house. 
Voices rarely intrude upon these 
programs, at least not without suf- 
fering mischievous distortion. But 
they're not missed, because the 
DJs’ electronic riffs take on a near- 
ly vocal shape. And when com- 
bined with their frequent quoting 
from classic space disco — note 
how often “Hills of Katmandu,” the

BAD HABITS (Yep Roc). What's 
that guitar rumble, that sound like 
an old Chrysler chugging through a 
40-year-long tunnel? It’s the open- 
ing chords of “Good at Being Bad,” 
track one on the new CD from 
leather-tough rocker Ronnie 
Dawson. Decades after the Blonde 
Bomber won the amateur talent 
contest at the Big D Jamboree in 
Dallas, Dawson's sstill playing 
fierce, brittle Fender guitar and 
exuberantly sing-talking some 
lighthearted lyrics about chicks, 
cars, food, and drink. Even if he 
doesn’t cotton to the word, 
Dawson is a hard-luck “rockabilly” 
legend who found out a few years 
ago that a new bunch of fans in the 
UK had been digging his old stuff 
He then recorded a few CDs for 
the British label No Hit Records

Recorded last year in Cape 
Elizabeth, Maine (birthplace of 
John Ford), More Bad Habits is the 
very first stereo recording in all of 
Dawson's years (60 of ‘em come 
August). But that doesn’t change 
his fevered, twanging attack on 
such original numbers as “Rippin’ 
and a-Roarin’,” “Waxahachie Drag 
Race,” and “Rockin’ Country Cat,” 
stripped-down, reverb-laden 
sounds true to the roots of a man 
who came up alongside Gene 
Vincent and Jerry Lee

xxx Georg Graewe Quintet, 
CONCERT IN BERLIN 1996 
(Wobbly Rail). German pianist 
Georg Graewe explodes the hard- 
bop quintet from within on this 
exceptional live performance 
“Snapshots 1-53,” the Graewe “com- 
position” (its more of a directed 
improvisation) for five players, 
breaks up the full ensemble into 
soloists and smaller groupings, then 
shuffles the subgroupings into con- 
trasting sections that keep the music 
varied and orderly. For instance, the 
track's second section alternates the 
trio of saxophonist Mats Gustafsson, 
cellist Marcio Mattos, and drummer 
Mark Sanders with the duet of 
Graewe and trombonist Sebi 
Tramontana. The final section juxta- 
poses solo cello and drums against 
the full ensemble. 
if that sounds schematic, the play- 
ers make sure that the piece pro- 
gresses organically in performance. 
Graewe’s luminous, rounded sound 
envelops the band, unifying the group 
without dominating it, and the great 
Clarity with which he develops his 
ideas ensures that the music always 
moves forward logically. The hom 
players all use a wide range of 
extended techniques that produce a 
range of textures and colors 
Gustafsson’s. short bursts of sound 
explode like a string of Chinese fire- 
crackers in the fast and furious trio 
episodes. Tramontana’s almost casu- 
al command of virtuoso contempo- 
rary technique, from multiphonics to 
jungle growls and flatulent blats, adds 
color and weight to the graceful ges- 
tures of Graewe's piano in the duets. 
In the end, Graewe’s approach gives 
structure and focus to a quintet that 
improvises with attention to detail and 
plenty of energy.

Alec Guinness, more sour than 
tart) sent to rescue kabuki-coiffed 
Queen Amidala (Natalie Portman, 
lost in ornate costumes) from the 
nasty Trade Federation. Naturally 
their escape attempt takes them to 
Tatooine, so that nine-year-old 
Anakin Skywalker (Jake Lloyd, 
more Dennis than menace) can 
bail them out and impress Qui- 
Gon as “the Chosen One” who will 
restore balance to the universe.

In the first trilogy, the 
Force had the pull of the Dark 
Side — the enigmatic charisma of 
Vader, the Oedipal ambiguity of 
Luke’s lineage. Here, the dark 
side is the down side. The movie 
has no heart, dark or otherwise, 
only state-of-the-art accouter- 
ments.

ADISE (1984). Writer/director Jim 
Jarmusch eavesdrops on the lives 
of three listless, apathetic souls 
who have almost nothing to say to 
each other, and he keeps you 
thoroughly entertained. Filmed in 
beautifully austere black-and- 
white, this post-Warhol burlesque 
is structured as a series of dead- 
pan blackout sketches; the three 
characters walk around in a state 
of utter indifference, but Jarmusch 
captures this with such casual 
ease that the film’s lack of affecta- 
tion becomes a source of near- 
subliminal comedy. John Lurie is 
the hostile, monosyllabic-hipster 
hero; Richard Edson is his literal- 
minded best friend; and Eszter 
Balint is Lurie’s teenage 
Hungarian cousin, who quickly 
gets onto the wavelength of 
punked-out American noncha- 
lance.

*&**1/2 SUMMER IN MY VEINS 
(1999). Cambridge resident Nish 
Saran’s dandy 41-minute “coming 
out” road documentary begins 
after his Harvard graduation, when 
he takes a trip across America 
with his mother and his two aunts, 
all arrivals from India. It’s a 
chance for him to tell them he’s 
gay, but the words keep sticking in 
his throat. Meanwhile, he keeps 
videoing his relatives; and these 
upper-caste Indian ladies prove 10 
times as unleashed as the sud- 
denly uptight filmmaker. They tell 
dirty jokes, do raunchy dances, 
and even, with one aunt, manage 
a Monica L. with a banana. Saran 
finally comes out to his mom while 
she stares incredulously into the 
lens. But rather than race away, 
she stays there, feet planted, and 
allows herself to be filmed while 
she dashes through several 
octaves of emotions — disbelief, 
distress, anger, understanding, 
acceptance — all in one amazing 
eight-minute nonstop run of the 
camera. The formidable Mrs. 
Saran is a great actress with an 
intuitive sense of drama, a docu- 
mentary diva who is as powerful in 
the frame as a Liz Taylor or a

xxx *xTASTE OF CHERRY 
(1998). Iranian director Abbas 
Kiarostami does not resolve what 
Albert Camus called the only 
philosophical problem — i.e., self- 
annihilation — but he does pro- 
vide one of the most harrowing, 
luminous, and ultimately uplifting 
depictions of the human spirit in 
extremis in this Cannes 1997 
Palme d’Or winner that has yet to 
be shown in his native country 
(where suicide is taboo). Like 
Hamlet, Mr. Badii (Homayoun 
Ershadi) is stymied by what hap- 
pens after death — namely, 
what's to become of his body? So 
in what is planned as the last day 
of his life he offers a small fortune 
to selected members of Iranian 
society's detritus in return for their 
promise to lay his body to rest ina 
roadside slit trench he has dug 
himself. Mr. Badii never explains 
what’s behind his decision 
because, he insists, no one can 
understand, but after spending 90 
minutes in a Range Rover with 
him you start to comprehend. 
Mostly, though, it’s in the details 
that Cherry overwhelms with its 
truth — like the taste of the title 
fruit, which one of the Mr. Badii’s 
passengers insists once saved 
him from suicide. It’s only after 
considering the alternative, 
Kiarostami suggests, that life’s 
savor can fully be appreciated.

(1999). It’s 1930s Florence, and 
little Luca, the directorial alter ego 
in this piquant film that expands 
on a chapter of Franco Zeffirelli’s 
autobiography, spends much time 
nestled under the collective wing 
of an eccentric crew of art-loving 
English and American women that 
includes Maggie Smith as the 
haughty hatter of an English aris- 
tocrat who has tea with Mussolini; 
Judi Dench as an aging, Isadora-
